him, according to your .desire tKerein expressed; which 
occasions this return /&om us ta jou. 

As nothiiig 5fchat may reflect to the prejudice of 
your outwai'd (Jood, ^her P^sojial or as you are.a 
Civil Govemnieiit-, shaül eäsily'pass with us; so, mu^sli 
less what shall tend tO/ your disQQnragement, as you 
are Saints, to your Congregations, gathered in that 
way of fellowship commonly known by the name of 
Independents, whether of one judgment or other: — 
*this* shall be far from being actually discountenanced, 
or passively 'left to* suflTer damage, by any applying 
themselves to me. I do, once for all, giye yöu to 
understand, that I should thereby destroy and dis- 
appoint one of the main ends for which, Crod hath 
planted me in the Station I ain in. 

Wherefore I desire you in that matter to rest se- 
cure, True it is that two Ministers, one Mr. Cola and 
one Mr. Pye, did present to me a Letter in the name 
of divers Ministers of Newcastle, the Bishoprkk of 
Durham and Northumberland; of an honest and Chri- 
stian purpose: the sum whereof I extracted, and re- 
tumed an Answer thereunto; — a true Copy whereof 
I send you here enclosed. By which I think it will 
easily appear, that the considieration of my kindness is 
well deserved by them; provided they observe the con- 
dition 'there' expressed; which in charity I am bound 
to believe they will;.. and without which their own 
consciences and the world will know how to judge of 
them. ♦ 

Having said this, I, or rather the Lord, require of 
you, That you walk in all peaceableness and genüe- 
Hess, inoffensiyeness, truth and love towards them, as 
becomes the ,9ßryants Md. Cluucbes of Christ Know- 
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ing well tkat Jesus Christ, of whose diocese both tbey 
and you are, expects it. Who, vhen He comes to 
gather His People, and to make Himself "a name and 
"praise amongst all the people of the earth,*^ — ^' He 
*^will save her that halteth, and gather her that was 
."driven out, and will get them praise and fäme in 
"every land, where they have been put to shame,"* 
And such "lame ones" and "driven-out ones'^ were 
n^ot the Independents only, and Presbyterians, a few 
years since, by the Popish and Prelatical Party in 
these Nations; but such are and have been the Pro- 
'testants in all lands, — persecuted, and faring alike 
with you, in all the Reformed Churches. And there- 
fore, knowing your charity to be as large as all the 
Flock of Christ who are of the same Hope and Faith 
:of the Gospel with you; I thöught fit to commend 
these few words to you; — being well assured it is 
written in your heart, So to do with this that I shall 
itänd by you in the maintaining of all your just privi- 
i leges to the uttermost.

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mothen, and oneknows not what: in brief, tbef subtle Car- 
din^ has foünd, after trial of the opposite course too, that 
friendship, or even at times obedient- servantahip to Crom- 
well, will be essentiaüy advantageous to him. 

. Some obacore quarrel has fallen -out between Charles 
iStuart and the Duke of York his Brother. Quarrel compli- 
cated with open politics, with Spanish War and ßoyaJi^t 
fierolt, on Oliver's aide; with secret Queen -motheys, anid 
1>ack-sta]r8 diplomacies, on £be Cardinal's: — of which there 
'flit, in the dreariest manner, this and the other enigmatic 
▼estige in the night-realm of Thurloe;* and which is partly 
the subjeet of this present Letter. A Letter nnique in two 
leBpects. It is the only one we have of Oliver Cromwell, the 
English Pi^ritan King, to Giulio Mazarini, the Sieilian-Frendi 
Cardinal, and King of Shreds and Patches ;** who are a yery 
Singular pair of Correspondents brought together by the 
Destiniesl It is also the one glimpse we have from Oliver 
himself of the subterranean Spy-world, in which by a hard 
necessity so many of his thoughts had to dwell. Oliver, we 
find, cannot quite grant Toleration to the Catholics ; but he 
is well satisfied with this *^ our weightiest affair,'* — not with« 
out weight to me at least, who sit- expecting Boyalist Insur- 
. reciäons backed by Spanish Invasions, and have Assassins 
plotting for my life at present ^'on the word of a Christian 
King!"- 

Conceming the ^^affair" itself, and the personages en- 
gaged in it, let us be content that they should continue 
spectral for us, and dwell in the subterranean Night-realm 
which belongs to them. The "Person" employed from Eng- 
land, if anybody should be curious about him, is one Colonel 
Bamfield, once a flaming PresbyterianRoy allst, who smuggled 
fhe Dnke of York out of this Country in woman's clothes ; and 
now liveü as an Oliverian Spy, very busy making mischief for 
the Dnke of York. ** Berkley ** is the Sir John Berkley who

Duke of York some Anti-Spanish notion ; notion of his harifig 
a separate English interest, independent .of his Brother*?» 
perhaps superior to it; wild notion, of one or the other sort, 
which will keep the quarrel wide: — as accordingly we find it 
did for many montfas,**| whatever notion it was. We can thei».r 
read with iatelligence sufficientfor US.

The obligiations, and inanj instances of afBectiön, 
which I have röeeived from your Eminency, do engage

time, and ^s the faee of my affairs now Stands, answer 
to your call for Toleration.*^''^ . . i.

Ana herein 
it is my purpose, as sopn. as I can remove impediments, 
and some weights that press ^e down, to make a 
fartier progress, and discharge my promise to your 
Eminency in relation to that. 

And now I shall come to retum your Eminency 
thänks för your judicious choice ofthat Person to whom 
you have entrusted our weightiest AfFair: an Affair 
wherein your Eminency is concemed, though not in an 
eqvLsl degree and measure with myself.

— If I am not mistaken in his *the I>ukeV 
character, as I received it from your Eminenpy, that 
fixe which is kindled between them will not ask beÜQwa 
to blow it, and keep it buming. But what l think 
farther necessary in this matter I will send Ho* your 
Eminency by L'ockhart

SPEECH' VI.. 

1%B Spanish Invasion and Royaliöt Insurrection on^e mom.. 
came to no effect: on mature jadgment of the case, it seemed . 
neeessacy to have Oliver Protector assassinated first; andj 
that, as usual, could not be got done. Oolonel Sezby, ther> 
firantio. Anabaptist, he and others have been very busy; 
*'riding among his Highness's eseortV in Hy de Park and eise*- 
where, with fleet horses ^ formidable weapons, with ^^gate- 
hinges ready filed through," if the^deed could have been 
done; — but it never coidd. Sexby went over to Flandern 
again, forfresheonsultations; left theiassaSsination-affair in 
other hands, with 1,^00/. of xeady money, '^on. the faith of a 
Christian King." Quartehnaster Sinder^mb takes Sezby's

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place in this great enterprise; finde, he too, that there is no- 
thipg but failar«^ in it . . . 

Miles äindercomb, now a eashiered Quartermaster living 
about Town, was once a zealotü Deptford lad, who enliated 
to fight for Liberty, at the beginning of these Wars. He 
fonght stroBgly on the aide of Liberty, being an eamest fierce 
young fellow; — th^n gradually got astray into Letvelling 
coursesj »id wapdqred ever deeper there, tili daylight forsook 
him, and it became quite dark. He was one of the desperate: 
misgnided Corporals, or Quartermasters, dpomedtp bjß shot 
at Burford, seven years ago: bat be escaped ovemight, and 
was not shot there; tookserviceinSeotland; got again tobe 
Quartermast^f was in the verton Plot, for seizing Monk 
and märching into England^ lately: whereupon Monk ea- 
shiered ;hini: and hecame toTown; lodged himself here, in 
a solky threadbare manner, — in AJsatia or elsewhere. A 
gloomy man and !ßx- Quartermaster; has become one of 
Sexby*8 people, "on the faith of a Christian King;" nothing 
now left oSF him but the fierceness, groping some path for itself 
in the utter dark, Henry Toope| one of his Higbness*s Life* 
gnard, gives us, or will give us, an inkling of Sindercomb; 
and we know something of his cottrses and inventions, which 
are many. He rode in Hyde Park, among Ins Highness's 
eseort, with Sexby; but the deed could not then be done« 
Leave me the 1,G(X)/., said he ; and I will find a way to do it. 
Sexby left ithim^ and went abroad. 

Inventive Sindercomb then took a House in Hammer* > 
emith; Garden-House, I think, "which had a ..banquetihg- 
room looking into the road ;" road very narrow at that part;. 
— road firom Whitehall to Hampton Court on Saturday after*. 
neons. Inventiye Sindercomb here set about pröviding biun- 
derbusses of the due explosive force, — ancient "ihfemal- 
machines," in fact, — with these. he will blow his Highhess's 
seif into small pieces, if it plcüiie Heaven. It did notplease 
Heaven, — probably not Henry Toope of his Highness's Life- 
goard« This first scheme proved a failure. 

Inventive Sindercomb, to justify bis 1,600/., had to tiy 
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Bomething. He decided to fire Whitehall by night, andhave 
a stroke at his Highness in the tümult He has ^'4 hundred 
swift horses, two in a stable, up and down : *' — set a hundred 
stout rufßans on the back of these, in the noctornal fire ; and 
try. Thursday, 8th January 1656-7 ; that is to be the Night * 
On the dusk of Thursday, January 8th, he with old-trooper •■ 
Cecil, hifi second in the buainess, attends Public Worship in 
WhitehallChapel; is seen loitering there afterwards, ^*near 
the Lord Lambert's seat." Nothing more is seen of him: but 
about half-past eleven at night, the sentinei on guard catches 
a smell of fire; — finds holed wainsqots, picked locks; a 
basket of the most virulent wildfire, **fit almost to bum 
throuh stones," — with iit match slowly creepii% towards it, ' 
computed to reach in it some half-hour hence, about the : 
stroke of midnight ! -— His Highness is summoned, the Council 
is summoned;/— alas, Toope of the Lifeguard is examined, 
and Sindercomb's lodging is knpwn. Just when the wjldfire 
should have blazed, two Guardsmen wait upon Sindercomb; 
seizehim, not without hard defence on his part^ ^'whereinhis 
nose was tiearly cut ofiP;" bring him to his Highness; Toope ' 
testifies; Cecil peaches: — inventive Sindärcomb has failed ' 
for the last time. To the Tower with him, to a jury of hiA 
country with himl ^ The emotion in the Parliament änd in> 
Public, next morning, was great. It faad been propösed' to 
ring an alarm at the momenjfc of discoyery, and summon thd; ' 
Trainbands ; but his Highqess would not hear of it.^ 

. This Parliament, really intent.pn settling the Nation, . 
could not want for emotions in regard to such a matter! Par- 
Uament kdjourhs for a Week, tili the ro'ots of the Plot are in- 
vestigated somewhat. PaHiäment^ on reaissembling, appoints' 
a day of Tbanksgiving for the Nation; Friday come fouf' 
weeks, which is February SOth, that shall be the generalh 
Thanksgiidhg Day: and in the mean time we dedde io go^ 
OTer iu a boidy, apd congratulate hl» Highness. A mark of r 
great respect to him. **

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Parliament accordingly gpes over in a body, with milli- 
fluotts Widdrmgton,' whom they faave cbosen for Speaker, at 
their head, to cotfgratulate bis Highness. It is Priday 
23d Januarj 1656-7; about Eleven in the moming; seene, 
Banqneting-bouse, Wbitehall. Meilifluous Widdrington's 
congratulation , not veryproiix, existsin abstraet;* but we 
snppress it. Here is bis Higbness's Reply; — ratber satis- 
factory to the reader. Wfe have only to regret tbat in passing 
from tbe Coart np to tbe Banqueting-bouse, "part of anan- 
cient wooden staircase," or bälustrade of a staircase , ^4ong 
exposed to tbe weatber, gave way in tbe crowding;"** and 
some bonourableGentlemen bad falls, tbougb bappily nobody 
was seriously bnrt. Meilifluous Widdrington baving ended, 
bis Higbness answers: 

"Mr. Speaker, 
1 confess witb mnch respect, tbat you have put 
tbis trouble on yourselves upon tbis occasion: — but I 
' perceive tbere be two tbings tbat fill me füll, of sense. 
One is, .Tbe merey on a poor unwortby creaturqj the 
second i&, .Tbi» great and, as I said, unexpected kindr 
ness of Parliament;, in manifesting such a sense thereof 
as tbis is wbich yöu haVe now expressed. I «peak not 
tbis with compliment! That wbich detraetft from the 
thing, in soibe sense, is the inconsiderableness and xin- 
wortbuiess of tbe person that bath been tbe oBject and 
subject of tbis ddliverance, to wit, .myselfT I confess . 
ingenuously to you, I do lie under tbe daily sense of 
my unwortbiness and unprofitableness, as I have ex- 
pressed to you: and if there be, as I most readily ac- 
knowledge tbere is, a mercy in it to me, I wish I may 
never reckon it on «my otiier accomt than tbis, That

thd^ Service of you, and those you represent. 

I do not' know, noi^ did I think it would be very 
seasonable for ine, to say mtSi'cli to you npon this ocoa- . 
sion; being a tiiing tbat arisetb from yourselves. Yet, 
metbinks, tbe kindness yon bear sbould kindle a little 
desire in me; even at tbis present, to make a sbort 
retam. And, as you have been disposed bitber by tbe 
Providence of God, to congratulate my mercy; so giye 
me leave in a very word or two, to congratulate with 
yö'ti. [Ruaty^ but sineere,] 

Congratulations are ever- conVersant about good, 
bestbwöd upon meh, or possööiifed by tbem» Truly, I 
sball in a word oi two congratulate yöu witlrgood you 
are in possessiou' of, and in some respect, I also witirt 
you. God hatb bestowed lipon yöu, and you are in 
possessio» of it, — Three Nations, ahd all that ap- 
pertains to tbem. Wbich in eitber a geographical, or 
topioal consideration, ate NationSi [Indisputably !] lü 
wbich also there are places of bonour and considera- 
tion, not inferior to any in tbe known world, — witb- 
out vanity it may be spoken. Truly God hatb not 
made so mucb soil, fumished with so many blessings, 
in vain! [Here is im idM of one^s own.] But it i« a 
goodly sight, if a maäi bebold it uno intuitu. And 
tberefore this is a possession of yours, worthy of con-^ 
gratulation. 

This is fumished, -^ give me leave to say, for I 
bfeiieve it is true, — with the best People in the world, 
possessing sö mucb öoil. A l*eople in civil rijjhts, — *- 
in respect of their rights and privileges, — very an»- ' 
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cient . and . Honourable. And in. this People, .in tlie 
midst of this People, *you have, what is still more 
precious,' a People (I know every one will hear *and 
acknQwledge^ it) l^at ajre to 6od "as the apple of His 
eye," — = and Hesays so of them, )be they many, or 
be they.fewl But they are many. A People of Üie 
blessing of God; a People under His safety and pro- 
tection. A People calling upon the Name of the Lord; 
whicb the Heathen do not. A People knowing God^ 
and a People (according to the ordinary expressions) 
fearing God, [We hope sq!] And you have of this 
no parallel; no, not in all the wprld! You have in the 
midst of you glorious things. ' 

Glorious things: for you have Laws and Statutes, 
and ordinances, which, though not all of them so con- 
foirmable as were to be wished to the Law of God, yet, 
on JBLÜ hands, pretend not to be long rested-in further 
tihan as they are conformable to the just and rightepiiB 
Laws of God. Therefote, j am persuaded, there is a 
heart and spirit in . every . good man to wishthey did 
all of them answer the Pattera. [F<?a/] • I cannot • 
doubt but that which is in the heart will in due time 
break forth. [And we ahall aetucdly have just Laws^ 
youn Highnesß thinksf] That endeavours will be *made' 
that way, is another of yöur good things, with which 
in. my heart *I think^ you are worthily to be conr 
gratulated. And you have. a Magistrapy; which, in 
outward profession, in pretence, in endeavour, doth 
desire to put life into these Laws, And I am confident 
that among ^ou will rest the true desire to promote 
every desire {n others, and every endeavour, that^ hath 
tended .or shal^tend to. the putting of these Laws in 
executian^ 
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I do 'also' for this congratnlate you: Yon have a 
Gospel Minlstrj among you. That have 70a! Such 
an one as, — without y&Dity I shall speak it; or with- 
out caring at all for anj favour or respect from them^ 
säte what I bave upon an aecount abore flatteiy , or 
good TTords, — such an one as hath excelled itsdf; 
and, I am persnaded, -^ to speak with confidence be- 
fore tbe Lord, — is tbe most gtotnng blessing (one 
of tbe most growing blessings) on tbe face of tbis 
Nation. 

You bave a good Eye *tö watcb over yon,' — and 
in tbat I will sbare witb jova good favours. A good 
God; a God tbat batb watcbed over 70U and us. A 
God tbat batb visited tbese Nations witb a stretobed- 
ont arm: and bome His witness against tbe nnrigbte- 
onsness and ungodliness of men, against tboso tbat 
*would' bave abused sucb Nations, — sucb mercies 
tbrougboüt, as I bave reckoned up unto you! A God 
tbat batb not only witbstood sucb to tbe face; bat a 
God tbat batb abnndantty blessed 70U witb tbe evidence 
of His goodness aöd presence. And He "batb done 
tbings wonderful amongst us," "b7 terrible tbings in 
rigbteousness." * He batb visited b7 '* wonderful tbings ! " 
[ä Time of Miracle; as indeed all ^^ Times*' are, your 
HighnesSy when there are Mbn alive in themQ In mercy 
and compassion batb He given us tbis da7 of freedom, 
and libert7 to speak tbis, one to anotbery and to speak 
of His mercies, as He batb been pleased to put iikto 
.bUt bearts» [Where now dre ihe Star^Chambers ^ High 
CommissionSj Coundl-Chambers; pitiless oppressors ^ of 
GocPs Gospel in this landl • The Ifangmen - with their 
fühips and red-hot brandmg^ironSi with ihidr Three blood- 
'^ ' ' •iMdrfi.xxv. IjPialtalxv.S. 
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sprmkled Pilloriea in Otd Falaceyard, and Four clemi 
SurpUces at Allhallowtide j — wher& are theyT Vanished, 

.'Much, hos vanished; fled from ua like the Fhantasms of 
a Nightmare Dreain!] 

Truly, this word in conclusion. If these things be 
80, give me leave to remember you but one word; 

,.wbich I offered to you with great love and affection 
the first day of meeting with you, this Parliament It

This Second ProtectorateParliament, at least while the 
formen ting Clements or '^ hundred Ezcluded Members" are 
held aloof from it , unfolds itself to us as altogether reconciled 
to the rule of Oliver, or eren right thankful for it; and really 
striving towards Settlement of the Nation on that basis. Since 
the First constitutioning Parliament went its ways, here is a 
great change among us: three years of successful experiment 
havethrownsomelighton Oliver, and his modo ofruling, to 
all Englishmen. What can a wise Puritan Englishman do but 
decide on compl3dng with Oliver , on strengthening the hands 
of Oliver? Is he not verily doing the thing we all wanted to 
see done? The old Parchments of the case may have been a 
little hustled , as indeed in a Ten-years Civil War, ending in 
the Execution of a King , they could hardly fall to be; — but 
the divine Fact of the case , meseems , is well cared for ! Here 
is a Governing Man, undeniably the most English of English- 
men, the most Puritan of Puritans, — the Pattem Man, I musf 
say, according to the model of that Seventeenth Century h 
England; and a Great Man, denizen of all the Centuries, c

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he conld never have been the Fattem one in that. Truly, mj 
firiends, I think, jou may go farther and fare worse ! — To the 
darkest head in England , even to the assassinative tniculent- 
flunkey head in steeple-hat worn brown, some light has shone 
out of these three years of Government by Oliver. An un- 
common Oliver, even to the trucolent-flunkey. If not the 
noblest and worshipfullest of all Englishmen, at least the 
strengest and terriblest; with whom really it might be as well 
to comply ; with whom, in fact, there is small hope in not com- 
plying! — 

For its wise temper and good practical tendency, let us 
praise this SecondFarliament; — admit nevertheless that its 
History, like that of most Parliaments, amounts to little. This 
Farliament did wbat they conld: forbore to pester hisHigh- 
ness with quibblings and cavillings and constitution-pedan- 
tries; accomplished respectably the Parliamentary routine; 
voted, what perhaps was all that could be ezpeoted of them, 
some needfal' modicum of supplies; '^debated whether it 
" should be debatQd," '^ put the question whether this question 
*'should be put;" — and in a mild way neutralised one 
another, and as it were handsomely (M notJung, and left Oliver 
to do. A Becord of their proceedings has been jotted down 
by one of their ]\{.embers there present , who is guessed rather 
vaguely byJBditorial sagacity to have been ^^one Mr. Burton." 
It was savj^Mtoi the fire in late years, that Becord ; has been 
printed ui^^^uje title oiBurtorCs Diary; and this Editor has 
faithfuUy r^a%, — not without wonder, once more, at the 
inadequacy of the huB^an pen to convey almost any glim- 
mering of insight to the distant human mind! Alas, the 
human pen, oppressed by.incubus of Parliamentary orother 
Pedantry, is a most poor matter. At bottom , if we will con- 
sider it, this poor Burton, ^- let us continue to call him 
'< Burton ,'^ though that was not bis name, -— cared nothing 
about these matters himself; merelyjottedthem down pe(/an- 
iißallyy by Impulse from without, — that he might seem, in his 
own eyes and those of others , a knowinc person , enviable for 
insight into facts '*of an high nature. And now,. by what 
Carlyle, CromweU, IV. 2 
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possibUity of Chance , can he interest thee or me about them ; 
now when they have tutned out to be facts pf no nature at all, 
— mere wesLUSome epTierhera , and cast-clothes of facts, gone 
all to dust and ashes now; whidh the healthy human mind 
resolutely, not without impatience, tramples under its feet ! A 
Book fiUed, as so many are, with mere dim inanity, and 
moaning wind. Will nobody CQndiense it into sixteen pages; 
instead of four thick octavo volumes? For there are. if yöü 
look long, some streaks of duU light shining even through it; 
perhaps, in judicious hands, one readable sheet of sixteen 
pages might be made of it; — and even the rubbish of the 
rest, with a proper Index , might beusefiil; might at leastbe 
left to rot quietly, once it was known to be rubbish. But 
enough now of poor Mr. Burton and bis Diary^ — who , as we 
say, is not "Mr. Burton" at all, if anybody cared to know who 
or what he was!* Undoubtedly seine very dull man. Under 
chimerical circumstances he gives us , being fated to do it, an 
inane History of a Parliament now itself grown very inane and 
chimerical! — 

This Parliament, as we tränsiently saw, suppressed the. 
Major- Generals; refused to authorisetheircontinued^Deci- 
mation" or Ten-per-ceniing of the Royalists;**whereupon 
they were suppressed. Its next grand feat was thatof James 
Nayler and bis Procession which we saw at Bristol lately. 
Interminable Debates about James Nayler, — excelling in 
Stupor all thö Human Speech y even in English Parliaments, 
this Editor has ever been exposed to. Nayler, in fact, is almpst 
all that survives with one, from Burton, as the sUm of what this 
Parliament did. If they did aught eise, the human mind, 
eager enough to carry off news of them , has mostly dropped it 
on the way hither. To Posterity they sit there as the Jameis-

^olemn debate on this terrific Pbenomcnon; a Mad Quaker 
fancying or seeming to fancy himself , what is not ahcommcyn 
since, a n$w Incamation of Christ. Shall we hang him, shall 
we wbip him, bore the tongue of him with hot iron; shall we 
imprisonhim, set him to oakum; shall we roast, orboil, 0t 
stew him ; — shall we put the question whether this questiöh 
shall be put; debate whether this shall be debated;^^ m 
Heaven's name, what sliall We do with him, the terrific Phenö- 
menonof Nayler? This is tiie history of Oliver's Second Par- 
liament for three long months and odd. Nowhere does the 
unfathomable Deep of Dulness which our English eharacter 
has in it, more stupendously disclose itself. Something almost 
grand in it; nay, something really grand, thoughin ourim- 
patience we call it "duU." They hold by Use and Wont, 
these honöurable Gentlemen, almost as by Laws of Nature, — 
by Second Nature almost as by First Nature. Pious too ; and 
would faln know' rrghtly the- way to new objects by the old 
roads, without trespass. Not insignificant this English chiur* 
acter, which can placidiy debate such matters, and evenfeel 
a certain smack of delight in theml A massiveness of eupeptic 
vigour speaks itself there, which perhaps the liveliest wit 
might envy. Who is there that has the strength of ten oxen^ 
that is able to support these things? Couldst thou debate oa 
Nayler, day after day, for a whole Winter? Thou, if the sky 
were threatening to fall on account of it, wouldst sink undeir 
such labour, äppointed only for the oxen of the gods! — The 
honourable Gentlemen set Nayler to ride with his face to the 
tail, through various streets and eitles; to be whipt (pocar 
Nayler) , to be branded , to be bored through' the tongue , and 
then to do oakum ad libitum upon bread-and- water; affcer 
which he repented, confessed himself mad, and this world^ 
gre.at Phenomenon, visible to Posterity and the West of Eng- 
land, was got winded üp.*

CoNCEKNiMGwhich, however, and bywliat power of Juris-

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into our far notablest achievementy what may be called our 
litüe oasis/, or Island of refuge: That of reconstructing tha 
Instrument of Government upon a more liberal footing, ez- 
plaining better the boandaries of Pariiament^s and Single 
Person's Jurisdiction; and offering bis Highness the Title of 
King.— 

Beaders know what choking dust-^irlwind in certain 
portions of '* the Page of Historj " this last business has given 
rise toi Dust-History, true to its nature, has treated this as 
one of the nrast important businesses in 01iver*s Protectorate; 
though intrinsically it was to Oliver, and is to us, a mere 
'^feather in a man's cap^'* throwing so new light on Oliver; 
and ought to be treated with great brevity indeed, had it not 
to many thrown much new darkness -on him. It is now our 
painful duty to deal with this matter also ; to extricate Oliver^s 
real words and procedure on it from the detestable confusions 
and lumber-mountains of Human Stupidity, old and recent| 
under which, asusual, they lie buried. SomeSeven, oreven 
Eight, Speeehes of Oliver, and innumerable Speeches of oth^ 
persons on this sub^ect have unluckily come down to us; and 
cannot yet be eonsumed by fire ; — not y et , tili one has pain- 
fully extricated the real speakings and proceedingsof Oliver, 
instead of the supposititious jargonings and imaginary dark 
pettifoggings of Oliver; and asked candid mankind, Whether 
there is any thing particular in th^m? Mankind answering No, 
fire can be applied ; and mountains of rubblsh, yielding or i^ot 
8ome fractloas of Corinthian brass, may once more be bunit 
outofmen*sway. 

The Speeches and Golloquies, repprted by one knows not 
whom , upon this matter of the Kingship , which extend £rom 
March to May of the year 1657, and were very private at the 
time, eame out twoyears afterwards as a printed Famphlj^ 
when Kiogship was once more the question, Charles Stuajrt's 
Kingship, and men needed incitements thereto. Ofcourseit 
is with the leamed Law-arguments in favour of Kingship thfit 
the Pamphleteer is chiefly concemed; the words of Oliver, 
which again are our sole concem, have been left by him in a 
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very accidental condition! Most accidental, often enongh 
qnite meaningless, distracted, condition; — growing ever 
more distracted, as each new Imaginary-Editor and im- 
checked Printer, in succession, did bis pari to thein. Till now 
in Somet's Tracts^* which is our latest form of the business, 
tbejstrike description silentl Chaos itself is Cosmos in com- 
parison with that Pamphlet in Somers. In or out of Bedlam, 
we can know well , gods or men never spake to one another in 
tiiat manner! Oliver Cromwell's meaning is there ; and that is 
ikot it. O Sluggardsbip, Imaginary-Editorship, Flunkeyism, 
Palsehood, Human Platitüde in general — I — But we will 
<iomplain of nothing. Know well , by experience of bim, that 
Oliver Cromwell always had a meaning, and an honest manfnl 
meaning; search well for that , after ten pr twenty reperusals 
you will find it even there. Those frightful jungles, trampled 
down for two centuries now by mere bisons and hoofed cattle, 
you will begin to see, vjere once a kind of regularly planted 
woodi — Let the Editor with all brevity struggle to indicate 
60 much, candid readers doing their part along with him ; and 
80 leave it. A happier next generation will then be permitted 
to seek thd aid of fire; and this immense business of the King- 
flbip, thröwing little new light, but also no new darkness, upon 
Oliver Protector, will then reduce itself to very small compass 
for Ms Biographers. 

Amid the Miscellaneous 
tmsineds of this day, Alderman Sir Christopher Pack, one of

nightfäJl, decide« that it will; and even resolves by over- 
Whelming majority "that a candle be brought in." Pack reads 
bis Paper: A new Instrument of Grovernment, or improved 
Constitution for tbese Kations ; increased powers to tbe Single 
Person , intimation of a Second House of Parliament, the Pro- 
tector something like a King; very great changes indeed! 
Debate this matter farther tp-morrow. 

Debate it, manipulate it, day after day, — let us have a 
Day of Fasting and Prayer on Friday next; for the matter is 
really important* On farther manipülation, this "Remon- 
strance" of Pack's takes improved form, increased develop- 
ment; and, under the name *' Petition and Advice presented 
to bis Highness ,'* became famous to the world in those spring 
months. We can see, theHonourable House has "a very 
good resentment of it." The Lawyer-party is all zealous for 
it; certain of theSoldier-party have their jealousies. Already, 
notwithstanding the official reticence, it is piain to every 
clear-sighted man they mean tp make his Highness King ! 

Friday^ 27 th Febryary. . **The Parliament keep a Fast 
"withi^ their own House; Mr. Caryl, Mr. Nye, Mr. Manton, 
''earrjdng on the work of the day; it being preparatory to the 
^* great work now on band of Settling the Nation."** In the 
course of which same day, with an eye alßo to the same great 
work, though to the oppositesidepf it, there waits upon hiß

" by themselves wben this Government was undertaken. Tbat 
"the Title King, a featber in a hat, is as little valuableto bim 
** as to them. But that the fact is, they and he have not suc- 
"ceeded in settling the Nation hitherto, by the scheihes (T^y 
"clamoured for. Their Little Parliament, their First Pro- 
"tectorateParliament, and now their Major-Generalcies, have 
" all proved failures; — nay this Parliament itself , which they 
"clamoured för, had almost proved a failore. Tbat theNation 
"is tired of Major- Generalcies, of nncertain arbitrary ways;

SPEECH VIT. 

On Tuesday Slst March 1657, "theHouse rose at eleven 
''o*clock, and Speaker WiddriDgton, attended by the whole 
" House, repaired to his Highness at Whitehall,"** to present 
this same Petition and Advice, '^engrossed on vellum," and 
with the Title of ** King" recommehded to him in it. Banquet- 
üig Honse , Whitehall ; that is the scene. Widdrington's long 
flowery Speech*** is omfssible. As the interview began about 
eleven o*clock, it may now be past twelve ; Oliver loqwtur: 

Mr. Speaker, 

This Frame pf Government which it hath pleased 
th^ Parliameiit thröugh your band to offer to me, — 
trüly I shoold häve a very brazen forehead if it did 
not beget in me a great deal of constemation of spirit; 
it being of so high and great importance as, by yonr 
opening of it,t «tiid by the mefe reading of it, is mani- 
fest to all men; the welfare, the peace and settlement 
of Three Nations, and all that rieh ti^easure of the best 
people in the worldft being involved therein! I say, 
this consideration alone ought to beget in ine the 
greatest reverence and fear of God that ever possessed 
a man in the world. 

Truly I rather study to say no more at this tiine 
than is necessary for giving some brief general .an$wer, 
«uitable to the nature of the thing. The thing is [of 
weight; the greatest weicht of aüything that ever was

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laid upon a man. And therefore, it being of that 
weight, and consisting of so many ps^rts as it doth, -r- 
in each of which much more than my life is concemed, 
— truly I think I have no more to desire of you at 
present, bat that you would give me time to deliberate 
and consider what particular answer I may retum to so 
great a business as tbis. — 

I bave lived tbe latter part of my age in, — if I 
may say so, — tbe fire; in tbe midst of troubles. Bnt 
all tbe tbings tbat bave befallen me since I was first 
engaged in tbe affairs of tbis Commonwealtb, if tbey 
conld be supposed to be all brougbt into sudi a com- 
PASS tbat I could take a view of tbe^i a.t^ once, truly I 
do not tbink tbey would 'so moye,' nor do I tbink 
tbey ouglit so to move, my beaxt and spirit witli tbat 
fear and reverence of God tbat becomes a Cbristian, 
aß tbis tbing tbat batb now been ofPered by you to 
Vie! -^.And truly my comfort in all my life batb beei;i 
jthat tbe burdens wbicb bave lain beavy on me, tbey 
were laid u,pon me by tbe band of God. And I l^ave 
not knowin, I bave been many tiipes at a loss, which 
Sfey to stand under tbe weight of.what batb lain uppn 
me: — except by lopking at tbe conduct, Mid pleasure 
of God in it Which bitberto I b<ayp foimd ;to be a 
goed jpleasure tp m^. 

And sbould I : give any resolutjon in tbis : 'matter' 
STi^dexily, witbiput seeking to bave. an answer p^t into 
my !be^, and i^o inip my mputh, by Himr^bat hat^ 
been.my God and my Guide bitberto, — it would give 
you very little cause of comfort in such a choice as 
you bave made [Of me to he King\ in such a business 
asthiß. It would. JBavQur. more to be of . the flesh, to 
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proceed from lust, to arise l&om argninents of seif. And 
if, — wliatsoever the issue of tHs *great matter' be, — 
*my decision in' it have such motives in me, have 
such a rise in me, it may prove even a cürse to 
you and to tbese Three Nations. Who, I verily 
believe, have intended well in this business; and 
have had those honest and sincere aims* towards 
the glory of God, the good of His People, the 
rights of the Nation. I verily believe these have been 
yonr aims: and God forbid that öö good äims should 
suffer by any dishonesty and indirec^e$s on my part. 
For although, in the affairs that are in the world, 
things may be intended well, — aisi they are always, 
or for the most, by such as love God, and fear God 
änd makei Him their aim (and such honest ends and 
purposes, I do believe, yours now.are); — yet if theße 
considerations** fall upon a jpeirson 6r persons whom 
Göd takes no pleasüre in; whö perhaps inay be at the 
end pf 'his work; \^Grovöing old ßhd iveakl Say not 
thaty ifO\ir HigHnessl - — A Mnd of patkos^ and müöh 
äignity (xnd delicacy in these tone8\ — who, to please Äny 
«£ those humours or' consideratipns which are of this 
ti^rld„ shäll nqi üpon such a rock as this is,*** — with- 
but due consideration^ without integrity', Withöut appro- 
viiig''the heärt to God, and seeking an ans Wer from 
Him-, and putting things to Him as if for lifg and 
death, that such an ^swer may be received *from 
Him' as n^y bß a blessing to the .person [Me^ who is 
tjo bß.usei.|br these noble and worthy, and honest in- 
tentions pf the persons [Fou] th0.t have, prep^^ed and

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perfected this work: — *why tben,' it woidd biß like «^ 
laatcli wiere a 'good ,and worthy and yirtuous mais 
mistakes in tbe perspn he makes love to; and,, as often 
turns out, it proves a curse to the man and to the fa- 
mily, through mistake! And if tkis should be so to 
you, and to these Nations, whose good I cannot but 
be persuaded you have in your thoughts aimed at, - — 
why then, it bad been better, I am sure of it, tbat I 
bad never been bom! — 

I have tberefore but tbis one word to say to you: 
Hiat seeing you bave made progress in tbis Business, 
and complet^ the work on your part, I *on. my side* 
may have some short time to ask counsel of God and 
of my own heart. And I hope that neither thie humour 
of any weak .mnwise people, nor yet the desires of any 
vho may be lusting after things that are not good, 
ßksH steer me to give other than such an ans wer as 
may be ingenuous and thankfulj, — tjiankfully ao- 
knowledging your care and integrity; — and suph an 
answer as shall be for the good of those whom I pre- 
sume you and I serve, and are made for serving. 

And truly I may say tibis also: That as the thing 
will deserye deliberation, the utmost deliberation and 
consideration on my part, so I shall think, myself 
böund to give as speedy an answer to these things as 
I can.§ f 

SPEECH vm. 

Friday^ %d April 1657. Three days after .thj^ foregoing 
Speech, there comes a Letter from his Highness tb Mir« 
Speaker, the pnrport of which we gather to have been, that 
now if a Committee will attend his Highness, they shall have 
ADswer to the Petition and Advice. Committee is nominated, 
§ Burton*! DUry, L 418«16« 
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extensive Committee of persona already engaged in this affair. 
among whom äre Lörd Bröghil, General Montague, Ealrl 
öf Tweedale, Whalley, Desborow, Whitlocke, and other« 
known to ns; they attend his Highness at three o*clock that 
aftetnoon; and receive what answerithere is, — a negative, 
bat none of the mostdeoided.^ 

. My Lords, 

I amJ^eartily sony that t did not make this desire 
of mine known to the Parliament sooner; 'the desire' 
which I acquainted them with, by Letter, this day. 
The reason was, Because some infirmity of,l;)ody hath 
seized iippn me these last two days, Yesterdaj and 
Wednesday. [It is yet but three days^ your Highn€ss\ 

I have, as. well as I could, taken consideration of 
the things contained in the Paper, which was presented 
to npie by the Parliament, in the Banqueting-Btouse, on 
Tuesday last; and songht of öod that I might retum 
such an answer as might become me, and be worthy 
of the ParUament. I miust ne'eds bear this testimony 
to them, That they' h^-ve been zeatlpus of the two 
greatest Concernn^ents that God hath in the world. 
The orte is tbai of Religion, and of the just preserva- 
tion of the professors of. it; to give thpm all due and 
just Liberty; and to assert the Truth of Gfbd; — which 
you have done, in part, in this Paper; and do refer it 
more fuUy to be done by yourselves and me. And as 
to the Liberty of men pröfeösing Godliness], you have 
done that which was never done befpre! And I pray 
it may not fall upon the People of God as a fault in 
them, in any sort of them, if they do not; put such a 
value upon this that is now done as never was put (m

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anything since ChrisV^ time, for such a Gatholic inter- 
est of the. i*eople of God! [Liberty in non-esseniials; 
Freedom to all peaeeable Believers in Christ to worship 
in such outward form as they will;, a very ^^Catholic in- 
teresf indeed^ The oiher thing^ cared for is, the Civife 
Liberty and Interest of the Nation. Which though it 
is, and indeed'I think ought to be, subordinate to the 
more peculiar Interest of God, — yet it is the nfixt 
best God hath given men in this world; and if well 
cared-for, it is better thäin any rock to- fence men in 
theii* othör interests. Besides, if any whosoever think 
the Interest öf Christians and the Interest of the Na- 
tion inconsistent, 'or two different thing:s,' I wish. my 
soul may never enter into their secrets! [ We will tdke 
another course than theirs^ your Highness!] 

These are things I must acküawledge Christian aiid 
honourable; and tiiey are prövided for by you like 
Christian men and also men of honour, • — like your- 
selves, English men. And to this I must and shall 
bear my testimony, while I live, against all gainsayers 
whatsoever. And upon these'Two Interests, if God 
shall account me, worthy, I shall live and die. And I 
must say, If I were to give an account before a greater 
Tribunal than any earthly one; if I were asked, Why 
I Jhave engaged all along in the late War, I could 
give no answer that were not a wicked one if it did 
not comprehend these Two ends! — Meanwhile only 
give me leave to say, and to say it seriously (the issue 
will prove it serious), that you Jiave one or two consi- 
derations which do stick with ine. The one is, You 
have named me by another Title than I now bear, 
[ What SHALL / answer to that !] 

You do necessitate my answer to be categorical; 
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a-nd 70U have left me without a liberty of c]boicQ save 
as to all. [Must accept the [whole Petition and Advice^ 
or reject %e whole of it^ I question not your wisdom 
in doing so; I think myseif obliged to acqüiesce in 
your determination; knowing you are men of wisdom, 
and considering tbo tmst you are under. It is a diity 
not to question the reason of anything you have done. 
{Not even of the Kingskip: say Ye,i^ then!] . . . 

I should. be vßry, brutisb did I not acknowledge 
the^exceeding mgh bonour and respect you bave bad 
fpr. me in tbis Paper. Truly, aceording to wbat the 
World calls good, it hatb notbing but good in it, — 
aceofding.to worldly approbation of * sovereign power. 
You häve testified your value and affection as to myv 
person, as high as.you could; for more.youcould not 
dof I hope I sball always keep a grateful memory ca 
tbis in my beart; — and by you I retum the Parlia- 
ment tbis my grateful acknowledgment. Wbatever 
other men'a tbougbts may be, I sball not own ingrati- 
tude. — But I.nmst needs say, Tbat that may be fit 
for you to offer, wbicb may not be fit for me to un^ 
dertake. [Frofoiind siUnce.] And as I should reckon 
it a very great presumptlon, were I to ask the reason 
of your doing any one tbing in tbis Paper, — (except 
*in' some very few tbings, tb<^. *new' Instrument, *thi8 
Paper,' bears testimony to it^elf), so you will, not 
take it unkindly if I beg pf fyou tbis addition. to the 
Parliamenty fevour, love ajud indulgence lintp me, 
That it be taken in tender part if I give such an an-, 
sWer as I find in my heart to give iu tbis business, 
without urging many reasond for it, save such as are

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most obvions, and most to iny advantage in answering: 
Namely, that I am not able for such a ^^t'and 
Charge. [Won't have it, then!] 

And if the "aniswer of the tongue," as well as the 
preparation of the heart, be "from Grod," I must say 
my heart and thoughts eyer since I heard the Parlia- 
ment were upon this business — [Sentence hreaks dow7i\ 
— *For' though I could not take notice pf your pro- 
ceedings therein without breach of your privileges, yet 
as a common person I confess I heard of it in common 
with others. I must say I have been able to at- 
tain no farther than this, That, seeing the way is 
hedged up so as it is to me, and I cannot aecept the 
things offered nnless I aecept all, I have not been able 
to find it my duty tö God and you to undertake this 
Charge tmder that Title. [Befusea^ yet not so veryptr^ 
emptorili/!] 

The most I said in commendation of the 'new* In- 
strament may be retorted on me; — as thus: "Are 
"there such good things provided for *in this Instru- 
"ment-,' will you refuse to aecept them because of such 
"an ingredient?" Nothing must make a man's con- 
science a servant. Ai^d really and sincerely it is my 
conscience that guides me to this answer. And if the 
Parliament be so resolved, 'for the whole Paper or 
none of it,' it will not be fit for me to use any indtice- 
ment' to' yöu to alter their resolution. 

This IS all I häve to say. I desire it may, an^ do 
not dbübt but it will, be with candour and ingenuity 
representied unto them by you.§

SPEECH IX. 

Wednesdayj Sth April 1657. The Parliament , jnstly inter* 
preting thbiNTo of his Highness, has decided that it will adhere 
to its Petition and Advice , and that it will " present reasons to 
his Highness;" has got, thanks to our leamed Bulstrode and 
others, its reasons ready; — and, this day , '^at three in the 
afternoon," walks over in a body to the Banqueting-Honse, 
Speiser Widdrington carrying in his band the Engrossed 
Vellmn, and a Written Paper of '* Reasons/' to present the 
same.* What Speaker Widdrington spoke on the occasion 
b happily lost^ bat his "Reasons^** which are very brief, 
remain on theRecord;^^ and will require to be transcribed. 
They are in the form of a Yote or Resolution, of date yester- 
day,7th April 1657: 

^^Resolved, That the Parliament having lately presented 
<^ their Homble Petition and Ad vice to your Highness, where- 
''unto they have not as yet received satbfaction; and the 
^htiatters contained in that Petition and Advice being agreed- 
^'upon by the Great Council and Representative of ^e Three 
^^'Nations; which matters, in their judgment, are most condii*

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^idng to the good of tbe People thereof both in Spiritiütl and 
^^ Civil concernments: They have therefore thought fit 

^To adhere to this Advice; and to put your Highness in 
^'mind of the great Obligation which rests upon you in respect 
>< of this Adviee ; and agäin to desire you to give your Assent 
«*thereunto." 

Which brief Paper of Beasons, Speaker Widdrington 
kaving read , and then delivered to this Highness , with some 
brief töuches of mellifluous eloqüenoe now happily lost ^ -^ bis 
Bighness , with a look I think of more than usual senousnessy 
tkus answers the Assembled Parliament and him : 

Mr. Speaker, 
No man can pnt a greater valne than I hope I do, 
and shall do, npon the desires and advices of the Par- 
liament. I could in my 6wn heart aggravate, both con- 
ceming the Persona advising and conceming the Ad- 
vice;'— readily äcküowledging that it is th6 Advice 
of the Parliament of these Three Nations. And i£ a 
man conid suppose it w^re not a Parliament to some; 
[Mali<piants there are who have such notions] — ^ yet 
doubtiess: it should be to me, and to ns all that are 
engaged in this common Cause wherein we have been 
engaged. I say, surely it ought to be a Parliament to 
ns! B.ecause it arises as a result of those issues, and 
determinations of Settlement, that we have laboured to 
arrive at! And therefore I do most readily acknow* 
ledge the weight of authority 'you have' in adVising 
thißse things. 

. I can aggriavate also to myself the general notion 
of the Things Advised-to; as being things which tend 
to the settlement of the chiefest Interests * that can fall 
into the bearts of men to devise or endeavour-after. 
And at such a time, Hoo;' when truly, I may think, 
• «tlüiigi^^^BgaSii« f« ort 9. 
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the Nation is big wiifch expectation of somethiiig that 
may add to their *security of Being. — I tberefore 
must needjs pnt a veiy high esteem 'upoii,* and have 
a very reverent opinion of anything ihal comes &om 
you. 

And so I have had of this iEnstrnment: — and, I 
hope, so I haye expi^essed. And what I have ßxpressed^ 
bath been, — if I flatter not myself , -*- from a veiy 
honest hieart towards the Parliam^nt and the Public I 
say not these things to compliment you. For we are 
aü past complimenting^ and all considerations of that 
Ündl [Serious enougL his Highness is, andwe all are; the 
Nations and the Ages^ and indeed the Maker of the Na- 
tions and the Ages, loob'ng on us here!] We must all be 
very real now, if ever we will be so! — 

Now, howbeit your title and name you give to this 
Paper [Looking on the Vellum] makes me think you in- 
tended ''Advice;" and I should transgress against all 
reason, should I make any other construetion than that 
you did intend Advice: 'yet' — I — [Still hesitciteg^ 
tuen?] — I would not lay a bürden on my beast but 
I would consider his strength to b^ar it! And if you 
lay a bürden upon a man that is conscious of his own 
infirmity and disabilities, and doth make some measure 
of coun&els whtch may seem to come from Heaven, 
comiels from the Wowi of God (who leaves room for 
charitgr, and for inen to consider their own strength), — 
I hope it will be no evil in me to measure ydur 
"Advice" with my own Infirmities» And truly these 
will have some influence upon conscience! Gonsciaü^

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BW& the trugt of them. And such a consdence have I 
had 4n this matter*/ and still have; and therefore whenl 
thought I had an opportunity to make an Answer, I made 
thatAnswer [The unemphatic Negative; truest ^^Answer^* 
Highness then had: — can it not grow an Affirmative^^ 
— and am a person that have been, before and then 
and since, lifting up my heart to God, To know whtxi 
might be my duty at such a time as this, and upon 
such an occasion and trial as this was to me! [Deep 
süence: Old Parliament casts down its ei/es.] — 

Truly, Mr. Speaker, it hath been heretofore, I think, 
a matter of philosophical discourse, That great places, 
great authority, are a great bürden. I know it so. And 
I know a man that is convinced in his conscience, No- 
thing less will enable him to the discharge of it than 
Assistance from Above. Ajid it may very well require 
in such a one, so convinced and so persuaded, That he 
be right with the Lord in such an undertaking! — 
And therefore, to speak very clearly and plainly to 
you: I had, and I have, my hesitations as to that in* 
dividual thing. [Still Negative, your Jlighness?] J£ I 
ondertake anything not in Faith, I shall serve you in 
my own Unbelief ; -^ and I shall then be the most un- 
profitable Servant that People or Nation ever hadl 

Give me leave, therefore, to ask counsel. I am ready 
to render a reason of my apprehensions; which haply 
may be overswayed by better apprehensions. I thk^ 
so far I have deserved no blame; nor do I take it you 
will lay any upon me. Only you mind me of the duty 
that is incumbent upon me. And truly the same answer 
I have as to the point of duty one way, the same con- 
sideration have I as to duty another way.* — I would

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not urge to you the point of "Liberty.^' Surely yon 
have provided for Liberty, — I have bome my witness. 
to it, — Civil and Spiritual! The greatest provision 
that ever was made have you made, 'for Liberty^ to 
all, — and I know tbat you do not intend to exclude 
me. .The "Liberty" I ask is, To vent my own doubts,. 
and my own fears, and my scruples. And though 
baply, in such cases as these are, the world hath judged 
that a man*s conscience ought to know no scruples; yet 
surely mine doth, and I dare not dissemble. And there^ 
fore — ! — 

They that are knowing in the ground of their own 
Action will be best able to measure advice to others. 
\Will have us reason, in Free Conference^ with Ätm?] 
There are many things in this 'Instrument of ' Governr 
ment besides that one of the Name and Title, that dßn 
serve much to be elucidated'^ as to my judgment It 
is you that can capacitate me to receive satisfaction in 
them! Otherwise, I say truly, — I must say, I am not 
persuaded to the Performance of 'this' as my trust and 
duty, nor 'sufficiwitly' informed. *Not persuaded or 
informed;' and so not actuated 'by a call of duty^ as X 
know you intend I should be, — and as every man ift 
the Nation should be. You have provided for 'eveiy 
one of them as a Free Man, as a man that is to act 
pössibly,** rationally and conscientiously! — And there- 
fore I cannot teil what other retum to make to yoü 
than this: 

I am ready to give a reason, if you will, I say, 
capacitate me to do it; and 'capacitate' yourselves. to

, Committee to give satisfactipn is straigbtway nominated: 
Wiiitloeke, Lord Chief- Justice Glynn, Lord Brogbil, Fiennes, 
Old-SpeakerLenthall, Ninety-nine of tbem^in all;^^ and i» 
ready to confer witb his^ Higbness. At tbis-point, bowever, 
tliere occurs an eztrtineous Pbenomenon wbicb nnezpectedly 
delaya us for a day or two: a rising of tbe FiBtb-Monarchy, 
namely.

The Fifth-Monarcby has de<iided that it- 
will rise tbis Tbursday, expel camal sovereignties ; and call 
on tbe Christian population to introduce a Reign of Christ, — 
wbicb itis tbought, if a beginning were once made, tbey will' 
be very forward to do. Let us rendezvous on Mile-End Gr^en- 
this day, with sword and musket, and assured heart: perbaps 
General Harrison, Colonel Okey, one knows not wbo, will 
join US, -^ perbaps a miracle will be wrought, such as Heayen 
might work in such a case, and tbe Beign of Christ actually^ 
takeeffect. 

Alas, Heaven wrought no miracle: Heaven and bis Higfa- 
nesBsentaTroopof Horse into theMile>End region, earlyin 
fiie moming; seized Yenner, and some Twenty Ringleaders, 
just Coming for tbe rendezvons; seizedchestsofsurms, many 
copies of a flaming Pamphlet or War-manifesto with title /('<

<* Wbo sball rouse bim up? ** Reader , these are not fictions, 
these were onoe altogetber solid facts in tbis brick London of 
cur»; aiicient resolute individoals , busy with wine-cooperage* 
and otherwise, bad entertained them as very practicäMe^ 
thingsl — ■' But in two days time, these ancient individnals 
and ibey are all lodged in tbe Tower; Harrison, hardly con^ 
nected with tbe thing, except as awellwisher, he and otbers 
ax^ likewise made secure: and tbe Fiftb-Monarchy U put 
under lock and kety."^ Nobody wastriedfbrit: Cooper Venner' 
died on tbe scafföld, for a similar attemps under Charies 
Seeond, some two years hencej The Committee of Nin^ty- 
nine can now proceed with its ^' satisfaction to bis Higbness;" 
bis Higbness is now at leisure for them again. 

Tbis Committee did proceed with its satisfactions; had 
various Conferences with bis Higbness, — wbicb unfortunätely 
are not lost : wbicb survive for ns , in Somers Traöts and tbe old 
• Nartative in Tlltulöo, Ti. 184-8. 
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Pamphlets, nnder the TiÜe ofMonarchy Asseried; in a condi- 
tioiii especialljhisHighness'spartof them, enoogh to drive 
any Editor to despair! The old Pamphleteer , as we remarked, 
was intent only on the leamed law-arg^oments in favour of 
Kingship; and as to what bis Highness said, seems to have 
taken it very easy; printing what yocables he fonnd on his 
Note-paper, with or without meaning, as it might chance. 
Whom new unchecked Printers andImaginary-Editors foliow- 
ing, and making the matter ever worse, have produeed at last 
in our lato time such a Coagulum of Jargon as was never seen 
before in the world! Let us not speak of it; let us endeavour 
to get through it, — through this also, now since we have 
arriyedatit, andarenotyet permittedtobumitt Out of this 
sad monnment of Human Stupor too the imprisoned Soul of a 
Hero must be extricated. Souls of Heroes , — they have been 
imprisoned , enchanted into growing Trees , into glass Phials, 
into leaden Caskets sealed with Solomon*s signet, and sunk in 
the deep sea; — bnt to this of Somers Tracts there wants yet a 
parallel! {iave not we English a talent of musical utterance? 
Here are men consummating the moBtepic of acts, Choosing 
their King; and it is with such melodious elegancies that they 
do it; it is in such soft-flowing hezameters as Sie föllowingthat 
the Muse gives record of it ! — 

' My reader must be patient; thankful for mere Duhiess, 
thankful that it is not Madness oyer and above. Let us all be 
patient; walk gentiy, swiftly, lest we awaken the sleeping 
Nightmares ! We suppress, we abridge , we elucidate ; struggle 
to make legible his Highness's words, — dull bat not insane« 
Notes where not indispensable are not given« The curious 
reader can, in all questionable places, refer to the Printed 
Coagulum of Jargon itsdf , and see whether we have read 
aright 

iSPEECH X. 

Pbopbblt an aggregate of many short Speeches , and paa- 
sages of talk: his Highness's part in this First Conference 
with the Committee of Ninety-nine. His Highness's part in 
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it; the rest$^ coyering many pages, is, so far as possiblei 
strictly Buppressed. One of the dullest Conferences eyer held, 
on an epic subject, in thi9 ^prld. Occupied , great pari of it, 
on mere preliminaries, andbeatings about the bush; throws 
light, eyen in itsmostelucidated State, upon almost nothing. 
Oliyer is here — simply what we haye known him elsewhere. 
Which so soon as Mankind once understand to be the fact, bat 
unhappily not tili then, — the aid oifire can be called in, as 
we snggested. 

Fancy , howeyer , that the large Committee of Ninety-nine 
has got itself introdnced into some Council-room , or otherfit 
locality in Whitehall, pn Satnrday, llth Aprill657 , ^ about 
oine in th^ morning;" has made its salutations to hisHighnessy 
and we hope been inyitedtotakeseats; — and all men are yery 
uncertain how to act. Who shall begin? His Highness wlshes 
maeh ihey wonld begin; and in a delicate way nrges and again 
urges them to do so; and, not tili after great labour and 
repeated failures , succeeds. Fancy that old scene ; the anoient 
honourable Gentlemen waiting there to do their epic feat: the 
ponderous res^ectable Talent for Silence , obliged to break np 
andbecomeakindofUtteranoe in this thickskinned manner: 
— really rather stränge to witness , as duU as it is ! — 

The Dialogue has gone on for a passage or two, bnt the 
Beporter considers it mere preiiminaryflourishing, and has not 
taken it down. Here is his first Note, — in the abridged luci- 
dified State:* 

Lord WHrrLOcsB. '^Understands that the Committee is 
«here only to receiye what his Highness has to offer. ; such the 
^'letter and purport of our Instructions; which I now reAd. 
^[Reads ü] Your Highness mentions *the Goyemment that 
^'now is ;* seems to hint thereby : The Goyemment being well 
''now, why change it? If that be your Highness*s general ob»

Thb Lobd PaoTBCTOB. Sir, I think both parties

for so great a work, I formed this notion to myself: 
That the Parliament having already done me the honour' 
of Two Conferences;* and now sent you again, their 
kind intention to me evidently is nö other than thiis^ 
That I shonld reeeive satisfaction. They might bare 
been positive in the thing; niight have declared their 
Address itself to be enough, a^d insisted npon Yes or 
No to that. But I perceiye that it is really and siA- 
cerely the satisfaction of my doubts thät they aim at;

And it beiiig mutual 
satisfaction that is endeavourc^, if you will do me the 
favöur -^ ["Tb go by my method** his Highness meansi 
tq ^^ offer me your Reasons^ and bbaw me out y rather. 
than ohlige me to come ouV*^ — I shaU take it as a

Lord Whitlocke. "Thia Committee, being sent to wait 
«'upon your Highness, I do suppose cannot undertake to give 
<^the Parliameni^s reasoDs for what the Parliament hath done. 
*'Bat any gentleman here may giye for your Highness's satis- 
* * faction his own particular apprehensipn of them. And if you 
^^will be pleased to go inthe wayyoübayepropoiinded, and 
^*on any point require a satisfaction frem the Committee, I 
"suppose we shall be ready to do tbe.best we can to give yoa 
"satisfaction." [Bar Practice! Is not yet what Jus Highness 
toants.] 

Thb Lobd Protbctob. If tbis be so, tben I sup- 
pose notbing can be said by you but wbat tbe Parlia- 
ment batb dictated to you? — However, I tbink it is 
clearly expressed that tbe Parliament intends satisfac- 
tion. Tben it is aa clear tbat tbere must be reasons 
and arguments wbicb bave ligbt and conviction in tbem^ 
in Order to satisfaction! I speak for myself in tbis; I 
hope you wiU not take it otberwise.* I say it doth 
appear to me you bave tbe liberty of giving your own 
reasons. If'I should write down any of M««, I could 
not call tbat 'Hbe reason of Parliament." {Whitlocks^ 
in a heavy manner, smüea reepectfid üsseht] But in Pap* 
liamentary and otber sucb conclusions tbe efficient 
"reason" is diffused over tbe general body, and every 
man batb bis particular share of it; yet wben tbey bave 
determined sucb and such a tbing, certainly it was 
reason tbat led tbem up intö iÜ And if you sball 
be pleased to make me partaker of some of tbat 
"reason" — ! — I do very respectfully represent to 
you tbat I bave a general dissatisfaction at tbe tbing

doth put me out of the method of my own conceptions:

Lord Chief- Justice Gltnn, — one of the old ezpelled 
Eleven, whom we saw in great straits in 1647; a busy man 
from the beginning, and now again busy; begs to say in brief : 
''The Parliamentlhas sentus to give all the satisfaction which 
'' it is in our understandings to give. Certainly we will tiy to 
''proceed according to what method your Highness finds best 
"for that end. The Paper or Vellum Instrument, hpwever, 
"is general, consisting of many heads; and we can give but 
'* general satisfaction." 

The Lord Protectob, If you will please to give 
me leave. [Clearing Ms throat to get under way,] I do 
agree, truly, the lliing is a general; for it either falls 
nnder the notion of Settlement, which is a general coii- 
sisting of many particulars; or if you call it by the 
name it beairs in the Paper, "Petition and Advice," --r 
that again is a general; it is advice, desires and ad- 
vice. What in it I have objected to is as yet, to.say 
truth, but one thing. Only, the last time I had the 
honour to meet the Parliament,* I did offer to them 
that they might put me in the way of getting satis* 
faction as to particulars, *any or all particulars;' Now^ 
QO question I might easily offer something particular

Glynn (with official solemnity). *'The Parliament hath 
sent US for that end, to give your Highness satisfaction.*' 

LoBD CoMMissioHER FiEKBEs, — Nathaolel Fiennes, alias 
Fines alias Fdnys, as he was once called whexi condemned to 
be shot for surrendering Bristol ; second son of *' Cid Subtlety ** 
Say and Sele ; and now again a busj man, and Lord Keeper, 
— opens his broad jaw , and short snub face fall of hard saga« 

• AfevowilorodapUeiitiimwllhhliHigliBMi}tii«titiif ^ 
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citj,* to say: <*Lookii^ uponthe Order, T find tbat ve may 
^* offer your Highness our reasons , if your Highness's dissatis- 
'^faction be to the alteration of the Government whether in 
«general or in particular." •— So that bis Higbness may baye 
it bis own way, after all? Let us hdpe tbe preliminary floor- 
isbing is now near complete ! His Higbness would like well td 
baye it bis own way.

Thb Lord Protbctor. I am very ready to say, 
I baye no dissatisfaction tbat it batb pleased tbe Par- 
liament to find out a way, thougb it be of alteration, 
for brmging tbese Nations into a good Settlement. 
Perbaps you may bave judged tbe Settlement we 
bitberto bad was not so fayourable to tbe great end of 
Goyemment, tbe Liberty and Good of tbe Nations, and 
tbe preseryation of all bonest Literests tbat bave been 
engaged in tbis Canse. I say I bave no objection to 
tbe general *fact,' Tbat tbe Parliament batb tbought 
fit to take consideration of a- new Settlement or Gö- 
Temment. But you baying done it in sucb way, and 
rendered me so fax an interested party in it by making 
sucb an Overture to me [As this of the KmgsJdp^ wMch 
■modesty forhids me to mention], — I sball be yery glad 
*to leam,' if you please to let me know it, besides tbe 
pleasure of tbe Parliament, somewbat of tbe reaaon 
tbey bad for inteoresting me in tbis tbing, by sucb an 
Öyerture. 

Truly I tbink t sball, as to tbe otber particularSi 
bave less to object'**^^ I sball be very ready to specify 
objections, in order to cleaür f9r you wbatsoever it may 
be better to dear; *in order' at least to belp myseJf 
towards a clearer understanding of tbese tbings; -^

things [Kingship]^ I am clear as to the groond of the 
thing, being so put to me as it hath been put.

WhereaponLoBD WmTLOcKE, summonlng into hisglassy 
coal-black eyes and pdnderous countenance what animation 
is possible, lifts up bis leamed voiee, and speaks sevefal 
pages;* — which we abridge ahnest to nothing. In fact the 
leamed pleadings of the illastrious Official Persons, which 
once were of boundless importance, are now literally shrunk to 
zero for us; it is only his Highness's reply to them that il 
still something, and that not yery much.

Masteb of the Bolls, — old Sly^face Lonthall, once 
Speaker of the Long Parliament; the same whom Harrison 
helped out of his Ghair, — him also thereader shall conceive 
speaking for the space of half an hoor: 

'''May it please your Highness, Hom-m-m! Dmm-m-ml 
"'Upon due consideration you shall find that the whole body 
" of the Law is carried npon this wheel' of the Chief Magistrate 
"beingcalledKing. Hum — m— m! [Manotonow humming fat 
" ten minutes.] ' The title of Protector is not limited by any role

Thb Lord Protbctor. I cannot deny bat the things 
that have been spoken have been spoken with a great deai 
of weight. And it is not fit for me to ask any of you 
if you have a mind to speak farther of this. But if 
such had been your pleasure, truly then I think H 
would haye put me into a way of more preparednes8| 
according to the method and way I had conceived for 
myself, to retum some answer. And if it had not 
been to you a trouble — Surely the business requires, 
fix>m any man in the world in any case, and much 
more from me, that there be given to it serious and

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trae answers! I mean such answers as are not feigned 
in mj own thonghts; but such wherein I ezpress the 
trath und honesty of mj heart. [Seema a tautology^

^truggUng hcdf-develope^ in it. Many answers which 
aaü and euen thenk themselves ^^true^'* are but ^"^ feigned 
m one^s own thoughts,** after all; from that to ^Hhe 
trutk and honesty of heart" is still a great way; — wit- 
ness many men in most times; witness almost all men in 
such times as ours.] That is what I mean hj trae an- 
swers. 

I did hope that when I had heard you, so far as 
it might be jour pleasure to speak on this head, I 
should then, having taken some short note of it as I 
do [Glancing at his Note-paper]^ have been in a con- 
dition, this aftemoon [Would still fain be off!] — if it 
had not been a trouble to you, — to retum my an- 
^swer, upon a little advisement with myself. But see- 
ing you have not thought it convenient to proceed that 
way, — Jruly I think I may very well say, I shall 
need to have a little thought about the thing before 
retuming answer to it: lest our Debate should end on 
my part with a very vain discourse, and with lightness;

In fact it is bat repetition, under new 
forms, of the old considerations offered by heavy Bulstrpde 
and the Master of the Rolb. The only idea of the slighiest

LoED Broohil. '*By an act already exiisting (the llth of 
"Henry VII.) , all persona that obey a *King defabto* are to 
"be Held guiltless; not so if they serve a Protector de facto, 
"Think of this. — And then * in the 7th and last place/ I ob- 
" serve: The Imperial Crown of this country saxd the Pre- 
<>tended King are indeed divorced; nevertheless persona 
"divorced may come together again; but if the person 
"divorced be married to another, tiiere is no chance left of 
"that!"- 

Having listened attentively to perhaps some tiiree hoors of 
this, bis HighnesSf giving up the present aftemoon as now 
bopeless, makes brief answer. 

The Lord Protector. I have vcry little to say 
to you at this time. I confess I shall never be willing 
to deny ordefer those things** that come from the Par- 
liament to the Supreme Magistrate, [He accepts^ thenf\ 
if they come in the bare and naked authority of such 
an Assembly as is known by that name, and is the 
Kepresentative of so many people as a Parliament of 
England, Scotland and Ireland is. I say, this ought

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to have its weight; and it hath so, and ever will have 
with me. 

In all thirigs a man is free ibo giant desires Coming 
from Parliament. I may say, inasmuch as the Par- 
lament hath condescended iso fair as to do me this 
honour (a ve'ry great one added to' the rest) of giving 
Täe the privilege of counsel from so maiiy members 
of theirs, so able, so intelligent of the grounds of 
things]^ — [Sentence hreaks dwon\ -r This is, I say, a 
very singular honour and favour to me; and I wish I 
may do, and I höpe I shall do, what becomes an honest 
man in giving an answer to these things, — according 
to such insight* either as I have, or as God shall 
give me, or as I may be helped into by reasoning with 
you. But indeed 1 did not in vain allege conscience 
in the first answer I gave you. [Wellig För I must 
säy , I should be a peröon very unworthy of such fa- 
vour if I should prevaricate in saying things did stick 
upon my conscience. Which I must still say they do! 
Only, I must *also' say, I am in the best way I could 
be 'in' for information; and I shall gladly receive it. 

Here have been divers things spoken by you today, 
with a great deal of judgment and ability and know- 
ledge. I think the ai*guments and reasonings that have 
been used were upon these three heads:** F^rn^ Speak- 
ing to the thing simply, to the abstract notion of the 
Title, and to ^he positive reasons upon which it Stands. 
Then *5«cowc?Zy, ßpeaking* comparatively of it, and of 
the foundation of it; in order to show the goodness of 
it comparatively, *in comparison with our present title 
and foundation.' It is alleged to be so much better 
tlian Tdiät we now have; and that it will do the work

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wbich this other fails in. And thirdly^ Some things 
have been said by way of precautionj which are not 
argaments &om the thing itself , but are considerations 
drawn from the temper of the English People, what 
will gratify them, *and so on;' — which is surely con- 
siderable. As also ^some things were said^ by way of 
änticipation of me in my answer; speaking to some 
objections which others have made against this proposal. 
These are things, in themselves, each of them consider- 
able. [The ^* objections?" or the ^'''Three heads" in ge^ 
neral? Uncertcdn; nay it is perhaps uncertain to Oliver 
himself! He mainly means the objections y but the other 
also is hovering in his head, — as is sometimes the way 
with him,^ 

To answer objections, I know, is a very weighty 
bnsiness; and to make objections is very easy; and 
that will fall to my part. And I am sore I shall make 
them to men who know somewhat how to answer them, 
— 'to whom they are not stränge,^ having already in 
part been suggested to them by the^Debates already 
had. 

Bat upon the whole matter, I having as well as I 
coold taken those things [Looking at his Notes] that 
have been spoken, — which truly are to be acknow- 
ledged as very leamedly spoken, — I hope you will 
give me a little time to consider of them. As to when 
it may be the best time for me to retum hither and 
meet you again, I shall leave that to yoor consideration. 

LoBD Whitlockb. ^^ Yonr Higlmess will be pleased to ap- 
point yoor owu time."

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And 80, with many bows, cxeunt, — Thus thej, dping their 
epic feat, not in the hexameter measure, ön tbat old Saturday 
forenoon, llth April 1657; old London, old England, sound- 
ing manifoldly round them; — the Fifth-Monarchj just locked 
in tiie Tower. 

Our learned friend Bulstrade says: " The Protector often 
"advised about this" of the Kingship " and other great busi-

before), with "Whitlocke, Sir Charles Wolseley, and

I think I have a very haird task on my hand. 
Though it be but to give an accoont of myself, yet I 
see I am beset on all hands here. I say, but to give

ting tbat Title in tbe Instrument of Settlement. [TMs 
is ihe First thing; what the Second is, does not yet for a 
long while appear.] I bope it will not be expected t 
sbould answer everytbing tbat was tben said: because 
I suppose tbe mäin tbings tbat were spoken were argu- 
ments from ancient Cönstitutions and Settlements by 
tbe Laws; in wbicb I am eure I could never be well 
skilled, — and tberefore must tbe more ask pardon for 
wbat I bave already transgressed 4n speaking of such 
matters,' or sball now transgress, tbrougb my ignorance 
of tbem, in my *present' answer to you. 

Your arguments, wbicb I say were cbiefly upon tbe 
Law, seem to carry witb tbem a great deal of neces- 
sary conclusiveness, to inforce' tbat one tbing of King- 
sbip. And if your arguments come upon me to inforce 
upon me tbe ground of Necessity, — wby, tben, I 
bave no room to answer: for wbat must be must bef 
And tberefore I did reckon it mucb of my business to 
consider wbetber tbere were sucb a necessity, or would 
arise sucb a necessity, from tbose arguments. — It 
was said: "Kingsbip is not a Title, but an Office, so 
"interwoven witb tbe fundamental Laws of tbis Natipi^i 
"tbat tbey cannot, or cannot well, be e:sfecuted and ex- 
"ercised witbout *it,' — partly, if I may say so, upon 
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^'a supposed ignorance wHicli the Law hatli of any 
"other Title. It knowg no otlier; neither doth any 
"know another. And, by reciprocation, — this said 
" Title, : or Name, or Office, you were farther pleased to 
^^say, is nnderstood; in the dimensions of it, in ihe 
"power and prerogatives of it; wliich are by tbe Law 
"made certain; and tbe Law can teil wben it [King- 
^^ship] keeps witbin compass, and wben it exceeds its 
"limits. And tbe Law knowing tbis, tbe People can 
*-know it also. And tbe People do love wbat tbey 
"know» And it will neitber be pro sahUe populi, nor 
"for OUT safety, to obtrude upon tbe People wbat tbey 
"do not nor cannot understand." 

It was Said also, "Tbat tbe People bave always, 
"by tbeir representatives- in Parliamentj beetf imwill- 
"ing to vary Names, — seeing tbey k)Ve settlement 
"and known names, äs was said before." And tbere 
were two good instances given of tbat: tbe onc, in King 
James's time, about bis desire to alter somewbat of tbe 
Title: and tbe otbef in tbe Long Parliament, wbere 
tbey being otberwise rationally moved to adopt tbe 
Word "Kepresentative" instead of "Parliament," re- 
fused it for tbe säme reason. [Lmthall tries to hlush^ 
— It was said also, "Tbat tbe bolding to tbis word 
"dotb strengtben tbe *new' Settlement; for bereby tbere 
"is not anytbing de novo done, but merely tbings are 
"revolved into tbeir bld curfent." It was said, "Tbat 
*^it is tbe security of tbe Cbief Magistrate, and tbat it 
"secures all wbp act under bim." — Tnily tbese are 
tbe principal of tbose grounds tbat were offered tbe 
otber day, so far as I do recollect. 

I cannot take upon me tö refel tbose grounds; tbey 
are so streng and rational. - But if I am. to be able to 
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make any answer to them, I must not grant that they 
are necessarily conclusive; I must take them only as 
arguments which perhaps have in them mucli conve- 
niency, much probability towards conclusiveneES. For 
if a remedy or expedient may be fbund, they are not 
of necessityy they are not inevitable grounds: and if not 
necessary or concluding grounds, why then they will 
hang upon the reason of expediency or conveniency. 
And if so, I shall have a little liberty 'to speak;* other- 
wise I am concluded before I speak. — Therefore it 
will behove me to say what I can, Why these are not 
necessary reasons; why they are not — why Jt* is not 
(I should say) so interwoven in the Laws but that the 
Laws may still be executed as justly, and as mudb to 
the satisfaction of the people, and answering all ob- 
jections equally well, without such a Title as with it. 
And then, when I have done that, I shall only take 
the liberty to say a word or two for my own grounds.** 
And when I have said what I can say as to that 
* latter point,' — I hope you will tMnk a great deal 
more than I say. [Not convenient to speak everything 
in so ticklish a predieament; with Deputations of a Hun^ 
dred Ofßcers^ and so many ^^ scruptdotts fellows^ conai" 
derdble in thetr own conceit,* glaring into the business, 
with eyes much sharper than they are deep!] 

Truly though Kingship be not a *mere' Title, but 
the Name of an Office which runs through the 'whole 
of the' Law; yet is it not so ratione nominis^ by reason 
of the name, but by reason of what the name signifies.

I say, it is a Name of Office, plainly implying the 
Supreme Authority: and if so, why then I should supr 
pose, — I am not peremptöry in anything that is mat- 
ter of deduction or inference of my own, — but I should 
snppose that whatsoever name hath been or shall be 
the Name under which the Supreme Authority acts — 
\jSe7itence ahrupily stops; the conclusion being vJsible with" 
out Speech 11 Whj^ I say, if it had been those Four 
or Five Letters, or wbatever eise it had been — ! That 
signification goes to the thing^ certainly it does; and 
not to the name. [Certamlyß Why, then, there can 
no more be said but this: As such a Title hath been 
fixed, so it may be unfixed. And certainly in the right 
of the Authority, I mean the Legislative Power, — in 
the right of the Legislative Power, I think the Autho- 
rity that could Christen it with such a name could have 
called it by another name. Therefore the name is only 
derived from that 'Authority.' And certainly they, 
*the primary Legislative Authority,' had the disposal 
of it, and might have detracted 'from it:' — and I 
hope it will be no offence to say to you, as the case 
now Stands, "So may you." And if it be so that you 
may, why then I say, tKere is nothing of necesaity in 
your argument; and all tums on consideration of the 
expedience of it. [Is the Kingship expedient^~\ 

Truly I had rather, if I were to choose, if it were 
the original question, — which I hope k altogether 
eut of the question [His Highness means^ afar off^ in a 
polite manner ^ "Yoü donH pretend that I still need to 
he made Frotector hy you or by any creatureT^]^ — I 
had rather have any Name from this Farliament than

any other Name without it: so much do I value the 
authority of the Parliament. And I believe all men 
are of my mind in that; I believe the Nation is very 
much of my mind, — though it be an uncertain way 
of arguing, what mind thfj *are of.* I think we may 
say it without offence; for I would give none! [No 
offence to you, Honourahle Gentlemen; who are here^ hy 
function^ to Interpret and signify the Mind of the Nation. 
It is very difficult to dol^ -^ Thougli the Parliament 
be the traest way to knöw what the mind of the Na- 
tion is, yet if the Parliament will be pleased to give 
me a liberty to reason for myself ; and if that be one 
of your arguments —^ ["TÄaf;" what^ yotur Bighneasf 
That the mind of the Nation^ weil interpreted hy this Par^ 
Uament, is really for a King? Thatour Laws cannot 
go on without a King ? — His Highn6ss means the former 
mainly^ hut m^ans the latter too; means several things to- 
gether as his manner sometimes is, in abstruse cases] -— 
I hope I may urge against it, that the reason of my 
owBL mind is not quite to thät effect But I do say 
undoubtingly (let us think äbout other things, 'about 
the mind of the Nation and such like,' what we will), 
What the Parliament settlesis what will run, *and 
have currency, throügh the Law; and will lead the 
thread of Government through this Land equally well 
as what hath been. For £ eonsider that what hath 
been was upon the same account, 'by the same autho- 
rity.' Save that there hath been some long continuance 
of the thing [This thing of King8hip]y it is but upon 
the same account! It had its original somewhere! And 
it was with consent of the wholey -r- there is the ori-

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ginal of it. And consent of the whole will * still,' I 
say, be the needle that will lead the thread through 
all; [The same tailor-metaphor a; secönd time] — and I 
ihink no man will pretend right against it, or wrong! 

And if so, then, under favour to me, I think these 
arguments from the Law are au not as oineeessHy^ bat 
$re to be nnderstood; as of conveniency, It is in your 
power to dispose and settle; and beforehand we can have 
confidence that what you do settle will be as authentic 
as the things that were of old, — especially as this 
individual thing, the Name or Title, — ^ according to 
the Parliament's appointment. — *Is not this so? It 
is question not of necessity; we have power to settle it 
as conveniency directs.' Why then, there will (with 
leave) be way made for me to offer a reason or two to 
the other considerations you adduced: otherwise, I say 
my mouth is stopped! [Hia Highness is plunging in 
deep Brakes and imbvoglios; kopes, however^ that he now 
sees daylight athwart them^ 

There are very many inforcements to carry on this 
thing. [Thi7ig of the Kingship.] £üt I suppose it will 
• have to' stand on its expedienoy — Truly I should 
have Tirged one consideration more which I forgot 
[Looks over his Shoulder in the Jungte and hethinks hirn\^ 
-— namely, the argument not of reason onlyi but of 
experience. It is a short one, but it is a true one 
(under favour), and is known to you all in the faet of 
it (under favour) [-4 damnahle iterdtion; but too char- 
acteristic to be omittm\ : ThattheSupreme Authority going 
by another Name and under another Titlö than that of 
•King hath been, why it hath been already twice com- 
plied-with'i [Leng Parliament, cßlled ^^Keef>ers of the 
Liberties jof England ^^^ foutid cofnpUance; andnbtb the. 
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^* Frotectorate" finds,] *Twice:' under the Custodes 
Lihertatis AngUce^ and also »ince I exercised the plaee^ 
it hath been complied-with. And truly I may say tkat 
almost universal obedience hath been given by all ranks 
and sorts of men to both. Now this, *on the part of 
both these Authorities/ was a beginning with the 
highest degree of Magistracy at the firstjalteration; and 
'at a time' when that *Kingship' was the Name *estab- 
lished:^ and the new Name, though it was the name of 
an invisible thing, the very Name, I say, was obeyed, 
did pass cnrrent, was received and did carry on the 
'Public' Justice- of the Nation. I remember very well, 
my Lords the Judges were soinewhat startled: yet up- 
oh consideration, — if I mistake not, — I believe so, 
— they, there being among them (without reflection) as 
able and as leamed as have sat there, — though 
they did, I confess, at first, demur a little, — they 
did receive satisfaction, and did act, as I said before. 
\ühtwist this extraordinary withe of a sentence; yau 
will find it not inextricable^ and very characteristic of 
Oliver !] And as for my own part [My own Frotectorate^^ 
I profess I think I may say: Since the beginning of 
that change, — though I should be loath to speak any«- 
thing vainly , — but since the beginning of that change 
to this day, I do not think there hath been a fireer 
procedore of.the Laws, not even in those years called, 
and not unworthily, the "Halcyon Days of Peace," — " 
from the Twentieth of Elizabeth to King James's and 
King Charles's time. I do not think but the Laws 
have proceeded with as much fireedom and justice, and 
with less of private solicitation, since I came to the 
Gt>vemment, as they did in those years so named, — r- 
/Halcyon.' I do not think, under favour, — [His 
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Highneaa gets more empkatic] — that the Laws had a 
freer exercise, more uninterrupted by any hand of Power, 
in those years than now ; or tbat the Judge has been 
less solicited by letters or private interpositions eitber 
of my own or otber men's, in double so many years in 
ä11 tbose times 'named' "of Peacel" [Sentence involving 
an incurable Irishbull; the head of it eating the tau of it, 
like a Serpent^of-Etemity ; hut the meamng shining very 
clear through its contortions nevertheless !] And if more 
of my Lords tbe Judges were bere tban now are, tbey 
could teil US perbaps somewbat farther.* — And tbere- 
fore I say, under favour: These two Experiences do 
mamfestly show that it is not a Title y tbough never 
so interwoven with our Laws, that makes tbe Law to 
bave its free passage, and to do its office witbout in- 
terruption (as we venture to tbink it is now doing): 
*not a Title, no;' and if a Parliament sball determine 
tbat another Name run through tbe Laws, I believe it 
will run with as free a passage as tbis ^of King ever 
did.' Which is all I bave to say upon that head. 

And if tbis be so, then truly otber tbings may fall 
under a more indifferent consideration:*^ and so I sball 
arrive 'at the Second tbing I bad in view,' at some 
issue of answering for viyseif in tbis great matter. And 
all tbis wbile, notbing tbat I say doth any way deter- 
mine as to my final resolution, or 4ntimate any^ thought 
against the Parliament's wisdom in tbis matter; but 
*endeavouretb' really and bonestly and plainly towards 
jBucb an answer as may be fit for me to give. Tbe 
Parliament desires to bave tbis Titje. It bath stuck 
with me, and doth yet stick. As truly, and I bint6d

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the other day,* it seemed as if your arguinents^ to 
me did partly give positive groimds for what was to be 
done, and partly comparative grounds; stating ihe 
matter as you were then pleased to do, — for which 
I gave no cause that I know of, that is, for cömparing 
the effects of Kingship with those of such a Name as I 
at present bear, with *those of the Protectorship *to 
wit.' I say, I hope it will not be understood that I 
oontend for the Name; or for any name, or any thing 
'of a merely extraneous nature;' but truly and plainly 
*for 'the substance of the business,' — if I speak as in 
the Lord's presence; ay, in all right things, as a per- 
son under the disposal of the Providence of God, — 
neither "naming" one thing nor other; but only en- 
deavouring to give fit answer as to this proposed Name 
or Title. *^ For I hope I do not desire to give a rule to 
anybody — *much less to the Parliament.' I professed 
I jhad not been able, — and I truly profess I have 
not yet been able, — to give a rule to myself 'in re- 

fard to your Proposal.' I would be understood in this. 
Yes, your Highness. " That it is not doubt of the Par- 
^Hiamenfs wisdom; that it is not vain preference or post- 
^^ponence of one *name' to another; but dojibt as to the 
''*' substantial expediency of the thing proposed^ uncertainty 
^^as to God*s will and monition in regard to it^ — that 
^^has made and still makes ine speak in this uncomfortable^ 
^^haggling^ struggling and wriggling manner. It is no 
^^easy thing for*cing one^s way through a jungle of such 
^^depthl An affair of Courtship moreover^ which grows

I am a man ötanding in the Place I am in \Clearty^ 
your Highniess]', which Place I nndertook not so mach 
out of hope of doing any good, as out of a desire to 
prevent mischief and evil [Note this], — which I did 
see was imminent on the Nation. I say, we were 
running headiong into confusion and disorder, and 
would necessarily *have* run into blood; and I was 
passive to those that desired me to undertake the Place 
'which I now have, [With tones^ with a look of sorrow^ 
solemnity and nobleness; the brave Oliver!] A Place," I 
say, not so much of doing good, — which a man law- 
fully may, if he deal deliberately with God and his 
own conscienee, — a man may (I say) lawfuUy, if he 
-deal deliberately with God and his own conscienee; a 
man may laT^ully, as the caSfe may be (though it is a 
very tickle case),' desire a Place to do good in! [Window 
once more into his Highnessl ^* Tickle'*'' is the old form 
of TICKLISH: "a tickle case indeed^^ his Highness can- 
didly allows; yet a case which does occur^ — shame and 
woe to hiin^ the poor cbwardly Pedant^ tied up in cobwebs 
and tape'thrums ^ that neglects it when it does!^ I pro- 
fess I had not that apprehension, v^&a I undertook 
the Place, 'that I could so much do ♦good; but I did 
think I might prevent imminent evil '• — And therefbre 
I am not contending for one "name"" compared with 
another; — and therefore have iiothing to answer to 
any arguments that were used for preferring *the name' 
Kingship to Protectorship. For I should almost think 
any "name" were better than my Name; and I should 
altogether think any person fitter than I am for such 
business; [Your Highness? — But St. Faul too professed 
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himself ^^the ckief of sinners ^* and haa nofbeen altogether 
ihougkt to ^canV* in doing 8oI\ — and I compliment 
not, 6od knows it! Bat this I should say, That I do 
tMnk, you, in tlie settling of the peace and liberties 
of this Nation, which cries as loud upon you as ever 
Nation did for somewhat that may beget a consistence, 
^ought to attend to that;' otherwise the Nation will 
fall in pieces! And in that^ so far as I can, I am 
ready to serve not as a King, but as a Gonstable 'if 
you likel* For truly I have, as before God, oflten 
thought that I could not teil what my business was, 
nor what I was in the place I stood in, save comparing 
myself to a good Gonstable set to keep the peace of 
the Farish. [Hear his Ilighnessl] And truly this hath 
been my content and satisfaction in the troubles I have 
undergone, That you yet have peace. 

Why now, truly, — if I may advise, — I wish to 
God you may but be so happy as to keep the peace 
still I* If you cannot attain to such perfection as to 
accomplish this ^that we are now upon,* I wish to God 
we may still have peace, — that I dol But the "firuits 
of righteousness" are shown in "meekness;" a better 
thing than we are aware of! — I say therefore, I do 
judge for myself there is no such necessity of this 
Name of King; for the other Names may do as well. 
I judge for myself. I must say a little (I think I have 
somewhat of conscience to answer as to the matter), 
why I cannot undertake this^ame. [We are now fairly 
entered upon the Second head of method!\ And truly I 
must needs go a little out of the way, to come to my 
reasons. And you will be able to judge of them when

If you do not all of you, I am stire some of you 
do, and it behoves me to say tbat I do, "know my 
oaUing from the first to tbis day/' I was a person who, 
firom my first employment, was suddenly preferred and 
lifted np from lesser trusts to greater; from my first 
being a Captain of a Troop of Horse; and did labonr 
as well as I could to discharge my trust; and God 
blessed me Hberein' as it pleased Hirn. And I did 
truly and plainly, — and in a way of foolisb sim- 
plicity, as it was jndged by very great and wise men, 
and good men too, — desire to make my instrumenta 
belp me in tbat work. And I will deal plainly witb 
you: I bad a very wortby Friend tben; and be was a 
very noble person, and I know bis memory is very 
grateful to all, — Mr. Jobn Hampden. [Jffear^ hear; 
— ^ a notable piece of IIistoi*yl\ At my first going ont 
into tbis engagement,* I saw our men were beaten at 
every band. I did indeed; and desired bim tbat be 
would make some additions to my Lord Essex's Army, 
of some new regiments; and I told bim I would be ser- 
viceable to bim in bringing sucb men in as I tbougbt 
bad a spirit tbät would do sometbing in tbe work. 
Tbis is very true tbat I teil you; God knows I lie 
not.** "Your troops," said I, "are most of tbem old 
"decayed serving-men, and tapsters, and sucb kind of 
"fellows; and," said I, "tbeir troops are gentlemen's 
"sons, younger sons and persons of quality: do you

He was a wise 
and wortby persona and be did 'tbi^ tbat I talked'H 
good notion, but an impracticable one, (Very natural 
m Mr. Ilampden^ if I recollect Mm well^ your HighneBsl 
With his close tkin Ups, and very vigilant eyes; with Ms 
clear officiol understanding ; lively sensililüies to "wn^- 
fipotted character,*' ^^safe courses^** ^c. ^e. A very 
brave man; . but formidaUy tMck-qmlted^ and with pincer» 
Ups^ and eyes very vigilant. — AlaSj there is no posai'- 
bility for poor Colwmhus at any of tke Public Offices^ 
tili once he becorne an Actuality^ and say^ ^^ Rere is the 
America I was telling you o/"/"] Truly I told bim I 
could do somewbat in it. I did so, -r— *did tbis some- 
wbat:' and truly I must needs say tbis to you, *Tbe 
result was,' — impute it to wbat you please, — I 
raised sucb men as bad tbe fear of God before tbem, 
as made spme conscience of wbat tbey did; {The Iron- 
sides; yeaf\ and from tbat day forwa^'d, I must 8ay to 
you, tbey were never beaten, and wberever tbey were 
engaged against tbe enemy, tbey beat continually, 
[y<?a/] And truly tbis is matter of praise to God: — 
and it batb some Instruction in it, To own^.mei^wbo 
are religious and godly. And so many of tbem as^are 
peaceably and bonestly and quietly dispos^d- ib live 
witbin ^rules of Goyemment, and will^liö subject to

I will be bold to a^ply this to our present pni^ose, 
becanse it is my all! I could say as all the world 
says, and run headily upon anything; biit I must 
tender this *my present answer' to you as a thing that 
sways upon my conscience; ör eise I were ä knave and 
a deceiver. 'Well;' I teil you there are such men in 
this Nation; gödly men of the same spirit; men that 
will not be beaten down by a worldly or carnal spirit 
while they keep their iiitegrity. And I deal plainly 
and faithfully with you, *when I Säy:' I cannot think 
that God would bless an undertaking of' anything, 
*Kingship or whatever eise,' which would, justly and 
with cause, grieve them, True, they may be troubled 
without cause; — and I must be a slare if I should 
comply with any stich humour as that. [Leaves the 
matter opm stitU] But I say there are honest men 
and faithfdl men, true to the great things of the 
Government, namely the Liberty of the People, giving 
them what is due to them, and protecting this Interest 
(and I think verily God will blesö you fbr what you

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way] — But if I know, as indeed I do, that veiy 
generally good men do not swallow this Title, — 
ihougli reallj it is no part of their goodness to be tin- 
willing to submit to what a Farliament shall settle 
Of er them, yet I must say, it is my duty and my con- 
science to beg of you that there may be no hard things 
put upon me; things, I mean, bard to tkem^ whicb they 
cannot swallow. [The Young Lady will and she wül 
npi /] If the Nation may be as well provided-for withont 
these things we have been speaking of [Kingslip' ^.], 
as, according to my apprehension, it may, — Hhen* 
truly I think it will be no sin in you, it will be to 
you as it was to David in another case, * "no grief of 
heart in time Coming," that you have a tendemess even 
possibly (if it be their weakness) to the weakness of 
those who have integrity and honesty and uprightness, 
and who are not carried away with the hurries I see 
some taken with, — ["-4 Standard lifted up" the other 
dayl — We have had to tum the key upon thentj in 
Chepatow, in the Tower and ehewhere] — that think 
their virtue lies in despising Authority, in opposing it! 
I think you will be the better able to root out of this 
Nation that 'disobedient' spirit and principle, — and 
to do so is as desirable as anything in this world, — 
by complying, indulging, and being patient to the 
weakness and infirmities of men who have been faith- 
ful, and have bled all along in this Cause; — and who 
are faitMul, and will oppose all oppositions (I am con- 
fident of it) to the things that are Fundamentab in 
your Government, in your Settlement for Civil and 
Gospel Liberties. [Not ill said^ your Highnesa; and 
really could not toeU be better thought^ — The moral is: 
• NabAl^t and AbigftU't CMe (1 SummI, xxt. U). 
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^^As my old Ironsides^ men fearing God^ proved the suc^. 
^^eessful 8oldiers\ so in all things it is men fearing Grod 
^^ihat we mu8t get to enlist with us, Witkout these we 
^^are lost: with these ^ if they will he soldiers with tw 
^^(not noisy mutineers like Wildman^ Harrison and Ccm^ 
**'pany^ but true soldiers, rational persons that will leam 
*'^discipline), — we shally as heretofore^ hope to prevail 
^^against the whole World and the Devil to boot, and 
" ^never he beaten at a//,' no more than the Ironsides 
^^were. See^ therefore^ that you do not disaffect them. 
^^Mount no fooUsh cockade or Khigship which ean convert 
^'them, rational ohedient men, true in all essential pointSj 
^^into mvtineers**^ 

I confess, for it behoves me to deal plainly with you — 
[ Young Lady now ßngs a Utile weight into the other scale, 
— and the sentence trips itself once or tmce before it ean 
get Started] — I muat confess I would say — I hope I may 
not be misunderstood in this, for indeed I must be tender 
in what I say to such an andience: — I say I would have 
it nnderstood, That in this argument I do not make a 
parallel between men of a different mind, 'mere dis- 
sentient individuals,' and a Farliament, 'as to,' Whidh 
shall have their desires. I knew there is no compari- 
8on. Nor can it be nrged upon me that my words 
have the least coloor that way. For the Farliament 
seems to have given me liberty to say whatever is on 
my mind to yoü; as that 'indeed' is a tönder of my 
humble reasons and judgment and opinion to themz 
and now if I think these objectors to the Bangshijr* 
BTt such ^äs I describe,' and 'that they' will be such; 
'if I think' that they are faithful servants and tnll b^ 
80 to the' Supreme Authority, and the Legislative 

;»*»Uiey»ftiorfy. 
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.wheresoever it is, — if, I say, I ßhould not teil you, 
knowing their rnin^s to be so, tuen I should not be 
faithful. I am bound to teil it you, to the end yoti 
mß.y report it to the Parliament. \^Parliament very 
jecUous lest the Army be thought of greaier weight ihan it. 
We try to carry the scales even.] 

I will now say something for myself, As for my 
own mind, I do. profess it, I am not a man scrupulous 
about Trords, or names, or such thing». I liaye not 
'bitherto clear direction' * — but as I have the Word 
of God, and I hope shall ever have, for the rule of my 
conscience^ for my Information and direction; so, truly, 
if men have been led into dark paths [As tMs matter of 
the Kingship is to me even now; very ''dark*' and unde- 
cidalilet] through the providence and dispensations of 
God — why surely it is not to be objected to a man! 
For who can love to walk in the dark? But Pro* 
vidence doth often so dispose. And though a man may 
impute. his own folly and blindness to Providence mn- 
fully^ — yet this must be at a man^s own peril. The 
case may be that it is the Providence of God that doth 
lea,d men in darkness! I must nebds say, I have had 
a great deal of experjence of Providence; and though 
such experience i9.n0 rule without Qr againßt the Word, 
yet it is a very good expositor of the Word in many 
cases. [Yes^ my brave onel] 

. Truly the Providence of God hath laid aside thls 
Title of Bling proyidentially de facto: and that not by 
sudd^ }iumour pr passion; but it hath been by issue 
of/i^ great deliberation as ever was in a Nation. It 
hath been by issue of Ten or Twelve Years Civil War, 

« Coftgüuted Jargon (Somerit p. 870) is almost worth looking st liere': 
— nerer wm raoh s Reporter tinoe the Tower of Babel feil. 
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wherein much blöod hath been shed. I will not dii^ 
pute tbe justice of it when it was dohe; nor need I 
teil yovL what my opinion is in tbe case were it de novp 
to be done. [Somewhat grim expression of face^ your 
'Kighnessf] Bat if it be at all disputable; and a man 
comes and finds tbat Grod in His severity hatb nbt 
only eradicated a whole Family, and tbrust tbem out 
of tbe land, for reasons best known' to Himiself, but 
also batb made tbe issue and close of tbat to be tbe 
very eradication of a Name or Title — ! Wbicb de 
facto is 'tbe case.' It was not döne by me, nor by 
tbem tbat tendered me tbe Government I now act in: 
it was done by tbe Long Parliament, — '• tbat was it.* 
And God batb seemed Providential, ^seemed to appear 
as a Povidence,' not only in striking at tbe Family 
bnt at tbe Name* And, as I said before, it is blotted 
out: it is a tblng ca^t out by an Act of Parliament; 
it batb been kept out to tbis day. And as Jude saitb, 
in , andtber case, speaking of abominäble sins tbat 
sbould be in tbe Latter Times, ** — be dotb fartber 
say, wben be comes to exhort tbe Saints, be teils tb^ 
— '■ 'tb$y sbould "bäte even tbe gartnents spotfed with 
tbeflesb."*** 

I beseecb you tbink not tbat I bring tbis as aa 
Iffgimient to prove anytbing. God batb seemed so to 
deal with tbe Person arid tbe Family t^at fie blasted 
tbe very Title. And you know when a man comes, ä 
jparte post^ to reflect, and see tbis done, tbis Title laiS

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in the dust, — I confess I can come to no otlier con- 
clusion. ['^But that God seems to have hlasted the very 
Title;** — iMsy however, is feit to need some qualifying^ 
The like of this may make a strong Impression upon 
such weak men as I am; — and perhaps upon weaker 
men (if there be any such) it will make a stronger. 
t will not seek to set up that which Frovidence hath 
destroyed, and laid in the dust; I would not build 
«Tericho again! And this is somewhat to^me, {and ]to 
my judgment and my conscience. This, in truth, it is 
this that hath an awe upon my spirit. [^i?ar^] And 
I must confess, as the times are, — they are very 
fickle, very uncertain, nay God knows you had need 
have a great deal of faith to strengthen you in your 
work, you had need look at Settlement! — I would 
rather I were in my grave than hinder you in any- 
thing that may be for Settlement of the Nation. Tor 
the Nation needs it, never needed it inorel And there- 
fore, out of the love and honour I bear you, I am for- 
ever bound, whatever becomes of me, to do 'what i» 
best for that;' — 'and' I am forever bound to acknow- 
ledge you have dealt most honourably and worthily 
with me, and lovingly, and have had respect for one 
who deserves nothing. 

Indeed, out of the love and faithfulness I bear yoii| 
and out of the sense I have of the difQculty of your 
work, I would not have you lose any help [Help of tks 
Name ^^Iptng;*' help of the scrupulous Anti-King peopU: 
— it is a darh case^ that may serve you, that may 
stand in stead to you. I would willingly be a sacrifice 
[King^ Protector, Constable, or what you like]^ that thera 
might be so long as God shall please to let this Par- 
liament sit, a harmony, and better and good under- 
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Standing between all of you. And, — whatever any 
man may think, — it equally concems one of us as 
another to go on to Settlement: and where I meet 
with any that is of another mind, indeed I could 
almost curse him in my heart. And therefore, to deal 
heartily And freely, I would have you lose nothing 
[Not even the Scrupulous] that may stand you in stead 
in this way. I would advise, if there be 'found' any 
of a froward, unmannerly or womanish spirit, — I 
would not' that you should lose them! I would not that 
you should lose any servant or friend who might help 
in this Work; that any such should be offended by a 
thing that signifies no more to me than I have told 
you it does. That is to say: I do not think the 
thing necessary; I do not. I would not that you 
should lose a friend for it. If I could help yoik to 
many *friends,' and multiply myself into many, l^at 
would be to serve you in regard to Settlement! And 
therefore I would not that any, especially any . of these 
who indeed perhaps are men that do think themselves 
engaged to continue with you, and to serve you, should 
be anywise disobliged from you. 

'I have now no more to say.* The truth is, I did 
indicate this as my conclusion to you at the first, when 
I told you what method I would speak to you in. * I 
may say that I cannot, with conveniency to myself, 
nor good to this Service which I wish so well to, speak 
out all my arguments as to the safety of yöur Proposal, 
as to its tendency to , the effectual carrying-on of this 
Work. [There are many angry suspicious persona

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listening to me^ and every word is liahle to difermt mis- 
ürider Standings in every diferent narrow head!] I say, I 
do not think it fit to use all tlie thoughts I have in 
mj mind as to that point of safety. But I shall pray 
to God Almighty that He would direct you to dp what 
is aecording to His will. And this is that pöor äcconnt 
I am able to give of myself in this thing.§ 

And so enough for Monday, which isnowfarspent: "tili 
ito-morrow at three o'clock" ^ let us adjourn*, jand diligently 
consider in the Interim. . 

His Highness is evidently very far yet from having made 
up his mind as to this thing; the undeveloped Yes still babm- 
cing itself against the undeveloped No , in a huge dark intri- 
tjate Äiänner, with him. Unablö to "declftre" hrmself; therie 
being in fact nothing to dedare hitherto , nothing but what he 
does here declare, — xiamely, daikness yisible- An abstruse 
time his Highness has had of it, since the end of Februaiy, six 
or seven weeks now; all England soanding round him, waiting 
for his Answer. And he is yet a good way off the Answer. For 
it is ä considerabe questiön this of |the Kingship : important to 
the Kation and the Causle lie preside's over; to himself not un- 
important, — and yet toliimselfof very minor importance, my 
erudite iriend! A Soul of a Man in right earnest about its 
own awfiil Life and Work in this world ; mnch superior to 
"feathers in ihe hat," of one sort or the other, my eradite 
friend! — Of all which he gives here a candid and honest ao- 
count; and indeed his attitude towards this matter is through- 
out, what toWaräs other matters it has been, very manfiil and 
natural. 

Howeve':^,'6n'''the morrow, which is Tuesday, at three 
o'clock , ttieTComtoittee cannot see his Highness ; attenting at 
Whitehall, as stipulated, they find his Highness indisposed in 
health; — are to come again tomorrow, Wednesday, at the 
same hour. Wednesday they come again; "wait for above 
an hour in the Council-Chamber;" — Highness still indis-

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posed, *has got a cold:' Come again tomorrow|, Thunday! 
** Which ," says the writer of the thing called Burton' s Diary, 
who was there, " did stronglj build up the faith of the Contra- 
riants ," — He will not dare to accept , think the ContrariantB. 
The Honourable House in the mean while has liotle to do but 
denounce that Shoreditch Fifth-Monarchy Pannphlet, the 
Standard set vp , which seems to be a most incendiary piece;— 
and painfolly adjoum and re-adjourn, tili its Commjttee do 
get ans wer. A most slow business; and the hopes of the Con* 
trariants are rising. , . 

Thursday, 16th April 1657, Committee attending for the

. Alas, tomorrow at three his Highness provesagaüi indÜB^ 
pösed ; which doth a little damp our hop^s , I fancy l Let us 
appoint Monday mbming: Monday ten p^clock, ^^at the old 
place," Chamber of the Council-of- State in Whitehall. Ac- 
cordingly , on'Mohday 20th April 1657, at the set place and 
jhour, the Committee ofNinety-i^ne is dneie inore in attendatnce,

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and his Highness speaks, — answering our argoments of 
Thorsday last, and iudicating still mach darkness. 

*My Lords,' 

I have, as well as I could, considered the argu- 
ments used by you, the other day, to enforce your 
conclusion as to that Name and Title, which has been 
the subject of various Debates and Conferences between 
US. I shadl not now spend your time nor my own 
mncb, in recapitolating those arguments, or giving 
answers to them. Indeed I think they were 'mainly* 
but the same we formerly had, only with some ad- 
ditional inforcements by new instances: and truly, at 
this rate of debate, I might spend your time, which 1 
know is very precious; and unless I were 'to end in 
being' a satisfied person, the time would spin out, and 
be very improfitably spent, — so it would. I will 
say a word or two to that only which I think was 
new. 

'You were pleased to fsay some things as to the 
'power of Parliament, as to the force of a Parliamen- 
*tary sanction in this matter.'* . What comes from the 
Parliament in the exercise of their Legislative power, 
as this Proposal does, — I understand this to be an 
exercise of the Legislative power, and the Laws formerly 
were always passed in this way *of Proposal or Con*- 
ference,' and the way of Bills is of a newer dato, — 

I understand that, I say; but [/« short^ the 

Sentence falls prostrate, and tue must start again.] You 
Said, ''that what was done by the Parliament now, 
"and simply made to hang upon this Legislative 
"power, 'as any Title but that of King will do,' might 
"seem partly as if it were a thing ex donoj not de jure^ _

never gets started again!\ Though it too, *thi8 

Title of Elingship/ comes as a gift from you! I mean 
as a thing which you either provide for the people or 
eise it will never come to them; so in a sense it comes 
from you^ it is what they cannot otherwise arrive at: 
therefore in a sense it is ex dono; for whoever helps a 
man to what he cannot otherwise attain, doth an act 
that is very near a giflt; and you helping them to this 
Title, it were a kind of gift to them, since otherwise 
they could not get it 'though theirs' — [Tkis Sentence 
also finds tJiat it will come to nothing ^ and so calls halt.] 
— ^ Bat if you do it simply by your Legislative power 
— [Halt again, — In what hottomless mibrogUos of Con- 
stitutional pMlosophy ofid crahbed Law-logic^ with the 
Flfth'Monarchy and splenetic Contrariants looldng on, is 
his poor Highiess plungingl Ä ray of natural sagacity 
now rises on him with giädance.] — The question, 
"What makes such a thing as this more firm?" is not 
the mamier of the settling of it, or the manner of your 
'or another's' doing of it; there remains always the grand 
question after that; the grand question lies, ]^ the 
acceptance of it by those who are concemed to yield 
obedience to it and accept itl [Certainly, your Highness; 
that is worth all the Law^logic in the world^ And 
therefore if a thing [Like this Protectorate^ according to 
your argument y — not aüogether to rnine] hath but, for 
its root, your Legislative sanction If I may put 
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ja "But" to it, 'to that most valid sanction!' I will 
not do so: for I say, It is as good a Foundation as 
that other, *which you ascribe to the Kingship, how- 
soever "gronnded in the body of Law." ' And if that 
thing, ^that . Protect orate,' be as well aecepted, and the 
oiher be less weU — ? Why, then truly ?<, I shall think, 
is the better; — and then all that I say is founded 
upon Law too! — 

Your arguments founded npon the Law do all make 
for the Kingship. Because, say you, it doth agree with 
tli^Xaw; the Law knows, — the People know it, aned 
are likelier to receive satisfaction that way. Those weve 
arguments that have ["Ääi?" is truer, hut lesa polite\ 
been used already; and truly I know nothing that I 
have to add to them. And therefore^, I say, those ar- 
guments also may stand as we foui^d them and left 
them already; — except, truly, this *one point.' It 
hath been said to me [Saluting my Lord Whitloche 
slightly with the eye, whose heavy face endeavours to 
smile in response] that I am a person wko meditate to 
do what never any that were actually Kings of Eng- 
land did: "Kefuse the Advice of Parliament." I con- 
fess, that runs deep enough, Hhat nms' to all; that 
may be accounted a very great fault in me'; and may 
rise up in judgment against me another time, ^^ if my 
case be not different firom any man's that ever was in 
the Chief Gommand and Government of these Nätions 
before. But truly I think, all they that have been in 
this Office before, and owned in right of Law, were in- 
heritors Coming to it by jbirthright, — or if owned by 
the authority of Parliament, they yet had «ome pre- 
vious pretence of title or claim to it.^ And so, under 
lavoor, I think I deserve less blame thdn any of tb^ 
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would have done, if I cannot fio well comply with tliis 
Tide, and 'with' the desire of Parliament in regard tö 
it, as these others might do. For they when they were 
»i, would have taken it for an injury not ta be in. 
Traly such an argnment, to them, might be very strong, 
Why th^y should not refuse what the Parliament of- 
fered! But 'as for me,' I have dealt plainly with you[: 
and I have not complimented with you 4n saying^ I 
have not desired, I have no title to, the Government 
of these Nations. .'No title,' but what was taken up in 
a case of necessity^- and as a temporary means to meet 
the actual emergency; without which we must needs 
— [Have gone you know whither!] — I say we had 
been all 'topsyturvying now' at the rate of thePrinted 
Book *you have just got hold of ' [Shoreditch Standard 
SET UP, and Painted Lion there], and at the rate of 
those men that have been seized going into arms, — 
if that lexpedient had not been taken! That was 
visible to me as the day, unless I undertook it. And 
soy it being put upon me, I being then General, as J 
was General by Act of Parliament, — it being 'put' 
npon .me to take the power into my hand after the 
Aasembly of Men that was called together had been 

dissolved ["/ took ti, as you all know:" but his 

Highness blazing of here^ as his wont is when that sub- 
ject rises^ the Sentence explodes] — I — 

Seally the thing would have issued itself in this 
Book: — for the Book, I am told, knews an Autiior 
[ Harrison^ they say, is Author] ; .he .was a Leading Per- 
son in that Assembly! And now when I say (I speak 
in the plainness and simplicity of my heart, as before 
Almighty God), I did out of necessity undertake that 
;^%uaine88,' which I think no man bat myself woidd 
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have nndertaken, — it bath pleased Oroi that I hove 
been instrumental in keeping the Peace of tbe Nation 
to tbis day. And bave kept it under a Title [Pirotec 
tor] wbicb, some say, signifies bat a keeping of itto 
anotber's use, — to a better use; 'a Title' wbicb may 
improve it to a better use! And tbis I may säy: I 
bave not desired tbe continuance of my power or place 
eitber under one Title or anotber, — tbat bave I not! 
I say it: If tbe wisdom of jtbe Parliament could find 
wbere to place tbings so as tbey migbt save tbis Na- 
tion fand tbe Interests of it, — tbe Interest of the 
People of God in tbe first place; of tboseGodly boneet 
men, — for sucb a cbaracter I reckon tbem by, wbo 
live in tbe fear of God, and desire to bold fortb the 
excellency ^of Christ' and a Christian course in their 
lifo and conversation — [Sentence may he said to burst 
amnder here for the present^ hut will gather itself together- 
agodn perhaps!] I reckon tJiat proceeds from Faith, 
and ^from^ looking to our duties towards Christians, 
and our bumanity to men as men; and to such Liber- 
ties and Interests as tbe People of tbis Nation are of : 
— and 'I' do look upon tbat as a standing truth of 
the Gospel; and whoso lives up to that is a Godly 
Man in my apprehensionl [Looks somewhat cmimated^ 
And therefore I say, If the wisdom of tbis Par- 
liament, — I speak not tbis vainly or as a fool, but as 
to God, — if the wisdom öf this Parliament sbould 
bave found a way to settle tbe Interests of tbis Nation^ 
npon the foundations of justice and truth and liberty, 
to the people of God, and concemments of men aa 
EnglislHBen [Voice risen into a Mnd of recitative], — I 
woidd bave lain at their feet, or at anybody eise's feeft» 
that things mdght have run in such a corxentl [ Tour 
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ffighneas canH get oiU; no place for you novo btU here or 
in the gtavel — His Highness fetches a deep 5r«ofÄ.] — 
I 'sa^y I have no pretentions to things for myself ; to 
«sk this or that, or to avoid this or tiiat.: I knov the 
eensares of the world may quickly pass u^n me, 'and 
are already passing:^ bat I thank God I know where 
to lay the weight that is laid upon me, — I mean the 
weight of reproach and contempt and scom that hath 
been cast upon mel \;EHds^ 1 think, in a kind of snort, 
— €md the look partly as of an injured dave^ partly as 
of a couchant Hon.] — 

I have not offered yon any Name in competition 
with Kingship. I know the evil sphrits of men may 
easily obtrude upon a man, That he would have a 
Name which the Laws know not, and which is bound- 
less, and is one under which he may exercise more ar- 
bitrariness: but I know there is nothing in that argn- 
ment; and if it were in your thoughts to offer any 
Name ofthat kind, I think, whatsoever it was, you 
would bound it and limit it sufficiently. I wish it 
were come to that, That no favour should be showed 
to me; but that the good of these Nations should be 
consulted; — as *indeed' I am confident it will be by 
you in whatsoever you do. — But I may say a word 
to another thiug which doth a little pinch upon me: 
That it is my duty 'to accept this Title.' I think it 
can be no man's duty but between Grod and himself, if 
he be conscious of lüs own infirmities, disabilities and 
weakness; * conscious' that he perhaps is not able to 
encounter with it, — although he may have a little 
faith too, for a little exercise. I say I do not know 
what way it can be imputed iömb fax a, fault, or laid 
upon me as a duty. Eycift I innif I» gripe at the 
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Crovemmejat of the Nations without a legal consent, — 
as i ssky t baye 4one in time past npon principles of 
Necessity, 'but hav'e no call now to do again.' And I 
promise I shall t,hmk whatever is done towards Setde- 
ment, withoat authority of Parliament, will neither be 

' very honest, nor to me very comprehensible at tlds 
stage of thc bnsiness. I think we have fought for ihe 
Liberties of tbe Nation and for ofbier Interestst r-^ 
[Checks himself,] — 

You will Ipardon me that I speak tliese tlnngs in 
puch a 'desultory' way as this. I may be Tbome 
withal, because I have not truly well stood the exercise 
that hath been upon me these three or four days, — I 
have not, I say. [Besides your Highness is suffering 
from the dregs of. a cold, and I douht still somewhat fer 
wmÄ/] — I have told you my thoughts, and haye 
laid them before you. You have been pleased to giye 
me your grounds, and I have given you mine. And 
truly I do purposely refuse to mention those arguments 
that were used when ye were last here; but rather toll 
you what since (as I say) lies upon my- heart, — 
^speaking [to you' out of the abundance of difficulty 
and trouble that lies upon me. \Ris Highness y skk of 
hody^ feverish^ tmequal to such a jungle of a subject and 
its adjunetSj is really weitering and staggering like fi 
weaned man^ in the thickets and puddles.] And there- 
fore you having urged me, I mean offered reasons to 
me, and urged them in such way as did occur to you; 
and I having told you, the last time we met, that the 
satisfaction from them did not reach to me so as wholly 
to convince me of my duty, — I have thought rather 
to answer today by telling you my grief, and the 

. trouble I am upder-. [Poor Swerdgn Manl^ — 
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And trulj my intentions and porposes, tliey are 
honest to the Nation, — and shall be, by tke Grace of 
God. And I bave it not in view, npon coÜateral pre- 
iences, ^either by askingthis ELingship or by refosing 
^li* — to ACt towards things that: may jbe destructive .to 
the liberties of tlus Nation! ['•/owi worn and weary; 

let me he as day in the hands of the potter!^''] 

Any mäa may give me leave to die; every one may 
giye me leaye to be as a dead man, 7- when God 
takes away the spirit and life and activity that are ne- 
cessaiy for the canyiing-;on o£ such a work! [Poor 
Highness^ still somewjiat /everish, suffenng from the dregs 
of a cMl^ 

. And therefore I do leave the foj-raer Debates as 
they were, and as we had thep; and will let you know 
that I have looked a little upon<the Paper [Petition 
and Advicfi\,, the 'Instrument, I wo^ld say, in the other 
parts of it, *unconnected with this of the Kingship.' 
And considering that there are very many particulars 
in this Instrument [Holding it in his ?iand]j some of a 
general reference and otherai «pecific, and all of weight 
(let this business of the Title be decided as it may) to 
the concemment of the Nations, — I think I may de- 
sire that those * particulars' may be really such as will 
serve their objeci, — - let tbe * Title' we fix upon be 
one or the other. They might be such as the People 
have no cause — [Sentence checking itself] — But I am 
confident your care and faithfulness need neither « 
spur nor an admonition to that! — I say, reading in 
your Order, the Order of the P^liament to this Com- 
mittee, I find mention fte^i^" of ' *-,4iyprs particular?,'* 
eoaceming wlEiich, if t do laak^ any'scrttple of them, I

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Atti to have the freedom with this Committee to east* 
my doubts. 

The truth of it is, I have a Paper here in inj 
Kands** that doth contain divers tbings with relätion 
to the Instmineiit^ which, I hope, have a Public aspeCt 
in them; therefore I cannot presume but they will b6> 
very welcome to you. Therefore I shall desire that 
you will read them. [Hands Whitlocke the Piaper!\ I 
dhould desire, if it please you, the liberty, — which I 
submit to your judgment whether yöu think I haive or. 
no, -^ that I might tender these few things; and some 
others which I have in preparation. And truly I shall. 
reduce them to as much brevity as I can: — they are 
too large here, 'these inj the Paper are diffuse/*** And 
if it please you, Tomorrow in the aftemoon at three 
o^clock I may meet you again. And I hope we shall 
come to know one another's minds; and shall agree to 
that that may be for the gloiy of God, and for the 
good of these Nations.§ 

So much for Monday the 20th; — noontide and the. hojor 
of dinner being now nigh. Herewith exeunt tili tomorrow at 
three. 

We retumed "much unsatisfied with the Lord Protector's 
Speech,** says the Writer of Burton; it is ^'as dark andpro- 
miscuous as before;** nobody can know whether he will have 
theKingship or not.

sailintheHarbour; ahnihilates the Spanish Fleet; andtheoi ; 
the wind veering round in bis favöur , sails out again, leaving 
Santa Cruz Bay much astonisbed at bim. * It is jthe last ac- 
tion of the brave Blake \ who , woirn out with toil and sickness 
aüd a cruize of threeyears, inakes hoinewards sliortly aftepc; • 
dies within sight of Plyinouth.**

decided , for the present. The, Writer pf BurtorCs Dißry , Na- 
thanielBaconoranother,ismuchdisappointed. Thequestion 
of the Kingship not advanced a whit by this long Discourse, 
one of the most tedious we have yet listened to from his High- 
ness. "Nothing but a dark speech ,'* says he , ** " more pro- 
miscuous than beforel** — A sensible Speech too, in some re- 
spects, Mr. Bacon. His Highness bnce more elucidates as he 
beiBt can bis past conduct, and the course of Providence in 
bringing us all hither to the very respectable pass we now 
stand in; — explains next whiEtt are the cHseniial ^Xemeßi» of 
keeping üs safe here , and carry ing us färther , äs checking of 
Public Immorality, attention wiser. and wiser to the Preaehing 
Clergy , and for one indispensable thing , additional Provision 
of Cash; — and terminates by intin^ating with soft diffuseness,

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tained in tbe Instrument 'generally^ as to that of the 
T^tle, — I did offer to you that I should desire to 
speak with you about them also. That so we majr 
come to an understanding one with another^ not Whi^ 
the things in their parts are, but What is in the whole 
cpnduceable to that end we ought all to ain;i at, -r- 
which is a general Settlement upon good foundatiooA. 

Truly, as I have often said to the Parliament itself 
when they did me the honour to meet me in the Ban- 
queting-House, so I may now say to you who äre a 
Committee, a veiy considerable representation of the 
Parlia-ment: I am hügely taken with the wbrd Settle- 
ment; with the thing, and with the notion of it. ^And 
indeed^ I think he is not worthy to live in England 
who is not! No.; I will do my part, so far as I am 
able, to €xpel that man oilt of the Nation who desirelih 
not that in the general we cotne to a Settlement. Be- 
(Sause indeed it is the great misery and unhappiness of 
a Kation to be without such: it is like a house (and so 
much *worse than a "house") divided against itself; it 
"cannot stand" without Settletiientl — And therefore 
I hope, so far, 'we are all at a goöd pöint; and the 
^irit of the Nation, I hope, in the generality of it, is 
[$6 far at a good point: we are all contending for a 
Settlement That is siire: But the. questioh iä, De 
modo^ and Of those liiings 'and conditions^ that wiU 
make it a; good Settlement if possiblö: It% nb fault tö 
aim at perfection in Settlement! And truly I' hftt^e 
said, and I say it again: That I think this '^present 
pröposed Form of Settlement' doth tend to the makin|^ 
öf the Nation enjoy the things we hraye *all along' de?- 
diared for; and I ^ould come üpon that issue^with all 
men, or with any man. The thihgs 1^ have dedared 
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for, which have been the ground of onr qnarrelling 
and fighting all along, -^ the secnring of these is what 
will accomplish the general work. Settlement is the 
generar work. That which will give to thie Nation to 
enjoy their civil and religious libisrties; that which will 
conserve the liberties of every man, and not rob any 
man of what is jastlj his! I think these twp thingß 
make up Settlement. I am sure they acquit us before 
God and man^ having endeavoured, as we haye done, 
through some Streamings bf blood, to attain that end. 

I may teil you my 'own' experience in this busi- 
ness, and offend no good man who loves the Public 
before what is personal. Truly I shall, a little, shottly 
recapitulate to you what my observations and endea- 
vours and interest have been to this end. And I hope 
no man that hath been interested in transactions all 
along* will bläine me. And he shall have no cause 
to blame me: becäuse I will take myself into th6 
number of the Culpable Persons (if there be any such)» 
— though perhaps apt enough, from the self-love I 
häve, to be willing to he *reckoned' innocent wbere I 
am so! And yet as willing withalto take my reproach, 
if anybody will lay it upon ine, where 1 am culpable! 
And truly I have, through the Prqvidence of Gfod, en- 
deavoured to- discharge ,a poör duty; having häd, as I 
conceive, a elear call to die istatibns I have äcted in 
through all these affairs; • — and I believe very man^ 
are sufficiently satisfiied' in that. I shall not go about 
saying anything to oliear it to you; [No, your Highness^ 
let it stand on its own feei^ — but must exeircise myself 
in a little short Chronölogy. To come to that ^issue,* 
[Not the ^Chronohgjj^ hut whc^ the Chronologe wül hel^ 
'.' • Notpolitetoifcdd, "•« I hÄve been." 
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tp teach u$!] I say, is realjy all our bnsiness at prä- 
sent; and the bi^imess of thisNation: To cpme upon, 
clear grounds; To ;Consider the Providencß of God 
how He hath lad us hitherunta.' i 

After it pleased God to put an end to tjie War .of 
this Nation,; a final end; which was done a(t Worcester, 
in the de^termination and decision that was there by the 
hand , of God, — for other War, we have had none 
that deserves the name of War, since that time, which 
is now six years gone September 4ast;' — I came np 
to the Parliament that then was. And truly I fouiid 
the- Parliament, as I thought, vcry 'well' disposed to 
put agood issue to all those Transactions which had 
Seen in the Nation: and I rejoic^ at it. And though 
X had not been well skjlled in Parliamentaiy affairs, 
having been near ten years in the Field; yet, in my 
ppor measnre, my desires did tend to the same issae; 
believing verily that all the blood which had been 
i^ed, and all ther distemper which God had suffered to 
be among uj9, which in some sense God had raised 
among usi, •— ^believing^ I say,' that surely Fightinjg 
was not Xhe end^ bat the meaus\ yvhlßh }iBLi im en4». 
and w^s in order to somewhatt! Truly the end, then» 
was, I thought, Settlement;; tl^at is, that men mighi 
come to some consistencies. And* to that eiid I did enr. 
deavour to add my mite, ^— /wMch was no.more thaa 
the interest any qne m^mber there might havOi —^ after 
I was returned again to that capadty. Apd I did,.-— 
I.shall teil you no fable, but things 'of, which dive^H 

f'ersons. here can teil, whether th^y be trae .or At»,> 
Threatening to blaze up again ?] — I did endeavour it. 
I would inake. the best hiterpretation of all that: b«t 
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yet. it 18 a tnxth, and hothing of a discovery on my 
part, but a fact which everybody knows to be true, 
That the Parliament, having done th^se memorable 
tbings — '■ [Sentence explodes; and even launches off intö 
a panegyric of the Long Parliament; preparatory to exb- 
cution] — They had done tbings of bonour, and 
tbings of necessity; tbings wbicb, if at tbis day yoü 
bave any judgment tbat tbere lietb a possibility upon 
you to do any good, and to bring tbis Nation to any 
fopt of Settlements I may say you are all along, in a 
good manner, bebolden to tbat Parliament 'for.' But 
yet truly as men wbo contend for tbe Public Interest 
ore üot like to bave tbe a|>plause of all men, nor justi- 
fication £rom aU bänds, so it was witb tbem. And 
truly, wben tbey bad made prepar^tions wbicb migbt 
haye led to tbe issuing in some good for tbe Settle- 
ment of tbese Nations, in point of liberty, in ppint of 
freedom firom tyranny aäd oppression and from bazard 
of our religion, — To tbröw it all away upon men 
wbb designed by innovations to introduce Popery, and 
by . coipplying yitb some notionö ihtrodüce Arbitrari- 
nöss u|>on, a Civil a^coünt — J^^Royalist Maftgnänts^ in 

.**ijl647, 1648', and Crypto-Royaliks ; with their ^notion^* 
^^that ofall things indispensable^ a /Stuart Kirig was in- 

^ " dispensableH ? That woüla hever have done ! The Long 
^^ Parliament did need a 'Priäe*s Purge; could not^ — 

J3ut the Sentence here^ ih.itshäsiy impatiencej as is usualy 
bursts] •^— Wby tböy bad more eiieimies tban friends, 
Hbat Ijöüg Parliament , bad • ' tbey ba,d sa . all along ! ' 

.And tbis mäde tbepi c^efilil, [//i X648, tryttig töbargain 
with Charles n they were ^^full ofcare;*'' and even after- 
wards they, could not dedde all at once on gr anfing a new 
l^ee FiarUmmt of/kdOmemL Elecüon; no/] — upon 
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principles of Nature, which do sometimes suggest the 
best. And upon Üie mpst undeniable grounds, the^ 
did think that it was not fit for them presently to ga 
and throw themselves, and all this Cause, into hanoS; 
that perhaps had no heart nor principle 'in common* 
with them to accomplish the end they had aimed aL. 
[In Short ^ they^ very properly^ decided on sitting still for. 
a while.^ 

I grant, perhaps through infirmity 'they did deßire 
toltave continued themselves; to häve perpetuated them*' 
selyes upon that Act.* An Act which was ji^Jtly 
^ough obtained, and necessarily enough obtained, 
when they did get it from the King. But though, truly^ 
it was good in the first obtaining of it; yet it- was, by 
most men whp had ventured their lives in this Cause, 
jüdged not fit to be perpetuated, but rather a thing 
that was to have an end when it had finished its 
course! Which was certainly the true way of doing, — 
in subserviency to the bringing-in of what might be a 
good and honest Settlement to the Nation. : — I must 
say to you that I found them yery willing to perpetuat^ 
themselves! And truly this is not a thing of reflectioli. 
upon aZZ, for perhaps some were not so; — I can say 
it of some. The sober men whom I had converse with, 
were not for continuing; but the major part, I think, 
did overrule in-that they woiüd have continued. This 
is true that I say to you: I was entreated to comply 
with the plan, and advised to it; and it was to have. 
been accomplished by this medium, *Ttey were' to. 
have sent into the country to have got their number.^ 
reinforced, and the Parliament fiUed up by new elec-^

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tions. And it had thid excose, That it would not be 

against the Liberty of the People, nor against a succeS' 

sion of men Coming into role and govemment ; because 

as men died out of the Hoose, so they should be sup- 

plied again. [Like Sir John Cockle's silk hose; which 

alwaysy after infinite damings, could remain the same 

hose^ though not a thread of the original silk was now left 

in ihem: a perennial pair of siockings. Such was the 

plan of the Ewnp] And tbis was the best answer thej 

could give to all objections, 'this,' "That the proper 

•*way to govem is to have successive men in such great 

^^bodies as Parliaments; to have men leaming to know 

"how to obey as well as how to govem."* And truly 

the expedient they then offered was what I teil you. 

The truth of it is, this did not satisfy a Company 

of poor meri, [Certain insignificant iudividuals, — men- 

tioned elsewhere hy the samä name!] who thought they 

had ventured their lives , and had some interest to ih- 

qtdre after these things! And the rather, because really 

äiey had been invited oüt, *first of all, into this War,' 

upon principles of honesty, conscience and religion; 

"for Spiritual Libefties;" aä many as would come. 

•Tes,' when the Cause was a little doubtful, there had 

issued forth a Declaration ^of that purport,' which was 

very inviting; and men did come in *and enlist' upon 

that invitatiön; — and did thöreby think themselves 

not to be mercenaty men, but men who had wives and 

children in the Nation, and *who* therefore might a 

little look after satisfaqtion in what would be the Issue 

of the Business! [They told us always^ We were Sol- 

dierSi awom aa cur first duty to obey; but we answered

And when this thing was thas pressed, an^ jperhapg 
overpressed *by us,' That a period might be pxit, and 
some ascertainment made, and a time fixed, — why 
then truly the extreme ran another way. ^Farliament 
would not go at all^ that had been the one extreme; 
Parliament shall go straightway^ that was now the othey?* 
This is very true that I teil yoü; although it ^hanie 
me. ^Extremes give rise to iheir opposite extremies; 
and are honourable to nobodj!* I do not say it shames 
all that were of the House, for I know.aU were not of 
that mind; but truly when this was urged, tBey 6n 
their side did fall into another extreme. And whnt 
was that? Why truly then it was: Seeing this Parfia- 
ment conid not be perpetual, yet a Parliament might 
always be sitting. And to that end there was a Bill 
framed, That Parliaments might always be sitting; thät 
as soon äs one Parliament went out of place, another 
might leap in.* When we saw this, truly we thoug}it 
it did but make a change in pretence; and did not 
remedy the thing! — However, it was pursued wilh 
. such heat *in the House,' I dare say there was ijciore 
progress in it in a month than had ever been with tbe

We sboiild 
iave bad a Council of State, and a Parliament of Four- 
hundred men, executing arbitrary govemment [A9 the 
Jjong Parliament d/d] witbout intermission, except some 
übange of a part of them; oüe Parliament stepping into 
tbe seat of anotber, just left Warm for tbem; tbe same 
däjr tbat tbe one left, tbe otber was to leap in! — 
Truly I did tbink, and I do tbink, bowevef mucb some 
are enamoured witb tbat kind of Govemment — [Style 

getting hasty; h(M;"theiSentence breaks] Wby it 

was no more but tbisj'^^bat Committees of Parliament 
sbould take *air üpdn tbem, and be instead of tbe 
Courts at Westminsterl Perbaps some will tbink tbere 
bad been no burt in tbat arbitrariness of Committees? 
Wbere a man can neitber cöttie to prov^ nör to defend, 
— nor to know bis judges; because theife are one set 
of men wbo judge bim tpday, and amiji^er-sfet of men 
tomorrow! Tbus was to bave been tbe Law of Eng- 
land; and tbus was to bave beeü the way of Jtidging 
•tbis Nation; And truly I tbougbt tbat it Wäs'a^ ill 
way of "judging." For I may say to you, witb truih 
in regard, to tbat, After it ' pleased God, yoür po6r 
Army, tbose p>oör ^ntemptible men, eame up bii^er, 
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— it did prove so» An outcry here in this place, 'then 
an outcrj there in that,' to get some cause determined 
and judged. [Tue way of Parliammts^ your Highnesa^ 
with th&i/f cahnllings and committreings^ and f utile Jargon" 
ings^ and Babel outbabbled!] And Gommittees erected 
to fetch^men from the extremest parts of the Nation to 
London, to attend Committees *set^ to determine all 
, things. And without any manner of satisfaction. Whe- 
ther a man travel with never such right or never such 
wrong, he must come, — and he must go back again, 
as wise as he came. This trulj was the case [Faney 
an old Ironside who had stood Dunbar and Worcester, 
and Marston and Naseby^ dnncmg attmdance herel]^ and 
our condition. And truly I must needs say, Take all 
that was in the practices there, — [Better not^ your 
Highnessl] — I am sorry to teil the story of it! — 
Though liiere was indieed some necessity for such a 
thing. A necessity for some Committees to look to 
Indemnity, *and such like;' but no necessity for Com- 
mittees instead of Courts of Justice! However, so it 
was-, and. this was the case of the People of England 
at that time; the Parliament assuming to itself the 
authority of the Three Estates that were before. It 
had so assumed that authority: and if any man had 
come and said, "What rules do "you judge by?" — 
"Why, we have none! We are supreme, *we,' in Le- 
gislature and in Judicature!" — 

3uch was the State of the cas^. And I thought, 
and we thought, and I think so still, That this was a 
pitiful remedy, Hhis that they proposed.' [This of. a 
Ferpetual Parliament, K£W-*darnep, lihe Sir John'a Per- 
^etual Pair qf Siackmgs: •— . cj had »rmU: in itself ^ 
whether new or new^darnedf if youkmaiae ü ihß exclusive 
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imJ] And it will always be so when and whensoever 
a*{^6rpet]aal Legislative is exercised; Tj^liere the Legis- 
)j9lti¥e.. and Executive Powers are always the same. — 
T}tflj I think the Legislature might almost as well be 
in theFour Courts of Westmioster Hall! If they could 
make Laws and judges too, you would have excellent 
IiAws; and the Lawyers would be able to give ex- 
Oiellent counsel! And so it was then. This was our 
fpndition, without scruple or doubt; and I shall say 
n» more to it £ut the offer was made by us with a 
true and honest spirit; the desire, the entreaty that we 
.ioight have a Settlement. And there is our "Settle- 
ment;" that is what they propose for a Settlement! — 
It was desired then, it was offered and desired, that 
the Parliament would be pleased, either of their own 
.body or of any eise, to choose a certain number of men 
[The Paritan Notables; ah yes\\ to settle the Nation: 
"This," Said we, "is unsettlement, this is confusioni" 
For give me leave, if any body now have the face to 
say, — and I would die upon this — \Sen\erkce catching 
fire^ — if any man in England have the impudence 
[Ahl] or face to say, That the reluctance of the Parlia- 
ment to dissolve themselves wa« their fear of hasty 
throwing pf the Liberties of the People of God, and 
of the Nation, into the hands of a bare Eepresentative 
of the People, — which was then the business we 
' opposed: if any man have the face tö say this notv^ who 
did then judge it, *that last measure of theirs,^ and I 
will say more, ought then to have judged it, to be a 
•confounding of the whole Cause we had fought for, — 
which it was, — I would look upon that man^s face! 
I would be glad to see such a man!* I do not say

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tbere is any such liere* but if any such= shcfiild loome 
to me, see if I would hot look upon bim, and teil bim 
be is an bypoprite! I dsiiQ say it, and I dare die for 
it, 'be is an bypocrite;" — knowing tbe spirit.'tkat 
batb been in soifie taen to me. Tbey come and teil 
me, Tbey do not likie my beüig, Ptotector. Why do 
yöu not? — "Why, becanse you will exercise arbitriofy 
govemment." — Why, wbat is it you want me to do? 
■" — "Pray, tum those Gentlemen *of tbe Long Parliä- 
"•inent* all in again; then we will like you exceedingly 
well!" — [Inarticulate interjection; snort or ^^Humph\**'\ 
— I was |a cbildj in swaddling clouts!* I cannot ^ 
beyond tbe Instrument of Government. I c^nnöt *do 
anytbing but in coördination witb tbe Council. 'Th^ 
fear, *tbese objectors,' "arbitrary government" by me 
in that way; but if arbitrary govemment were restored 
to be general 'by reinstatement of tbe Long Paxlia- 
ment, then thejr are not afraid of it! Such tbings as 
these are, such hypocrisies as these are, sbould tbey 
enter into tbe beart of any man that batb truth or 

honesty in bim? 

Truly that was our case: — and Unding our case 
to be thus, we did press tbe Parliament, as I told you^ 
That tbey would be pleased to select some Wortbjr 
Persons who had loved this Cause, and tbe liberties of 

i^aace of yours! — Hb Highness^s anger is exceedingrly clear; bat the eanee 
of it, in this intricate sentence, mach more in the distracted coagaliun of 
Jai^on which the Original hero offers, is by no means so clear. On intenae 
inspectioh, he discovers himself to be (as above) reproaching certain 
parties who now affect to regret the Long Parliament, which while it 
^isted they had been sufficiently loud in condemning. You aay : " Thejsr 
were afraid to fling the whole Cause into the lottery of a general Parlia- 
ment:" — Tlieu f while we opposed that; and while that was the yery thilicr 
they at last were recklessly doingl I should like to see the Ulm of a maa 
l>razen enongh for a story like this ! 

* So tied ap with restrictions in that flrst Instnunent; had not the 
«mallest power to do " arbitrary goyemment.** 
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Dngland, and the interest of Englatid: and we told 
them we would acquiesce, and lie at thelr *the Worthy 
Persons's' feet; bat that to be thrown into Parliaments 
which should sit perpetnally, thaugh but for tbree 
years 'each,' we Lad experience of that! An experience 
wbicli may remain to this day, to give satisfaction to 
honest and sober men! — Why, truly tbis migbt have 
satisfied, this prpppsal: of ours; but it did not. And 
jtherefore we. did think that it was the greatest of 
dangers, *thus' to be overwhelmed, and brought un,der 
a slavery by our own consent, and "Iniquity to become 
a Law." * And there was our ground we acted upon 
at that time. And truly they had perfected their Bill 
for perpetuating of Parliaments to the last Clause; 
[Ilear!^ and were resolved to pass it aa aiBill in Paper, 
•^ot even engrossed on Parchment as the wont was,' 
rather than comply with any expedient. [We then 
entered upon thein; bade them wiih e/nphasis, Go about 
iheir husiness! ThaVs no lie}^ — If your own ex- 
perience add anything to you in this, *if you ever 
*individually had to do with a Long-Parliament Com- 
*mittee, and know its Ways,' — in this point, "Whether 
"or no, in cases civ\l and criminal, if a Parliament 
^*^assume an absolq^te power, without any control, to 
"determine the interests of men in property and liberty; 
"whether or no this be desirable in a Nation?" — if

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you have any sense, ['^General openness of perception;*^ 
not exactly our modern Word; hut a questionable e.vpräs^ 
sion^ OS Ms Highnesa immediately sees: ^'^any sense*^^ — 

as I believe you have, — you have more than I, 

*then* I think you will take it for a mercy that thcU 
did not befall England at that timel And that is all I 
will say of it. 

Truly I will now coine and teil you a story öf my 
own weakness and foUy. [The UÜle Parliament,] And 
yet it was done in my simplicity, I dare avow it was: 
and through some of my companions — [^'M&y dislihe 
my mentioning the story ? " — TheSentence^ in its häsfe^ häs 
no time to end.] — And truly this is a story that should not 
be recorded, that should not be told, except when good üse 
may be made of it. I say, It was thought then that men ef 
our own judgment, who had fought in the Wars, and 
were all of a piece upon that account; — *it was 
thought,' "Why surely these men will hit it, and these 
"men will do it to the purpose, whatever can be 
desired!" And truly we did think, and I did think so, 
— the more blame to me. And such a Company of 
Men were chosen; [The Utile Parliament; — Convention 
of the Puritan Notables] and did proceed to action. 
And truly this was the naked truth, That the issue 
was not answerable to the simplicity and honesty of 
the design. [Poor Puritan Notables ! 

What the issue of that Meeting would have been 
'seemed questionable,' and was feared: upon which 
the sober men of that Meeting did withdraw; and came 
and retumed my power as far as they could, — they 
did actually the greater part of them, — into my 
hands; professing and believing that the issue ofthat 
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Meeting would have been The Subversion of your 
Laws and of all the Liberties of this ]^ation^ the 
destruction of the Ministers of this Nation; in a word, 
the confusion of all things. *Confasion of all things!' 
To set up, instead of Order, the Judicial Law of Moses, 
in abrogation of all our administrations ; to have had 
administered the Judicial Law of Moses pro hie et nunc^ 
according to the wisdom of any man that would have 
interpreted the Text this way or that — ! — And if yoii 
da not believe that ÜiesePersons, thereupon sent home^^ 
were sent hoine by the major part *of themselves,' who 
were judicious and sober and leamed (the minority 
being the worser part upon this acoount, and with my 
consent a parte post^ — you will believe nothing l 
[Somewhat tart,] For the persons that led in that. 
Meeting were Mr. Feak and bis assemblage in Biackr 
friars. [We know ^^Feak^** and other foul cMmneyß oa 
fire^ from of old! — As for ^^Mr, Squih^* he sits now 
with Venner and the Fifth^Monarchy^ safe locked in the 
Tower.'] 'Mr. Feak,' Major-General Harrison, and thel 
rest that associated with him at one Mr. Squib's house^ 
There were all the resolutions taken that were acted 
in that House ^of Parliament • d&y by day. And this 
was so de facto; I know it to be true. And that such 
must natui'ally be the product of it, I do but appeal 
to that Book 1 told you of the other day ['■Standard 
set wp"], That alL Magiüfcracy and Ministry iö Ahti- 
christian, whereföre'. all ihese things qught to be 
abolished. Which we are certain must have been the 
issue of that Meeting. [A faihire^ that poor Conveninjon 
of the Furitan Notables !] 

So that you have been delivered, if I think aright, 
from two evils. The one^ a secular evil, wUch would 
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have swallowed up äU religious and civil interest, and 
bronght us nnder tke horridest arbitrariness tbat ever 
was exercised in the world: To have bad Five or Six 
hnndred "Friends,"* with their friends, *tbe Feaks, &c./ 
entnisted witb tbe judgment q( all causes, and to judge 
of tb&m witbout rule; tbinking 4bat "tbe Power wbicb 
Bwallowed up all otber Lawful Powers in tbe Nation" 
bath all tbe power ther/ ever bad, botb Legislative and 
jüidiciaryl In sbort, a tbing wbicb would bave swal- 
lowed botb tbe Civil and Eeligious Interest. And tbe 
other evil — [Ilis Ilighness ha»' cdready inextricahly 
eaüdled the two together^ and here inerely gives them an" 
othei* 8tir\ — merely under a Spiritual Interest, would 
have swallowed up all again in anotber extreme, — 
*no stated Ministry being allowed.' All our Civil and 
Beligiöus Interest; and bad made our Mimstry, aiKd.all 
the tbings we were bebolding to God for, *of no ac- 
oountr Truly we tbink we ougbt to value this In- 
terest above all tbe interests in tbe world: but if this 
latter bad not as surely been destroyed as. tbe former, 
I understand notbing. — 

And having told you these two tbings„ *two Fai- 
lures in getting Settlement' — truly it makes ,me in 
love witb this Paper; and witb all tbe tbings in it; 
imd witb tbe additiona I bave now to tenderyou thereto; 
and witb Settlement above all tbings in tbe world! — r 
Except 'only' tbat, wbere I left you last time; [" The 
Smgship!'* Committee of Ninety-nine look alert] — for 
thaty I tbink, we bave debated. [Look dumpish again,1 
I bave beard your mind, and you bave beard mine 'as

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to that;' I have told 70a mylieart and jttdgment; and 
tiie Lord bring forth His own issue. [Hü Highneas

I think we are now to consider, not what we are 
in regard to our Footing and that of the Government 
which called' tliis Parliament. [No: our First foolish 
Parliament speiit all their time onthat; not you^my toisir 
FHends,] Our Faoting and Government is, tili thetQ 
he an< end put to it, — that that häth existencel 
[ What oiher definition of it can he given^ or needf] Äbcf 
80 I shall say nothing to it. If it accomplisheth thd 
end of our Fighting, and all those blessed ends and' 
aims that we should aim ;at; if it do, - — I would we might 
keep it, and remain where we are. If it do not, I would 
irre mi^it have a beftfer! — Which* truly I do come out 
of myself to teil you, That as to the substance and 
body of your Instrument, I do look upon it as having 
things in it, ,-^ — if I may speak fireely and plainly; I 
may, and we all mayl — I say, the things that axe 
prbvided for in this 'Act of Government [Handling 
the Vellum] do secure the Liberties of the People oT 
God SO' as they never before had them! And he must 
bea pitiful man who thinks the People of God ever 
had the like Liberty either de facto or de jure; — de 
jure foom God, I think they have had it from the be-* 
ginning of the world to this day, and have it still, — 
but asserted by 9, jus Immanum^ 1 say, they never had 
it so as they haveit now. I lliink yoü have provided 
fqr the Liberty of the People of God, and * for the Li- 
berty^ of the Nation. AÄd I say he sings sweetiy 
that sings a song of.reconciliation betwixt those two 
IhterestsI And it is a pitiful fancy, like wisdom and

tibiej may consist! And, I speak my oonscience of this * A^t 
of ' Government, I think you have made them to consist 
And therefore, I must say, in that, and in other 
things, you have provided well, — that you have. And 
because I see the Kule of the Parliament, *your wtitten 
Order here,' gives you leave to speak with me about 
the particulars (I judge the Parliament doth think that 
anv Member it has is not to be neglected in offering 
bf änything that may be of additional good), — there* 
fore, I having a little surveyed the Instrument, I have 
a Paper here to ofiPer you upon that account [HancUea 
a Paper of bis own.] And truly I must needs say and 
think that, in such a case as this, where so new a 
work and so stränge a work as this is before yön, it 
will not be thought ill [Not at aUy your JlighnesSi — 
only get on !] if I do with a little eamestness press you 
for some explanations in some things.

With tbese ezceptions, and one "proviso forIreland**to 
,be speedily noticed , all Freebolders of Counties, according to 
the öld 'dt^finitiön, shäll tote; and all Burgesses and Citizens 
of Towns , -^lOL&y , I think , there is in tbis latter department a 
tendency towardfr-ibe Potwalloper System; but modified of 
course by tbe establisbed custom of eacb several locality in 
thatrespect. 

And now let us bear bis Higbness inregard to Paragraph 
Second of Article Fourtb:] 

In tbe Fourtb Article and Second Paragraph, you 
have sometbing tbat respects tbe calling of Members to 
Parliament 'for Scotland/ Ypu would not have tbose 
excluded tbat were under Duke Hamilton, and made 
tbat Invasion.'^ Because it batb been said to yoa, 
perbaps, tbat if.you sbould exclude all ^sucb,' you^ 
would have no Metaibers froln tbat Nation? I bope 
tbere be persons of tbat Nation wbo will be ready to 
give a better testimony of thöir couutry tban ädmit 
tfiat ^fgi^jjent! And JL bopie it is nö argument: but if 
it be one, thentruly, to m^eet witb tbe least certainty 
a^^to qualificjations^. you sbould indeed exclude luen of 
your own country upon bi^tter tdefined' crimes; you 
sHic^tiid -liold tbem off upon -stricter cbaraeters Hban 
tbose given!' It is tbongbt, tbe qualification tber€i 
wbicb saitb, of tbeir "good testimony," Tbat tbe^ «re 
to be men wbo bäve given good testimony by tbeir 
quiet living — Wby, truly, for divers years, tbey have 
not been willing to do .otber; tbey have not bad. 
an easy possibüity to do otberwise, tban to live 

• WUch meft ita dae 1 Preston. 
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quietlyl [Not since the taming ihey got ^ät Wor^ 
eester^ your Jlighness!] Tbough perhaps 'alj B<ittom* 
many of them have been, the same men:*"— and yet 
*certamly too' I know mapy of them are good men, 
worthy men. — And therefore whether it be not £t, in 
that place, to explain somewha|<\|9rtber«; aj^fl^fpift^sonie 
otber character* upon wb^^t mayJsedüiy b^iregarded as 
"a good testimony" of tbeir ,ä^V^ otbÄrwisa minde^, of 
t^eir being now of anotber jndgment?. I confess I bave 
noit anytbing bere to supply tbis defeqt witb: but cer- 
tainly if tbe description so stand as it now is in yonr 
Article, — tbose men, tbougb tbey be never so indis- 
posed, enemies and remain so, yet if tbey bave "lived. 
petaceably," wbere tbey could neitber will nor cbpose 
*ta live otberwise,' tbey are to be admitted. I only 
teil yon so, being witbout any amendment for it; and 
wben done, I sball leave it all witb yourselves^ Tbis 
is for tbe Second Paragiraph. 

[For the Second I^uragraph bis Highness is 'witbout |any 
amendment* of bis own; offers us nothing to 'supply the de» 
fect : ' indeed it is difficult to supply well, as that Nation stände^ ^ 
and has stood. Besides tbey send but Fifty Mep[ibMfi'i& aSF, 
poor creatures ; it is no such vital matter ! Para^äph Second 
reinains tinaltered. -^ And now let the Moderna^E^end for an 
instant to Paragraph Third: . * - v. 'any- 

^^ Article Fourih^ Paragraph Third: A proviso astoXrelfimd, 
<*'that no Englisb or Scotch Protestant in Lreland who before 
'Hhe First of March 1649^50' (just about the time bis now 
M Highness , then Lord General , was quitting lreland^ haring

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Li the Third Paragraph of the same Article, 
whereäs ^t. 18 said, "That all persons in Ireland be

"goodaffectdons to th^ Parliament and continued faith-

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" of God(narri8on*8 set) ; who areSabbath-breakers, swearers, 
'^haunters of tavems or alebouses; — in short demonstrably 
^'unchristian men. All who are Public Preachers too.** Con- 
ceming this latter clause bis Highness has a rei^ari tö make. 

"Following in the rear ofwhich, in the saihe Fiftb Para- 
"graph, is a new Item which still more deserves consideration. 
*<Forsecuring the ^Freedom of Parliament* as well as its 
"Purity, there are to be Forty- ome Obcnmissioneniitppointed 
"*by Act of Parliament with your -Highne98'$\Consent,' who 
" are to examine and certify whether the Persons retumed by 
' ' these rules are , after all , qualified to sit.*' — So that it is not 
to be by the Council of State henceforth, and by *Nathaniel 
Tay 1er, Clerk of the Commonwealth in Chancery,' with bis 
Certificate in the Lobby, that Hönourable Gentlemen are to be 
tamed back at the door of the House , and sent to redact Pro- 
testSj as in the case of this present Parliament! Forty-one 
Commissioners are now to do it. His Highness on this also 
will have a word to say.] 

In the Fifth Paragraph of the same Article, you 
have incapacitated Public Preachers from sitting in Par- 
liament. And truly I think your intention is *of* such 
'only' as have Pastoral Function; such as are actually 
real Ministers. For I must say to you, in behalf of 
our Army, — in the next place to their fiightiftgy'*'fi^ 
have been very göod .** Preachers:" and I' should be 
Borry they should be excluded from serving the Cokb- 
monwealth because they have been accustdtti€äii^^io 
"preäch" to their troops, companies and regimMits: — 
.which I think has been one of the blessinjgs upon them 
to the carrying^on of the great Work. I think you do 
not mean so 'that they should be excluded:^ but I 
tender it to you that, if you think fit, there may be a 
consideration had of it. There may be some of us, it 
maj be, who have been a little guüty of that, who 
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would be loath to be excluded from sitting in Parlia- 
ment *oix accouht of itl' \^^t myself have heen known^ 
**on oöoäsion^ to exKort my troops with Bible.texts and 
^^ Cß7ifnderations; to ^preack^^ if you like to call it so! 
*' What has my whole Life been but a * Sermon* of some 
^^emphasis; preached with tongue and aword^ with head 
^^and heärt.and right hand^ and soul and body and 
^^ breecheS'poicket^ ''^ not mthout results^ one would venture 
"io hope!** — This Clause, the Committee, expressly or 
ta^tly, ^ül modify as desired.^ 

In the same Paragrapb, there is care taken for the 
nonuinating of Commissioners to try the Members who 
are chosen to sit in Parliament. And truly those Com- 
missioners are ancertain Fei:sons*, and itis hard to saj 
what may happen. I hope they will be always good 
men; — but if they should be bad, then perhaps they 
will keep out good men! Besides we think, — truly, 
if you will give us leave to help as to the "freedom öf 
Parliament,^' this ^of the Commissioners' will be some- 
thing that may go rather hai^hly down than otherwise! 
Very many reasons might be given; but I do only 
tender it to you. I think, if there were no Commis- 
|!i5l»^]^,frt^,ipight be never a whit the worse: -*- if you 
make quajificajtions *for Membership,' and any man 
jip^esume to sit without those qualifications, you may 
^^^ w4th him. A man without qualifications, sitting 
tSere, is asif, he were not chosen; and if he sit without 
being chosen y without having qualification, -^ 1 am 
sure the old custom was to send him to the Tower, 
[That ^ill'settle him!] to imprison such a onel If any 
sit there that have not right to sit, — if any stranger 
come in upon a pretended title of «Z<?c/2Vm, perhaps it 
is a differ^t. caae, — r^^but if any sit there upon a pre- 
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tence of qualification in him, you may send hm to pri- 
son without more ado. Whether you think fit to do so 
or no, is parliamentary business: — I do bat hint it to 
you. I believe, If any man bad sat in former Parlia- 
ments without, *for"instance,' taking tbe oatbs &c. tbat 
were prescribed, it would bave been fault enougb in 
bim. I believe sometbing of tbat' kind, "^instead of 
your Forty-one Commissioners/ migbt be äquivalent to 
any otber way, if not better. 

[Tbe Honourable House does not want any more concem 
witb Natbaniel Tayler and bis Certificate^, This Paragraph 
remains unaltered. Forty-one Cbmmissioners , Fifteen a 
quorum; fature Parliaments to name a future set wben tbey 
like : tbe Examinations as to Members are to be by oath of in- 
former in writing, witb copies left&c, and rigorous enougb 
formalities. — Let us now glance at Article Fifth : 

*' A rticle Fifth relates to tbe ' Otber House ; * a new House of 
<' Lords we are getting up. Not more than Seventy of them, 
"not fewer thanForty : tbey are to be nominated by our Higb- 
"ness and approved by tbis House: all classes excluded by tbe 
" preceding Article from our body are of course excluded from. 
" tbeirs." His Higbness bas a remark to make on tbis also.] 

In tbat Article, wbicb I tbink is tbe Fiftbr^S^WRfe 
[Yes]^ wbicb öeneerhs tbe Nominatioiic 'oiP''tbe Oiber 
Houöe, — in tbe b^ginning of tbat Article it Stands, 
Tbat tbe Hous^'is to be nominated as you tbeiffe^däÄ]^ 
it,* and tbe apptobation is to be froin Tbte^Hdtis^, *- — 
I would say, &om tbe Parliament. It Stands so. But 
then now, if any sball be subsequently named, after 
tbe Otber House is sat, upon any accidental removal 
or.deatb, — you do not say *How.' Tbougb it seems 
to refer to tbe same 'rule' as tbe first^ original selee* 
• "m you there deiign it;« poUte «or "b^ «i^«** 
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tion doth; yet it doth not so clearly intimate this, That 
the nomination shall be, wbere it was, with the Chief 
Officer,* and the approbationj of the "Other House." 
If I do express clearly what you •— Pardon me: but*I 
think that is the aim of it; and it is not clearly ex- 
pressed there; — as I think you will be able to judge 
whether it be or no. 

[Article Fifth nüed as bis Highness wishes. And now take 
ArticleSeventh: 

^^ Article Sevenih promises, but does not say how, that there 
" shall be a yearly Revenue of 1,300,000/.; one million forNavy 
"and Army, 300,000/. for the support of the Grovernment. No 
"part of it by a Land-tax. Other temporary supplies to be 
"granted by the Commons in Parliament, — and neither this 
" Revenue nor any other charge whatever to be laid upon the 
"subject except according to the Parliament's direction and 
"sanction." Such yearly Revenue the Parliament promises 
in this Petition and Advice , but does not specify in what way 
it shall be raised: which Omission also bis Highness falls not to 
commenton.] 

In the Seventh Article, which concems the Reve- 
nue, that is, the Revenue which you have appointed 
for the Government; wherein you have distributed 
Three- hundred -thousand pounds of it to the Mainte- 
nance of the Civil Authority^ and One-million to the 
maintenance of your Forces by Sea and Land: — you 
have indeed in your Instrument said so, Hhat there 
shall be such a Revenue,\^uid we oannot doubt of it: 
but yet you have not made it certain; nor yet those 
"temporary supplies" which are intended for the peace 
jmd safety of the Nations. It is desired, That you 
will take this into your thoughts, and make the. general 
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and temporary allowances of Revenue certaih^ both as 
to tHe sum and to the times those "supplies^' are to be 
continued. [Let us hnow what ground we stand on.] And 
truly I hope I do not curry favour witb you: but an- 
otber thing is desired, and I may very reasonably de- 
sire it, That these moneys, whatever they are; — that 
they may not, if God sball bring me to any interest in 
tbis business,* as lieth at His disposal; — that these 
moneys, 'I say,' may not be issued out by the autho- 
rity of tbe Chief Magistrate, buti by the advice of his 
Council. You have made in your Instrument a coör- 
dination ^of Council and Chief Miagistrate' in general 
terms: ^but I could wish* that this might be a specified 
thing, That the moneys were not to be distributed 
'except by authority of both.' It will be a safety to 
whosoever is your Supreme Magistrate, as well as a 
security to the Public, That the moneys be issued out 
by advice of the Council, and that the Treasurers who 
receive these moneys be accountable every Parliament, 
within a certain time limited by yourselves; — 'that' 
every new Parliament, the Treasurer be accountable 
to the Parliament for the disposing of the Treasury. 

[^^ Article Ninth: Judges, Principal Officers of State, Com- 
" manders-in-chief by Sea 6t Land , all chief Officers civil and 
"military, *are to be approved-of by both Houses of Parlia- 
"ment."T 

There is mention made of the Judges in your Ninth 
Article. It is mentioned that the Officers of State and 
the Judges are to be chosen with the approbation of 
Parliament. But now if there be no Parliament sitting, 
should there be never so great a loss of Judges, it

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fiSüo^ot» be supplied. And whether you do not intend 
th^t^ in the intervals of Parliament, it should be by 
the choice -^ [Omit ^*'ofthe Chief Magistrate,'^ or po- 
litely mumhle it into indistinctness\ , . — - with the consent 
of the Council; tp be afterwards approved by Pajrliament? 

[Certainlj, your Highness; reason so r^uires it Be it 
tadtlj 80 ruled. -:- And aow for Artide TwelM: 

^^Article Twelfth (Let us still call it Article Twelfth, though 
''in the ultimate Bedaction it has cooie to be marked Thir^ 
" ieenih) : — Classes of pei'sons incapable of holding anj office« 
"Same,I think, as those excluded from elections, — only there 
''is DO penaltj annexed. Bis Highness makes some remarks 
"upon this, under the Title of 'Article Twelfth;** — a new 
" article introduced for securing Purchasers of Chnrch Lands, 
>'which is now Article Twelfth,* has probably pushed this 
«into the Thirteönth place."] 

The Twelfth Article relates to several qualifications 
that persona must be qualified with, who are put into 
places of Public Office and Trust. [Treats all ef dis- 
qualifications, your Highness \ w^Ach, however^ comes to 
the same thing,] Now if men shall step into Public 
Places and TVust who are not so qualified, ^I do not 
see but hereby stiir they may execute them. "Office 
of Trust" is a very large word; it goeth almost to a 
Gonstable, if not altogether; — it goeth far. Now if 
any shall come-in who are not so qualified, they cer- 
tainly do commit a breacb upon your rule: — and 
whether you will not think in this case that if any 
shall take upon him an Office of Trust, there shall not 
some Penalty be put upon him, where he is excepted 
by the general rule? Whether you will not think it 
'fit in that respect to deter men from accepting Offices 
and Places of Trust, contrary to that Article?

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[Nothing done in this. The "Penalty," vague in outline 
bat all the more terrible onthataccount, can be saed-for by 
any complainant in Westminster Hall. 

^^Article Thirteenth suddenly pro vi des that your Highness 
"will be pleased to consent that * Nothing in this Petition and 
" Advicc, or the assent thereto, shall be construed to extend to 
" — the dissolving of this present Parliament I ' " — " Oh , no !" 
answors bis liighncss in a kind of bantering way ; "not in the 
least!"] 

The next *Article' is fetched, in some respects, I 
may say, by head and Shoulders into your Instrument! 
Yet in some sense it hath an affinity *with the rest, 
too;' I may say, I think it is within your general 
scope* upon this account-, — 'yes/ I am sure of it: 
There is mention made in the last parts of your In- 
strument [Loa lang in the Paper; Avt'fde Eighteenth] ot 
your purpose to do many good things: — I am con- 
fident, not like the gentleman who made bis last will, 
and set down a great number of names of men who 
were to receive benefit by him, and there was no sum 
at the latter end! [^'You cannot do these ''many good 
^''thhijs^ if 1 dissolve you! That will he a Will^ with 
**many heneßdary legatees^ and no sfim mentioned at the 
^^endr* Ilis Highness wears a pleasant hantenng look; 
— to which the countenances of the others^ even Bulstrode^s 
leaden comttpnance^ respond by a kind of smile!\ 

I am confident you are resolved to deal efPectually 
in these things at the latter end; and I should wrong 
my own conscience if I thought otherwise. I hope you 
will think sincerely, as before God, "That the Laws 
be regulated!''** I hope you will. We have been 
often talking of them: — and I remember well, at the

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old Parliament [Whitlocke and Glynn Look intelligence]^ 
we were three montlis, and could not get over the 
Word "Incumbrances" [Hum-m-m !]: and we thought 
there was little hope of "regulating the Law" where 
tliere was such difficulty as to that. But surely the 
Laws need to be regulated! And I must needs say, I 
think it were a sacrifice acceptable to God, upon many 
accounts. And I am persuaded it is one of the things 
that God looks for, and would have. [_AlaSf your High- 
ness!^ — I confess, if any man should ask me, "Why, 
how would you have it done?" I confess I do not know 
How. But I think verily, at the least, the Delays in 
Suits, and the Excessiveness in Fees, and the Cost- 
Kness of Suits, and those various things which I do 
not know what names they bear — I heard talk of 
"Demurrers" and such-like things, which I scarce 
know — [Sentence is wvecke(J\\ — But I say certainly, 
The people are greatly suffering in this respect; they 
are so. And truly if this whole business of settlement, 
whatever be the issue of it, if it come, which I am 
persuaded it doth, as a thing that would please God; 
— 'then,' by a sacrifice *to God' in it, or rather as an 
expression of our tliankfulness to God, I am persuaded 
that this will be one thing that will be upon your hearts, 
to do something that is honourable and eflPectual in this. 
[^^Eeforming of the Lmv!" A/as^ your Jlighnefis!] — 

'Another thing' that — truly I say that it is not 
in your Instrument — [Nothing said of it theve^ ivhich 
part/y emharrasses his flighness; toho is now gHting iiito 
a small Digressio?i]l — Somewhat that relates to the 
Reformation of Manners, — you will pardon me! — My 
Fellow Soldiers *the Major-Generals,' who were raised- 
up upon that just occasion of the Insurrection, not only 
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"to secure the Peace of the Nation," but to see that 
persons who were least likely to help-on "peace" or to 
continue it, but rather to break it — ['' These Major» 
'^ Generals ^ I say^ did look after the restraining of such 
^* persona; suppressed tkeir Iiorse-racrngs y cock-fightings^ 
^^sinful roysteHngs; took some Charge of 'Reformation 
"op Manners, they:** — but his Highness is off els^ 
whither^ excited hy this *ttckle subject^^ and the Sentence 
has evaporaied] — Dissolute loose persons tbat can go 
up and down from house to liouse, — and tliey are 
Gentlemen's sons wbo have notbing to live on, and 
cannot be supplied witb means of living to tbe profit 
of tbe Commonwealtb: tbese I tbink bad a good conrse 
taken witb tbem. [Ordered to fly-away their game-cocks^ 
unmuzzle their bear-bm'tings ; fall to some regulär livelir 
hood^ some fuced habitat^ if they could^ — and^ on the 
whole^ to duck low^ keep remarkably quiet^ and give no 
rational man any trouble with them wlich covld be avoided{\ 
And I tbink wbat was done to tbem was bononrably 
and bonestly and profitably done. And, for my pari, 
I must needs say, It* sbowed tbe dissoluteness wbich 
was tben in tbe Nation; — as indeed it Springs most 
from tbat Party of the CavaliersI Sbould tbat Party 
run on, and no care be taken to reform tbe Nation; to 
prevent, perbaps, abuses wbicb will not fall under thia 
bead alone — ! \Not vnder Reformation of Mannebs 
alone: what will the consequence bef] 

We send our cbildren into France before tbey know 
6od or Good Manners;** and tbey retum witb all tbe li- 
centiousness oftbat Nation. Neitber care taken to edneate 
tbem before tbey go, nor to keep tbem in good ord^r 

'C * The course taken with them , the quantity of eoercion they needed, 
and!of complaint made thereupon, are all Icodely inoladed in tUa "It.** 
•♦ Moralfl. 
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when tliey come homel Indeed this makes tlie Nation 
not oöly commit those abominable things, most inhu- 
man things, but bardens men to justify those things; 
— as the Apostle saitb, "Not only to do wickedly 
thepiselves, but to take pleasure in them that do so." 
And truly, if something be not done in this kind, 'in 
the way of reforming public morals,' without sparing 
that condition of men, without sparing men's sons, 
though they be Noblemen's sons — ! [Sentence hreaks 
down\ — Let them be who they may that are deboist, 
it is for the glory of God that nothing of outward cön- 
sideration should save them in their debauchery from 
a just punishment and reformation! And truly I must 
needs say it, I would much bless God to see something 
done in that matter heartily, not only as to those per- 
sons mentioned, but to all the Nation; that some course 
might be taken for Keformation; that there might be 
some ßtop put tQ such a current of wickedness and evil 
as this isl And truly, to do it heartily, and nobly and 
worthily! The NobiÖty of this Nation, they especially, 
and the Gentry, would have cause to bless you. And 
likewise that some care might be taken that those good 
Laws already made for punishing of vice might be put 
in execution. 

This I must needs say of our Major Generals who 
did that service: I think it was an excellent good 
ihing; — I profess I do! [Yes; though there were c/reat 
outcries dbout it,'\ And I hope you will not think it 
unworthy of you 'to consider,' that though we may 
have good Laws against the common Country disorders 
that are everywhere, yet Who is to execute them 'now, 
the Major-Generals being off?* Really a Justice of 
the Peace, — he shall by the most be wondered at as 
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an owl, if lie go but one step out of the ordinary course 
of bis fellow Justices in the refonnation of these tliings! 
[Cannot do it; not he.] And therefore I bope I may 
represent this to you as ä thing wortliy your considera- 
tion, that.sometlüng may be found out to repress sucb 
evils. I am persuaded you would glorify . God by tbis 
as inucb as by any one thing you could do. And there- 
fore I hope you will paxdon me. 

[His Highness looks to the Paper again, after this Üigtes- 
sion. Article Fifteenth in his Highness's copy of the Paper , as 
we understand, must have prOvided, "That no part of the 
Public Revenue be alienated except by consent of Parliar 
ment : *' but his Highness havii^g thus remonstrated against it, 
the Article is suppressed, expunged; and we onlygathefby 
this passage that such a thing had ever been.] 

I cannot teil, in this Article that I am now to speak 
onto, whether I speak to anything or nöthing! There 
is a desire that *nopart of' "the Public Revenue be 
alienated except by consent of Parliament.'? I doubt 
"Public Revenue" is like ^^Custodes Libertatis AhglmY* 
a notion only; and not to be found that I know of! 
[It is all alienated; Crown Lands ^c. are all göne, long ago, 
A beautiful dream of our youth as 'the ^^ Keepers of the 
LiBEBTY of England''^ were — . a thing you >could no^ 
where lay händs on^ that I know <>fl] But if there be 
any; — and if God bless us in our Settlement, there 
will be Public Revenue accruihgi'-^ the point is^ 
Whether you will subject this to any- alienatioitt with- 
o^t consent bf Parliäinent? . « 

[We withdrawjthe quefftion altogether, your Highness: 
when once the chickens are hätched^ we will s^eak of selling 
them I — Letus now read Artide Sixteenth : 

^^ Article Sixteenth" in his Highness's copy of the Paper, 
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^'provides that no Act or Ordinance alreacdy extant , which is 
*'not contrary to thijs Petition and Advice, shall be iu the least 
'^made yoid |hereby^." — His Highness , as we shall sje, con- 
siders this as too indefinite^ too indistinct; a somewhat vague 
foondation for Church-Land Estates (for example), whicb men 
pnrchased with money, brtt hold only in virtue of Writs and 
Ordinances issued by ihe Long Pariiament. — A new Article 
isaccordingly added, in ourPerfect-cöpy; specifying, atdue 
breadtb , with some bundreds of Law-vocables , that all is and 
shall be safe, according to the common sense of mankind, in 
ihat particukur.] 

Truly this thing that.I have now farther to oflter 
you, — it is the last in this Paper; it is the thing 
mentioned in the Sixteenth Article: That you would 
have those Acts and Ordinances which have been made 
since the late Troubles, and during the time of them, 
*kept unabrogated;' that they shotdd, if they be not 
contrary to Ulis Advice,* — that they should remain 
m force, in such manner as if this Advice had not 
been given^ Why, what is doubted is, Whether or no 
this will be sufficient to keep things in a settled con- 
dition?** Because it is but an implication Hhat you 
here make;* it is not determined. You do pass-by the 
thing, without such a foundation as will keep those 
people, who are now in possession of Estates upon this 
account, that their titles be not questioned or shaken, 
— if the matter be not explained. Truly I believe 
you intend very fully in regard to this 'of keeping men 
safe who have purchased ön that footing.* If the words 
already *used' do not suffice-t- That I submit to your 
pwn advisement. 

But there is in this anotker vexy great considerar

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tion. There have been, since the present Grovemment 
'began/ several Acts and Ordinances, which have been 
made hj the exercise of that Legislative Power that 
was exercised since we undertook this Government: 
[Very cumbrous phraseology ^ your Highness for .indeed 
the suhject is somewhat cumbrous, Questionabh^ to some^ 
whether one CAN make Acta and Ordinances by a mere 
Council and Protecior!] And I think your Instrument 
speaksa little more faintly ^as' to tbese, and dubiously, 
than to the other! And truly, I will not make an 
apology for anything: but surely two persons, two sorts 
of them, 'very extensive sorts,* will be merely con» 
cemed upon this aecount; They who exercised that 
authority, and they who were objects of its exercise! 
This whoUy dissettles them; whoUy, if you be not clear 
in your expressions. It will dissettle us very much to 
think that the Parliament doth not approve well of what 
faath been done 'by us' upon a true ground of neces- 
sity , in so far as thß same hath ßaved this Nation from 
rnnning into total arbitrariness. 'Nay, if aot,' why 
0ubject the Nation to a sort of meii who perhaps woold 
do so?* We' think we have in that Üiing deserved 
well of the State. [Do not ^^ dissettle** his Highneasl 
He has '*m tkat thing^'^ of assuming the Government and 
passing what Ordinances 4rc. were indispensable^ ^^deserved 
well. — Committee of Ninety^nine agree to what is reor 
sonable.] 

If any man will ask me, "But ah, Sir, what have 
you done sincef*^ -r- Why, ah, — as I will confess 
my fault where I am guilty, so I think, taking things 
as they 'then' were, I thmk we have done fhe Com* 

• Why labjeet the Nation to ti«, who perh«pt woald drtre it Into «r- 
bttnriness, m your noa-i^iMroval of nt seemfl to infinncttf 
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monwealtfa Service! We have therein made great Settle- 
ments, «— that have we. We have settled almost all 
the whole affairs in Ireland; tiie rights and interests of 
the Soldiers ' there, and of the Planters aiid Adven- 
turers. And truly we have settled very mnch of the 
Business of the Ministry; [" TW^r«'* diligent kere^ "JEIa?- 
purgators*' diligent everywhere; mueh good work com- 
pleted] — and I wish that be not an aggravation of 
cur fault;'* I wish it he not! But I must needs 
a&jy If have anything to rejoice in hefore the Lord in 
this World, as havmg done any good or Service, 4t is 
this.' I can say* it from my heart; and I know I say 
the truth, let any man say what he will to the con- 
trary, — he will give me leave to enjoy my own opi- 
nion in it, and my own eonscience and heart; and ^to' 
dare bear my testimony tö itr There hath not been 
such a Service to, England since the Christian Religion 
was 'perfect in England! I dare be bold to say it; 
bowiever there mayhaviB, here and there, been passion 
and mistakes. . Aiid the Ministers themselves, take the 
•generality of them — \^*^a'i*e unexcepfionahle^ nay eofemr 
plary aa Triers aud a» Expurgators :** but his Highness^ 
btazing up at touch of this tender topiQ^ wants to utier 
ihree or four tkings at once^ and his ^^eUnimts of rher 
toric" fly into the elbmental State l We perceive he has 
got mueh Marne for his Two Church Commssions; and 
feeU that he has deserved far the reverse.] — They will 
teU 'yoü,' it is beside their Instructions, - if they have 
•fallen into "passion and; mistakes,** if they: have 
'meddled with^ civil matten, in their Operations as 
'Triers!*. And we did adopt the thing upoli that ac-

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count; we did not trust npon doing what we did vir^ 
tute Instituti, as if 'these "IViers were' jure divinoj but 
as a civil good. But — [Checks himself] — So we 
end in this: We *knew not and' know not better how 
to keep the Ministry good, and to angment it in good-r 
ness, than hj putting such men to be Triers. Men of 
known integrity and piety; orthodox men and faithfuL 
We knew not how better to answer our duty to God 
and the Nation and the People of God, in that respect, 
than by doing what we did. 

And, I dare say, if the grounds npon which we 
went will not justify us, the issue and event of it doth 
abundantly justify us; God having had exceeding glory 
by it, — in the generality of it,^ I am confident, forty- 
fold! For as heretöfore the men that were admitted 
into the Ministry in times of Episcopacy — ' alas what 

Fitiful Certificates served to ihake a man a Minister! 
Forty-fold heiter now,^ If any man Qould understand 
Latin. and Gh*eek, he was sure to be' admitted; — ' as if 
he spake Welsh; which in those days went for Hebrew 
with a good mdULjX [Saiirical. ^^ They studied ;JPan^ 
^^ Bacchus^ and the Longs ätid Shorts^ rather tkän their 
*'*' Hebrew Bible^ and the Trutha of the Livirig Jehovah!^^] 
Certainly the poorest thing in the world would serve 
a tum; and a man was admitted upon such an account 
[As this of mere Latin and Greeh, with a suspicitm of 
Welsh'Hehrew] ; — ay, and upon a less. — I am sure 
the admission granted to such places since has been 
nnder this character as the rule: That they must nojt 
admit a man unless they were able to discem some»' 
thing of the Grace of God in him. [^Beally it is the 
gränd prifnary essenticU^ your Highneas. Without which, 
JPany Bacchus j Welsh-Hebrew ^ nay Hebrew itself; must 
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go for noihing^ — nay for less^ if we consider welL In 
some points of view^ it is horrible!] *Grace of God;' 
which was to be so inquired for, as not foolishly nor 
senselessly, but so far as men could judge according to 
the rules of Charity. Such and such a man, of whose 
good life and . conversation thej could have a very 
good testimony from four or five of the neighbouring 
Ministers who knew him, — he could not yet be ad- 
mitted unless he could give a very good testimony of 
the Grace of God in him. . And to this I say, I must 
speak my conscience in it,* — though a great many 
are angry at^it, nay if all are angry at it, — for how 
Qhall you please everybody? 

Then say some, None must be admitted except, 
perhaps, he- will be baptised 'again.' That is their 
ppinion. [Anabaptistsj] They will not admit a man 
into ^ Congregation to be Minister, except he com- 
mence by being so mach less. The Presbyterians 
'again,' they will not admit him unless he be "oi> 
dained." Generally thfy will not go to the Independ- 
ents: — truly I think, if I be not partial, I think if 
there be a jfireedom pf judgment, it is there. [With 
the Indfipendehta: that is your Highneaa'a ojniw/ow.] Here 
are Three sorts of Godly Men whom you are to take 
care for; whom you have provided for in your Settle- 
ment And how could you put the selection upon the 
Presbyterians without, by possibility, excluding all 
those Anabaptists, all those Lidependei^ts! And so now 
you have put it into this way, That though a man be 
of any of those three judgmentd; if he have the root pf 
the matter in him, üe inay be admitted. [ Very goödy 
your Highneaa!] This hath been our care and work; 
* **ldo «pproTe tt" li modetfly left out. 
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both by some Ordinances of ohts, laying the founda- 
tions of it, and by many hundreds of Ministers being 
'admitted' in upon it. And if this be a '^time of Set- 
tlements' then I hope it is not a time of shaking; — 
and therefore I hope you will be pleased to settle this 
bnsiness too: and that you will neither "shake" the 
Persona [Us] who have been poorly instrumental in 
calling you to this opportunity of settling this Nation, 
and of doing good to it; nor shake those honest men^s 
interests who have been thus settled. And so I have 
done with the offers to you, — *with these my sug- 
gestions to you.' — 

[His Highness looks now on the Paper again; looks at 
Article Seventh there, "That the Revenue shall be 1,300,000/ ;" 
and also at a Note by himself of the Current Expeoses ; — 
much woudering at the contrast of the two ; not having Arith- 
metic enough to reconcile them 1] 

But here is somewhat that is indeed exceedingly 
past my understanding; for I have as little skill in 
Arithmetic as I have in Law! These are great sumö; 
it is well if I can count them to you. [Loob'ng on his 
Not f.] The present charge of the Forces both by Sea 
and Land will be 2,426,989/. The whole present Re- 
venue in England, Scotland and Ireland, is about 
1,900,000/; I think this was reckoned the most, as the 
Revenue now Stands. Why, now, towards this you 
settle, by your Instrument, 1,300,000/. for the Govern- 
ment; and out of that "to maintain the Force by Sea 
and Land," and "without Land-tax," I think! and this 
is Short of the Revenue which now can be raised by 
the * present Act of Government 600,000/.! [A grave 
discrcpancy !] Because, you see, the present Govern- 
ment has 1,900,000/; and the whole sum whi<5h can 
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be raised comes 'short' of the present Charge by 
542,689/., — [So his Highness says; but^ hy tlie above 
dalGy must be mistaken or misreported: 526,989/. is what 
^'^Arithmetic'^ gives,] And although an end should be 
put to the Spanish War, yet there will be a necessity, 
for preserving the peace of the Three Nations, to keep 
up the present established Army in England, Scotland 
and Ireland; also a considerable Fleet for some good 
time, until it shall please God to quiet and compose 
men's minds, and bring the Nation to some better con- 
sisteney. So that, considering the Pay of the Army, 
which comes to upwards of 1,100,000/. per aniium, and 
the "Support of the Government" 300,000/., it will be 
necessary for some convenient time, — seeing you find 
things as you do, and it is not good to think a wound 
healed before it be, — that there be raised, over and 
above the 1,300,000/., the «um of 600,000/. per an- 
num; which makes up the sum of 1,900,000/. And 
likewise that the Parliament declare, How far they will 
carry on the Spanish War, and for what time; and 
what farther sum they will raise for carrying on the 
same, and for what time. [JSxplicit, and undmiable!] 
And if these things be not ascertained, — as one saith 
"Money is the Cause," and certainly whatever the 
Cause is, if Money be wanting, the business will fall 
to the ground, — all our labour will be lost. And 
therefore I hope you will have a care of our under- 
takings! — [Most practical paragraph,] 

And having received expressions from you which 
we may believe, we need not ofifer these things to you; 
Ve need not doubt^ but these things will be aat^totu 
Those things have 'already in ParHament*. <r 
overture of to you; and are before you: 
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likewise the consideration of the Debts, whicli tmly I 
think are apparent. 

And so I have done with what I had to offer yon, 
I think I have, trulj, for my part. [^^ Nothing of the 
Kmgship^ your HighnessV'^ Committee of Nin^y^nine looks 
expectant] — And when I shall understand where it 
lies on me to do farther; and when I shall understand 
your pleasure in these things a little farther; — we 
have answered the Order of Parliament in considering 
and debäting of those things that were the subject* 
matter of debate and consideration; — and when you 
will be pleased to let me hear farther of your thoughts 
in these things, then I suppose I shall be in a condi- 
tion to discharge myself, [2'hrows no additional Ight on 
the Kingship at aUI] as God shall put in my mind. 
And I speak not this to evade; but I speak in the fear 
and reverence ofGod. And I shall plainly and clearly, 
I say, — when you shall have been pleased amoug 
yourselves to take consideration of these things, that I 
may hear what your thoughts are of them, — I do not 
say that as a condition to anything — but I shall then 
be free and honest and piain to discharge myself of 
what, in the whole and upon the whole, may reason- 
ably be expected from me, and Vhat' God shall set 
me fr«e to answer you in.§

This Speech forma by far the ugllest Job of buckwasMng (as 

Voltaire calls it) that his Highness has yet given us. As 

piinted in the last edition of Somers^ it is perhaps the most 

ffited place of coagulated nonsense that was ever put 

bldfjbllfiutti )dnd. Yet , in order to educe some seose 

'ff'SiMBsn'Traets, tI. l 
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out of it as above j singolarly few alterations, ezeept in the 
ponctuation, have been required; no change tihat we could 
detect has been made in the style of dialect, which is phy- 
siognomic and ought to be preserved; in the meaning, as 
before , all change was rigorously forbidden. In only one or 
two places, duly indicated, did his Highness's sense, on eam- 
est repeated reading, continue dubious. And now the horrid 
buck-basket is reduced in some measure to clean linen or 
huckabuck: thanks be to Heaven ! — 

For the next ten days there is nothing heard from his 
Highness; much as mnst have been ihought by him in that 
Space. The Parliament is occupied incessantly considering 
how it may as f ar as possible fulfil the suggestions offered in 
this Speech of his Highness ; assiduously perfecting and new- 
polishing the Petition and Advice accordihg to the same. 
Getting Bills ready for "Keformation of Manners," — with an 
eye on the "idle fellows about Piccadilly," who go bowling 
and gainbling, with much tippllng too, about "Piccadilly 
House" and its green spaces.* Scheming out how the Re- 
venüfe can be raised: — "Land-tax," alas, in spite of former 
Protest on that subject; ,"tax on new buildings" (Lincoln's Inn 
Fields for one place), which gives the public some trouble 
afterwards. Doing somewhat also in regard to " Triers for 
the Ministry;*' to "Penalties" for taking Office when dis- 
qualified by Law ; and very much debating and scrupling as 
to what Acts and Ordinances (of his Highness and Council) 
are to be confirmed. 

Finally, however, on Friday, Ist of May, the Petition and 
Advice is again all ready; and the Committee of Ninety-nine 
wait upon his Highness with it,** — fwho answers briefly, 
"speaking very low," That the things are weighty, and will 
require meditation; that he cannot just at present say On

So that the Kingship remains yet a great mysteiyl '^By 
tbe generality " it is underdtood tbat he will accept it. Bat to 
the goieralily, and to as, the interior consaltations and slow- 
fbrmed resolutiouB of his Higbness remain and must remain 
entirely obscare. We can well believewithLodlow, solkily 
breathing the air in Essex, who is incorrect as torarioas 
Details, That in general a portion öf the Army were foand 
ayerse to the Title; a more considerable pottion than the 
Title was worth. Whereapon, "for the present," as Baistrode 
indicates, ^*his Higbness did decide to*' — in fact speak as 
follows:

^Jüch was in relation to the Desires tlLat were offer ed 
ine by tbe House in That tbey called their Petition. 

I confei^s, that Business batb put. tbe House, tbe 
Parliament, to a great deal of trouble^ and spent mucb 
time.* I am very soiry for tbat It batb cost me 
some Hoo,' and some Üiougbtg: and because I bave 
been tbe unbappy occasion of tbe expense of so mucb 
time, I shall spend little of it now.

And I hope I shall never be found one of them 
that go about to rob the Nation of those Rights; -i— 
but 'always* to serve it wbat I can to the attaining of 
them. It has also been exceedingly well provided tbere 
for the safety and security of honest men in that great 
natural and religious liberty, wbicb is Liberty of Con- 
science. —^ These are the great Fundamentals*, and I 
must bear my testimony to them; as I bave done, and 
shall do stiÜ, so long as God lets me live in this 
World: That the intentions and tbe things are very 
bonourable and honest, and tbe product worthy of a 
Parliament

particular circumstances such as compass any person 
who is to render an account of his own actions, — I 
have truly thoüght, and I do still think, that, at the 
best, if I should do anything on this account to answer 
your expeetation) at the best I should do it doubtingly. 
And eertainly what^oever ig so is not of faiih. And

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whatsoever is not so, vhatsoever is not of faith, is sin 
to him that doth it, — whetiei? it be with irelation to 
the substance of the action about which that considera^ 
tion is conversant, or whether to circumstances about 
it [Thmskinned Repuhlicans or the like ^^ circumstances^^]^ 
which make all indifferent actions good or evil. I say 
"Circumstances" [YJ?«.']; and truly I mean "good or 
evil" to bim tbat dotb it. [Not to you Honourable Gen- 
tlemeuy who h^ve merely advised it in generali] 

I, lying under tbis consideration, tbink it my duty 
— Only I could bave^sbed I bad done it sooner, for 
tbe sake of tbe House, wbo bave laid sucb infinite 
obligations on me [With a kind glance over those hon* 
ourable faces; all silent as if dead^ many of them with 
their mouths open] ; I wisb I bad done it sooner for your 
sake, and for saving time and trouble; and for tbe 
Committee's sake, to wbom I must acknowledge I bave 
been unreasonably troublesomel But truly tbis is my 
Ans wer, Tbat (sdtbougb I tbink tbe Act of Govern- 
ment dotb consist of very excellent parts, in all but 
tbat one tbing, of tbe Title as to me) I sbould not be 
an bonest man, if I did not teil you tbat I cannot ac-

Andso«2;6tmfWiddringtonandParliament: "Bazz^bazzI 
Distinct at last!** — and the huge buzzing of the public mind 
falls silent, that of the Kingship being now ended; — and this 
Editor and bis readers are delivered from a very considerable 
weariness of the flesh. 

"The Protector," says Bulstrode, "was satisfied in his

proeeeds to the Painted Chamber. There, on his platform, 
in chair of State sits his Highness, attended by his Council 
and others. Speaker Widdrington at a table on the common 
level of the floor '* finds a chair set for him, and a form for his 
Clerk." Speaker Widdrington, , hardly venturing to sit, makes 
a '* Short and pithy Speech" on the general proceedings of 
Parliament; presents his Bills, with probablj some short and 
pithy words, such as suggest themselves, prefatory to each:

and regaid of the Public, I do very heartily and 
thankfidly acknoT^ledge their kindnesd herein. § 

The Parliament has still some needful polishing-up of it» 
Petition and Adyiqe, pther perfecting of details to accompHsh: 
after which it is understood there will be a new and much 
moi'e solemn Inauguration of his Highness; and thßn the First 
Session will, as in a general peal of joy-bells, harmoniously 
do^Ä.

^<near Boulogne, on the 13th aad 14ih daya of May'Mast; 
and a Fleet under Montague, as we obserye, sufficient to 
cpmmand those seas, and prevent ^11 relief by ships in any 
Siege, is actually cruising there. Toung Louis Fourteenti^ 
came down to the Coast to see the English Tropps reviewed; 
ezt>res8ed bis joy and admiration over them; — and has set 
them, the Cardinal and he have set them, to assault the 
Spanish Power in the Netherlands by a plan of their ownl To 
reduce not <*6rayelines, Mardike and Dunkirk ,^ on the 
C!oa8t, as the Treaty has it, but Montm^di, Gambray, and I 
knownot what in the Interior;—- the Cardinal doubling and 
shuffling, and by all means putting off the attack of any place 
whatever on the Coast ! With which arrangement Oliver Pro- 
tector*8 dissatisfaction has at length reached a crisis ; and he 
Qow writes, twice on the same day, to bis ^mbassador, To 
tägaifj peremptorily that the same must terminate.

shire; has been in many wars and busii^esses abix>ad and at 
home; — wad in HarmltorCs Engagement^ for one tbing; and 
accoinpaxiied Dagald Dalgetty or Sir James Tomier in those 
disastrous days and nights at Preston,^ tbough only as a 
common Golonel then, and not lioticed bj anybody. In the

forfesunrise.*'* . 

Let US add here, that Dunkirk, after gi^llant service shown 
by the Six-thöusand, and brilliant fighting and yictory on the 
sandhills, was also got, next! summer;*^ Lockhart himself 
i^wcommanding.there, poor l^eynolds having perished at 
sea. Dunkirk too remained an English Garrison, much prized 
by England; tili, in very altered limes, bis now Restored 
Majesty saw good to seil it, and the loyallest men had to make 
Üieir compariiBons. — On the whole we may say, this Expedi- 
tion to the Netherlands was a successful one; the Six-thou- 
8|ind,!^'4mmortal Six-thousand** as some call them,*** gained 
ii;]|iat they were sent for, and much glory over and above. 

These M!ardike-and-Dtinkirk Letters are among the last 
Letten left to iw of Oliver Cromweirs: — 01iver*s great heroic 
Dayswork, and the small unheroic pious one 0fOUver*s Editor, 
is drawing to a dose! But in the same hours, 31st August 
1657, while Oliver wrote so to Lockhart, — let us still spare s ' 
coüner for recording it, — John Lilbüm, Frenbom John, or 
alas only the empty Case of John, was getting buried; still in. 
a noisy manner! Noisy John, set free froin tnany prisons, 
had been living about Eltham lately, in a state of Quakerism,

'' MoutJi," old, still extant Bull-and-Mouth Inn, *^ at Aldersgate,

''Quakers, to whom, it seems, he had latelj joined in opinion. 
''At this place, in the aftemoon, there assembled medley of > 
"pepple; among whom the Quakers were most eminent for

"cp^; and he endeavoured to do it; but the crowdof Quakers 
"would not permithim; and having gotten the body upon 
"their Shoulders, they carried it away without farther cere- 
" mony ; and the whole Company conducted it into Moorfields, . 
"and thence to the new Churchyard adjoining to Bedlam, < 
"where it lieth interred."* 

One noisy dement, then, is out of this world : — another ii 
fast going. Frantic- Anabaptist Sezby, over here once more 
on Insurrectionary business, scheming out a new Invasioizkof 
the Charles-Stuart Spaniards and English-Irish Regiments, 
and just liftinganchor for Flandersagain, wasseized "in the 
"Ship Hope, in a mean habit, disguised like a oountryman, 
"and bis face inuch altered by an overgrown beard;" — be« 
fore the Ship Hope could get under weigh, about a month 
ago.^^ Bushy-bearded Sexby, after due ezamination by bis 
Highness, has been iodged in the Tower; where bis mind falls 
into a very unsettled State. In October next he volunteers a

Sexby, like the Stormy Peterel, indicates that new 
Bojalist-Anabaptbt Tumult is a-brewing. ^^ Tbey are as tbe 
waves of the Sea, tbey cannot rest; tbey must i^tir up mire 
and dirt,*' — it is tbe lot appointed them ! In fact, tbe grand 
Spanisb Charles- Stuart Invasion is again on tbe anvil; and 
tbey will try it, this year, even witbout the Preface of Assas- 
sination. New troubles are hoped irom this new Session of . 
Parliamenty which begins in January. Tbe ^'Exduded 
Members*' are to be readmitted tben ; there is to be a ^^Secouid 
Hpuse:*' wbo knows wbat possibilities of trouble! A new 
Parliament is always tbe signal for new Boyalist attempts; 
even as tbe Moon to waves of tbe sea: but we bope bis Higb^ 
ness will beprepared for them! —

For ibe rest, 
a brilliant, ingenuous and hopeful youüg man, " in my opinion 
apersonof extraordinaryparis;"*** of whom bis Highness 
has iiqade due investigAtion, aix4 finds that it may answer.

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And now for the new Session of Farliament which as- 
sembles in January next : the Secpnd Session of Farliament^ 
and indeed the last of this and of them all ! 

SPEECHES Xyi. — XVIIL, LETTER CCXXV. 

The First Session of this Farliament closed, last June, .. 
under such auspicious circumstances as we saw; leavlng the 
People and the Lord Frotector in the comfortable understand- 
ing that there was now a Settlement arrived at, at Govern- 
ment possible bjLaw; that irregulär ezercises of Authority, 
Major-Generals and such like, wotdd not be needed hence- 
forth for saving of the Commonwealth. Our Public Affairä, in 
the Netherlands and elsewhere, have pros|)ered in the In- 
terim; nothing has misgone. Why should not this Secönd 
Session be as successful as the First was? — Alas, success, 
espedallyon suchabasb as the humours and parliamentary 
talkings and self-developments of Four-hundred men, is very 
nncertain ! And indeed this Second Session meets now under 
conditions somewhat altered. 

For one thing, there is tö be a new House of Lords: we 
know not how that may answer ! For another thing, it ' is not 
now permissible to stop our Haaelrigs, Scotts and Ashley 
Coopers at the threshold of the Farliament, and say, Ye shaU 
not enter: if they choose to<take the Oath prescribed by thÜB 
new Instrument, they have-power to enter, and only the Far- 
liament itself can reject them. These, in this Second Session, . 
are new Clements; onwhich, as wehave seen, the generation 
of Flotters are aliready*speculating; on which naturally .his 
Highness too has his anxieties. His Highness, we find,: as 
heretofore, struggles to do his best and wisest, not yielding 
much to anzieties: bot the reerult is, this Session prbved en- 
lirely unsuccessful; perhaps the unsuccessfullest of all Ses- 
sions or Parliaments on record hitherto ! — 

The new House of Lords was certainly a rather qnestion- 
able adventure. You do not improviäe a Feerage: -^ no, his

X)Uver continue and su<?ceed as 
hithertp, undoubtedly his.Jiew Peerage may succeed along 
with him, and gather to it whatever of the Old is worth gather- 
ing. In the mean while it has been enacted.by the Parlia- 
ment and hixa; his part is now, To put it in Effect the best 
he can. ■ • . 

The List of 01iver*s Lprds can be read in many Books;* 
but issuing as that matter did, it need not detain us here. 
Puritan Men of Eminence, suph as tbe Time had yielded:

Yes; in that low figuredid Hewson 
Start; and has had to fight every inch of his way up hither- 
ward, doing manif old victorioas battle with the Devil and the 
World as he went aldng, — proving himself a bit of right good 
stnff, thinks the Lord Frotector ! You, Warwicks and others, . 
according to what sense of manhood 70a may have, you nfuk 
look into this Hewson, and see if you find any manhood or 
worth in him; — I have fonnd some! The Ptötector's List, - 
compiled under great difficulties,* seems,.ikö far as we can 
now read it,yery anex«eptionable; praistical^ sübstantial, with 
an eye for the New and for the Old; doing between these two, 
with good insight, the best it can.

You have now a godljMinistry; you bave aknow- 
ing Ministiy; such a one as, witbout vanity be [it 
sppken, the World bas not. Men knowing tbe tbmgs- 
of God, and able to search into tbe tbings of God^, ^— ' : 
by tbat only wbieb can fatbom tbose tbings in ^ome 
measure. Tbe 'spirit of a beast knows not tbe tbingis 
of ia man; nor dotb tbe spirit of man know tbe tbings 
of GodI "The tbings of God are inown^ the Spirit:'* 
— r Truly I will rwnember but one tbing of tbose, tbe 
misguided persons now cast out from us:' Their great- 
est persecution batb bfeen of the People of God; —

Natbsuiiel Fiennes follows in a long higbflown, iagenious 
Diacoursej^haracterised by Dryaadust, in bis Parliamentaiy 
HiBtoiy and other Works, as false, canting, and little less 
than insane; for which the Anti-drjasdast reader has by thif 
time leamed to forgive that fatal Doctor. of Darkne»i; 
Fiennes's Speech is easily recognisable, across its Calyinistic 
dialect, as füll of sense and strength; broadmanfol th91igbt 
and clear insight, couched in a gorgeous figurative Iftyle, . 
which a iriendlj judge might almost csdl poetic. It is the first 
time we thoroughly fbrgive the Honourable Nathaniel for sur- 
rendering Bnstol to Prince Euperli long ago; and rejoice that 
Pryhne and Independency Walker did not get him shot, by 
Court-Martial, on that oceasion. 

Nathaniel compares. the present state of England tp the 
rising of Cosmos out of Chaos as recorded in Genesis: Two

The Spanisb Cbarles-Stuart Invasion is again on foot, and 
no fable. He bas Four EngGsb-Irisb Begiment»; tbe low- 
minded Dutcb, we nnderstand, bare bired bim Two-and- 
twenly sbips, wbicb bope to escape our frigates some dark 
nigbt; and Don Jobn bas promised a Spanisb Army of Siz- 
tboosand örTen-tbousand,if tbe domestic Roy alists will bestir 
ibemselves. Like tbe waves of tbe sea, tbat eannot rest ; that 
bäve to go on, tbrowing up mire and dirtl Frantic-Anabap- 
tistsioo are awakening; tbe generalEnglisb Hydra is rallying 
itself again, as if to try it one otber last time.

The hopes of Olirer and Fiennes and all practicable Puri- 
tans may have naturaliy stood high at this.meetuig: — but if 
80, it was not many hours tili they began f ataUy to sink. 
There ezists also an tmpra^ticable setofPuritanmei^)— 'the 
old Ezeluded Members, inirodueed now, or now first admitted 
into this Parliament, — whom.no beautifollest ^'two firma- 
ments*' seen overspai^niog Chaos, no Spanish I^ya8ipn 
threatenmg to bring Chaoa^t^ack, no hopefoUest ai^d no fear* 
fallest phenomenon of Nature or Constitutipnal Ai^t , will eyer 
divorce from their oi^e Bepublican Idea. Intolerability pf the 
Single Person: this, and this only, will Nature in .her domb 
changes, and Art in her spoken interpretaticms thereof, reveal 
to these men. It js their pne Idea; which , in fact, they will 
carry with them to — the gallows at Charing Gross, when qo 
Oliver any more is there to restrain it and them I Poor windy 
angry Haselrig , poor little peppery Thomas Scott — Andjet 
these were not thß poprest. Scott was only hanget : but what 
shall we say pf a LukeRobinson, also yery loudin this Par- 
liament, who hsid totom his coat that he might «Escape 
hanging? The.hi^tory of this Parliament is not edifying to 
Constitutional men.

We said, the Two Houses, at least the First HOttse, vety 111 
fiüfilled his Highneas*8 ezpectations« Hardly had ^^y got 
into their respective localities after hisJHighness's Opening 
Speech, when the New Hoose, sending thie Old a simple 
message about requesting hie Highness toihave a day of 
Fasting, there aros(^ aPel^ate as to What aivswer s^^^ ^o 
given; asto Whät*';iame,** first of all, this said New'House 
was to have,-:— othei:wise what answer cbul'd.jf6tL.'give?'|!)i3b^tQ 
carried on >^th great vigöur; resumed, re-tesumed day alter 
day; — and neVer yet terminated; not desidneÜ to be teiM- 
nated in this world! How eloquent were peppery Thomas 
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Scott and others, lest we shonld call tliem a Honse oiLorda^ 
— - not , älflls , lest he the peppery Constitutional Debater , and 
others sncli, sbould lose thcir own heads, and entrust their 
Cause witiEi all its Gospels to a new veiy cnrious Def ender of 
theFaith! It is somewhat sad to see. 

On the moming of Mondäy January 25tb, the Writer of the 
Diary called BurtorCs , — Nathaniel Bacon if that were he, — 
finds, on entering the House , Sir Arthur Haselrig on his feet 
thöre , «äying , " Give me my Oath I " Sir Arthur / as we tran- 
siently saw, was summoned to the Peers House; but he has 
decided to sit here, It is an ominous symptom. After ^*Mr. 
Peters'' has eoncluded his moming exercise,* the intemperate 
£^Ai^ur again demands, "Give me my Oath!" — "I dare 
not," an^Wers Francis' Bacon, the'official person; Brother of 
the Diärist. But at length they do give it him; ^d he sits: 
Sir Arthur is hencejforth here. And, onthewhole, oughtwe 
not tO' call this pretended Peers House the *'Other House" 
merely ? Sir Arthur, peppery Scott, Luke Robinson imd Com- 
|yaifjr,'areclearly ofthat mind. . . 

'Hbwever^ the Speaker has a Letter from his Highness, 
MUtttnoning us all to the Banqueting-House at WhitehaJl, this 
idR^emoon aSt three ; both Houses shall meet him there. There 
aoeordingly does his Highness, do both Houses and all the 
Official World make appearance. Gloomy Bushworth, Bac<Mi, 
and one **Smythe," withJ^otebooks in their hands, are there. 
His Highness , in the foUoWinglarge manful manner, looking 
' belbre and after, tooking« abroad and at home, with true noble- 
nessifweconsiderallthings, — speaks: 

My Lords and Gentlbmen of thb Two

(For 50 I must own you), in whoib together with 
myself is vested tbe Legislative Power of these Na- 
tionsl — The Impression of the weight of iiio§e afiPajrs 
and interests for which we are met together is such

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that I could not with a good conscience satisfy myself,. 
if I did not remonstrate to you somewbat of my ap- 
prehensions of the State of the Affairs of tliese Na- 
tions; together with the proposal of such remedy as 
may occur, to tbe dangers now imminent npon us. 

I conceive the Well-being, yea the Being of these 
Nations is now at Btake. K 6od bless this Meeting, — 
OUT tranquillity and peace may be lengthened out .to 
us; if otherwisey — I shall oflFer it to your judgments 
and considerations, by the time I have done, whether 
there be, as to men^ *so much as' a possibility of dis- 
charging that Trust which is incumbent upon us.£or 
the safety and preservation of these Nations I When I 
have told yo.u what occurs to my thoughts, I shall 
leave it to such an Operation on your hearts as üt shall 
please God Almighty to work upon you. \His High- 
nessj I think^ looks eamest enough today, Oppressed with 
many things^ and not in good health either. In those deep 
moumful eyesy whiah are always füll of noble silent sov 
row^ of affection and pity and, valour^ what a depth today 
of thoughts that cannot besppken! Sorrow enough y depth 
enoughy — • and this deepest attainable depth^ to rest upon 
tühat^^^it ßhaU please God Almighty^* to dol] 

I look T^pon this to be the great, duty of my Place; 
as being seton a watch-tower to see what may be for 
the good of these Nations, and what may be for the pre- 
venting of evil; th^t so, by the advice of so wise atd 
great a Council as this, which^hath i^ i|; the life and 
spirit jDf these Nations, such "good" may be attained, 
and such "evil," what^yer it is, may be obyiated. 
[Truh/!] We shall hardly set our Shoulders to iMs 

* hnnumly Bpcsking» 
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work, nnless it shall pleaseQod to work some convic- 
tion upon our hearts that there is need of onr most 
serious and best counselg at such a time as this is! — 
I have not prepared any ßtidi matter and rule of speech 
to deliver myself: unto you, as perhaps might have 
been fitter for me tö Lave Jone, and more serviceable 
for you in understanding me^ — but öhidl only speak 
plainly and honestlyto you out of such conceptions as 
it hath pleased God tö set upon me. 

We have not been now.four years and upwards in 
this Government, to be totally ignörant 6f whät things 
may be of the greätest concemment to us. [No mortal 
thinks 50, your Higkness!] Your däng^rs, -^— for that 
is the head of my speechj — are either with respect to 
Affairs Abroad and their difficulties, or to Affairs at 
Home and their difficulties. You are coine now, as I 
may say, into the end [Which may but prove the new he- 
ginningl] of as great difficulties and straitB as, I think, 
ever Nation was engaged in. I had in my thoughts to 
have made this the method of my Speech: To have let 
you see the things Which hazard your Being, and 
'those which hazard' your Well-being. but when I 
came seriously to consider better öf it, I thöught, as 
your affairs stand, all things would resölt'e themselves 
into very Being! You are not a Nation^ yotl will not 
be ä Nation, ifGod strengthen you not to meet these 
evils that are upon us! 

First, from Abroad: What are the Affairs, I be- 
seech you, abroad? I thöught the Pi*dfessi6n of the 
Protestant Beligion was a thiig of "Well-beilig;" and 
truly, in a good sense, so it is, and it is no more: 
though it be a veiy high thing, it is but a thing of 
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"Well-being." [ÄiNathncan- still be, et)en without Pro- 
testantism^ Bnt take it with all the complications of 
it, with all the conoomitants of it, with, re^pect had to 
the Nations abroad, — - 1 do believe, he that looks well 
abont him, and coüsidereth the estate of the Protestant 
Affairs all Christendom over; he must needs say and 
acknowledge that the grand Design now on foot, in 
comparison with which all other Designs are but low 
things, is, Whether the Christian World ehall be all 
Popery? Or, whether God hath a love to, and we 
ought to have *a love to, and' a brotherly fellow-feel- 
ing of , the interests of all the Protestant Christians in 
the World? [F<?*, your Highness; the räging sea akut out 
by your lahour and vatour and death-peril, — with what 
indiferenee do we now^ safe at two^centuries distanee^ 
look hack lipon ity hardly audihle so far ,off^ — *• ungrate^ 
ful as we are!] He that strikes at but one species.of 
a general* to make it nothing, strikes at all. ' 

Is it not so now, that the Protestant Cause and 
Interest abroad is struck-at; and is, in opinion and ap- 
prehension, quite under foot, trodden down? Judge 
with me a little, I beseech you,' Whether it be so or 
no. Ana then, I will pray you, considei^ how far we 
are conceriied in that danger, as to 'our yoy' Being! 

We have known very wellj the I^irotestÄnt Cause is 
accounted the honest and religions^ Interest öf this Na- 
tion. It was not trodden under foot all at once, but 
by degrees, — that this Interest might be eonsmned 
as with a canker insensibly, as Jonah's gourd was, tili 
it was quite withered. It is at another rate now! For 
certamly tbisv in the general, *is the facti* The Papacy, 
and those that axe upholders of it, they have openly

äie Duke of Branden|)urg, one of the Electors, 'as 
good as sure of the Emperorship?' ** No doubt but he 
will have three of the Episcopal Electors 'on his side,' < 
and the Duke of Bavaria. [There are hut Eigkt Electors 
in all; Hanover hot yet made,~\ Whom will he then 
have to contest yq^^ him abroad, for taking the Empire 
of Germany oi;t -of his. hands? Is not he the son of a 
Father whose principles, interest and personal con- 
Bcience guided him to exile all the Protestants out pf 
his own patrimoxiial cpuntry, <—" out of Bohemia, gipt 
with the sword; out of Moravia and Silesia? [Ferdinand

And 
in my conscience, I loiow not for wbat eise *you are 
so' but because of tbe purity of tbe profession amongst 
you; wbo bave not yet made it your trade to prefer 
your profit before your godliness [Whatever certainDutch 
and Z><i«Jß«:Wfl^ <^/],.but .reckon god^ess thp greater 

But sböuld it bappen tbat, as contrivances stand, 
yoü sbould not be able to vindicate yourselve? against^ 
all wbomsoeyer,-^— I name no one State upon tbis bead, 
[Do not name the Dütiehy with their petiifoggings for the 
Sound; ml] but I tbink all ackndwledge States are en-

gaged in the combinationy — judge you where yon 
were! You have accounted yourselves liappy in berng 
environed with a great Diteh frötn all the world beside.

and fight to defetid' yourselves on terra firma! — 

And these tbings stated, liberavi cmimam meam; and 
if liiere be "no danger" in 'alP tbis, lam säti^fl. .1 
bave' told you; you will judge if no däf^ger! If you 
shall think, We may discourse öf all tÜings at pleasute> 

— [Debdte for days and weeks^ Whether it shall be 
^^House of Lords'* or ^^Other House;'** put the question^ 
Whether this question shall be put; and say ^y, say No; 
and thrash the air with idle Jargon!] — and tbat it is a 
time of sleep and ease and rest, witbout any due sense 
of tbese tbings, — I bave tbis comfort to God-ward: I 
bave told you of it. [YeSj your Highness! — intemr 
perate vain Sir Arthur^ peppery Thomas Scotts and ye 
other cönstitutional Patriots^ is there no 8ENSE of truth in 
yoti, thefi; no discernment of what reaUy is what? Instead 
of belief and insight^ have you nothtng but whirlpools of 
old paper-cüppings,' and a gray waste of Parliamentary 
cönstitutional logidt Such heads, ioo common in the 
world, loiU run a chance in these times to gel themselves 

— stuck up on Temple Bar! 

Eeally were it not "tbat Francs (give me leave to 
s«ay it) is a balance against the Party at tbis time — I 

— Sbould tbere be a Peace made (w'bicb batb been« 
and is still laboured and aimed at, *'a General Peace"), 
tben will England be tbe "general*^ object of all the 
fmy and wrath of all tbe Enemies of God and our 
EeHgion in the world! I have nbbody to acqisci; — *

büt do Ipok on the other side ofthe water! YimlasLve 
neighbpurs there; Boine that you are in amitj with; 
some that have profßssed malice enongh against 70a. 
I think you are foUy satisfied in that I bad rather 
you would trust your enemy than seme friends, — that 
is, rather believe your enemy, and trust htm that he 
means your ruin, than have con£dence in some who 
perhaps may De in some alliance with you! [We have 
watehed the Dutch^ and their dealings in the Baltic latelyl] 
— I perhaps could enforce all Öiis with some parti- 
culars, nay I 'certainly' could. For you know that 
your enemies be the same who have been accounted 
your enemies ever since Queen Elizabeth came to the 
crown. An ayowed designed enemy 'all along;* want- 
ing nothing of counsel, wisdom and prudence, to root 
you out from the face of the Barth: and when public 
atfera'f)ts [Spanish Armadas and such like] would not^dö, 
how have they , by the Jesuits and other their Emis- 
säries, laid foundations to perplex and trouble our Go- 
vernment by taking away the lives of them whom they 
judged to be of any use for preserving our peace! 
[Guy Faux and Jesuit Gamet were a pair of pretty men; 
to go no farther. Bavaillac in the Rue de la Ferronerie^ 
and Stadtholder William' s Jesuit; and the Night of St, 
Bartholomew: here and elsewhere they have not wanted 
^^ counsel" of a sort!] And at this time I ask you, 
Whether you'd'o'not think they are designing as busily 
as ever any people ^ere, to proseöute- Üie same ce^ttn- 
sels and things to'the uttermost? 

The business then ^as: The Dutch needed Queen 
Elizabeth of famous memory for their protection. They 
had it, *had protection from her.' I hope they will 
never ill req^uite it! For if they should forget either 
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the kindness ihat was th^ shawn tbem (which was their 
rei|l safe^j), or the desires this Natipn hatb had to be 
at peace with them, ^— truly I beliove whoeyer exer- 
cises any ingi^atitude in this sort will liaxdly prosper in 
it. [He cannot^ your Mighness: unleaa GoD and Hia 
Truth ^ö a mere Hearsay^ of th market .^ he never can!] 
But this may awakei?^ you, fcovsoßver., I hope you 
will be awakened, upon all these considerätions! It is 
certain, they [These Dutch] have professed a prmcipla 
which, thanks be.to <Jpd,.we never knew. They will 
seil arms to their enemies, and l^nd their ships to their 
enemies. . :They »will do so. And trnly that principle 
is.not a matter of dispute at this.time, ^we are not 
hereto arguewith them about itr.Vonly.let eyerything 
weigh.with your spirits as it ought; -r- let it do so.. 
And we must teil ypa> we do know ihat tl^is, ^of their 
having such a principle,' is true, I dare assure you of 
it; and I think if but your £s;Qhange here *in London' 
were resort^d-to^ it would let you know> as clearly as 
you can 4iösii:e to know, That they have hired — 
sloops, I think they call them, or some other name, — 
they have hired sloops, 'let sloops on hire,' to trans- 
port upon you Four-thousand Foot and a Thousand 
Horse, upon. the pretended interest of that young man 
that was the late King's Son. [What a deaignation for 
^^Charlea by, the graqe pf Go^F* The "t(;flw" may pos- 
sibiy haverbeen-^Us**. whm spoken; but we cannot afford. 
to ehang^ it.] A»ndthis, is, I think, a thing far &ojn 
being reckonable as a Suggestion to imy ill end or 
purpose: — ^ a thxng to no other end than that it may 
aw£^n you to a just consideration of your danger, 
and to uniting for a just and natural defence. 

Indeed I n^vw ^d» I hope I never shall, use any 
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avtiöee' withyoti to pray you to help ns with money 
for defopiding ourselves: bnt if money be needful, I 
will teU you, "Pray help na with money, that the In- 
terest of the Nation may be defended abroad and at 
bome.^' I will use no argumenta; and thereby will 
cUsappoint the artifice of bad men abroad who say, It 
ig, for money. Whosoever shall think to put things 
Qat of frame apon sueh a Suggestion — [His fate masy 
he guesßed; but the Sentence ie off] — Four you will 
find I will be veiy piain with you before I have done; 
and that with all love and affeotion and faithiulness to 
you and these Nations. 

J£ this be the oondition o£ your afißeurs abroad, I 
pray a little consider what is the estate of your affairs 
at home. And if both liiese considerations, ^of home 
affairs and foreign,' have but this effect, to get a con- 
sideration among you, a due and just consideration, — 
let God move you|r hearts for thö.ttnswering*'' of anyr^ 
thing that shall be due unto the Nation, a's !B[e shall. 
pleaisel And I hope I shall not be solicitous [The ^^ar* 
tifice^' and ^^ money** of the former paragraph still sound^ 
ing somewhat in his Highness^s ears]\ I shall look 
up to Hirn who hath been my God and my Guide * 
hitherto. 

I say, I beseech you look to your own affairs at 
home, hoW they stand! I am persuaded you are au, 
I apprehend you are all, honest and worthy goöd menj . 
mä that there is not a man of you but would desire 
to be found a good patriot. I know you would! We 
are apt to boast sometimes tb«t we are EngHshmoit- 
and txuly it is no shi^^e ibr us that we are Euglisk- 

* performiBf on such dem«^d. 
Cartyle, CrtmwOl, IV, 12 
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men; — but' li is a motive to us to do like English- 
]^en,"and seek the real good of this Nation, and the 
interest of» it [SVmZ;^/] *-^.But, I beöeech jon, what 
is bur.isafle at home?«^^ I« pr^xfess I dö not well know 
where to begin on this bead, or wbere to end, — I do 
not.' Put I mnst needs say, Let 41 •man begin wbere 
he will^ he shall hardly be ont'of thaifdriftl am speak- 
ing to yon *upon.' We are as füll öf calaniiti^Sy and 
of divisions among.ns.in respect of the spiasUs^of men, 
*as we could well b^," — Üiongh, throngh a wonder- 
ful, admirable,' and aieyer to be ^ufßoiexitl^ admit^ 
providence öf iQod, <isiill'iin.peace! And the fighting 
we have had, and the success we have had — yea, we 
that are here, we are an astonishment to the world! 
And take ns in that teiaperwe are in^ or raiher in 
that distemper, it is the ^greatest miracle that ever 
befell the sons of xnen^ idiat >we are got agadn to 
peace' — > 

[^' BeaBtiM great Sonl ,** exclaims a moden^Commentator 
here, ^'Beautiful great Soul; to whom jhe Temporal I3 all 
*' irradiated with the Etemal, aüd Gbd is ey^ where divihely 
*' visible in the affairs of men , and man himselif has as it were 
"become divine! ye etemal Heavens, have those days and 
"those souls passed away withont retum? — Patience: in- 
*' trinsically they can never pass away: intriniueally tfaey 
*<remain with us; and will yet, in nobler unexpected form, 
'< reappear among us, — if it please Heaven 1 ThereiA^ heen 
'< Divine Souls in England ; England too, poor moiling toüiiig

— that we are got again to peace. And wfaoever shaB 
seek to break it, God Almighfj root that man out öf 
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this Nation! And He Vill db ife; let the pretencea be 
"what they may! [PrivÜege of Pärliamerit^ or whatever 
elscj my peppery friendsf] 

*Peace-breäker8, do they consider what it £5 they 
are driving towards? They should do itl' He that 
considereth not the ""vlroman lyith chHd," — the suck- 
ing children of this Nation that know not the right 
band fröm the left, of whom, for aught I know, it may 
be Said this City is as füll as Nineveh was said to be; 
— he that considereth not these, and the fruit that is 
like to come of the bodies of thosje now living added 
to th^se; he that considereth not these, mnst have the 
heart of a'Cain; who was markedj and made to be an 
enemy to all men, and' all men enemies to. him! For 
the wf äth and justice of God willpi'osecute such a man 
to bis 'grävö, iftSot to Hellt ' [JrÄe/*^ is Sam Cooper^ 
or some ^p'rince of lirtmers^ to lake us that looJc of hi& 
Ilighness? I would'give my teiihe^ Ilhtorlcal Paintings 
for ity gilt frames and twaddle-cHtkisms into the hargain!] 
-^ I say, look oh this Natioü^ look on it! Consider 
what äre the viWfeties of lütierests in this Nation, — 
if they be worthy the name öf Interests. If God did 
not hinder, it wonld all but make up one confusion. 
We should find there Would be but one Cäin in Eng- 
land, if God did hot restrain! We should have an- 
other more bloody Civil War than ever we had in Eng- 
land. For, I beseech you, what is the general spirit 
of this Nation? Is it not that each sect of people, — 
if I mäyx^ällithemsects, whether sects upon a Beligious 
accöunt Ol- upoil a Civil accöunt — [Sentence gone; 
meanihg left cüar enough] — Is not this Nation miser- 
able in that "respect? What is that which possesseth 
every aect? What is it? That every sect may be

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uppermost! That every sort of men may get the power 
into their hands, and "they would use it well;" — that 
every sect may get the power into their hands I [-4 
reflection to make one wqnder. — Let therm thank God 
they have got a man ahle to hit and hridle ihem a little; 
the unfortunate^ peppery, loud-habhling individuals^ — 
with 80 much good in tJiem too, while ^^bittedT] 

It, were a happy thing if the Nation would be 
content with rule. 'Content with rule,' if it were but 
in Civil things, and with those that would rule ivorst; 
— because misrule is better than no rule; and an ill 
Government, a bad Government, is better than none! 
• — Neither is this all: but we have an appetite to 
variety; to be not only making wounds, *but widening 
those already made/ As if you should see one making 
wounds in a man^s side, and eager only to be groping- 
and grovelling with hiß fingers in those wounds! This 
is what 'such* men would be at; this is the spirit of 
those who would trample on men's liberties in Spiritual 
respects. They will be making wounds, and rending and 
tearing, and making them wider than they were. Is 
not this the case? Doth there want any thing — I 
speak not of sects in an ill sense; but the Nation is 
hugely made up of them, ■— and what is the want that 
prevents these things from being done to the uttermost, 
but that men have more anger than strength? They 
have not power to attain their ends. 'There wants 
nothing eise.' And, I beseech you, judge what such a 
Company of men, of ihese sects, are doing, while they 
are contiesting one with .another! They are contesting 
in the midst of a generation of men (a malignant Epis- 
copal Party^ I mean) ; contesting in the midst of these 
cUl united. What must be the issue of such a thing as 
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tMs? *So staAds it;' it is 50. -^ And do but judge 
wliat proofs have been made of tlie spirits of these meiL 
[Republican spirits: we took a ^'Standard" lately^ a 
PainUd one^ cmd a JPrintedj with wondrous apparatua 
behind itl] Summoning men to take np arms; and ex- 
horting men, each sort of them, to figbt for theirno^ 
tions; each sort thinking they are to tiy it out hj tli6 
sword; and every sort thinking that they are txvlf 
linder the batinet of Christ, if thejr but come in, aaA 
bind themselves in such a prqjecti* ^ 

Npy do but judgie whät a hard condition. this poosi 
Nation is in. This is ihe State and condition we are 
iß, . Judge, I say, what a hard condition this poor Na:^, 
tion is in, and the Cause of God 'is in^' . — amidfit 
such a party of men.as the Cavaliers are, and theis 

f)articipantsl Not only with respect tof what thöse -^^ 
^^ Cavaliers cmd their FarUeipants" both equally at first) 
but it becdmea ih6 latter chiefy, and'at length exclusively^ 
before theSentendemds] — are like to do of themselveB: 
but dorne of tbese^ yea some of th^se, they care nolfe 
who carry i]ie.goai:\JP\^aniiC' Anabaptist Sexbif^ deäd the 
other dayy he was not very caräfull] '^ some ef these 
haye invited the Spaniard himself to carry on the Ca* 
valier Cause. - 

And this is true. 'This' and many other things 
that are not fit to be sujggested ünto you;. because 'so* 
we should betray the. interest :of our mtelligence. [Spf* 
Royalist Sir Hioharft Willis and [the like ambiguous per* 
sons, if we show Üytrh in dayUghJtyihey vatiisTi forever^^^-^ 
aSi.Manning^ when t^iey shot.khn in Neuburg ^ did:] •-'.I 
say^ this ia youri'coirfitionr What i» your: defenee? 
What hindereth the irruption of all this upon you, to 

* " and oblige upon this accoimt ^ in ori^« 
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yonr utter destmction? Truly, 'that* you haye an 
Army in these parts,^-r in Scotlan4, in England and 
Ireland. Take them away tomorrow, would not aU 
these Interests run into one another? — I know you 
are rational, pmdent men. Have you any Frame or 
Model of things that would satisiy the minds of men, 
Tithishe vjoi the Frame, Hbis' whi^li you are now 
called together upon, and engaged in, -^ I mean, the 
Two Housee of Parliament and myself? What hinders 
this Nation from being an Aceldama, ^a field of blood^* 
if this doth not? It is^ without doubt, Hhis:' gire the 
glory to Göd; for without this, it would pro ve* as 
great a plague, as all that hath been Bpoken of. «It is 
this, withoüt. doubt, that keeps this Nation in peace 
and quietnessL — And what is the case of.your Army 
*withal?' A. poor unpaid^ Army; the soldiers going 
barefoot at this time, in thiscity, this weather! [Twenly- 
fifth x)f January*] And yet a peaceable people,^^ these 
soldiors;' seeking^ to serre you withtheir lives; judging 
their pains and hazards and aU well bestowed, in 
obeying their officers and serving you, to keep the 
Peace of these Nations! Yea, he must be a man with 
a heart as hard as the weather who hath not a due 
sense of this! [Ä severe frost^ tliough the Almanacs da 

not mention it,] 

So that, I say, it is most piain and evident, this is 
your outwaxd and present defence. [This frame of Go^ 
&mment\ the Army is a part of that.] And yet, at this 
day, — do but you judge! The Cavalier Party, and 
tiie several humours of unreasonable men *of other 
sinrts,^ in those several ways, having ^continually' made

Subject"^ — * [Sentence gone again] — ? — wbich really 
wiser men than tbey may pretend! For let nie ßay 
this to you at once: I nerer look to see the People of 
England come into a just Liberty,* if anotber ^ Civil* 
War overtake us. I tbink, 'I' at least, that tbe tbing 
likely to bring us into oui* "Liberty" is a consistency 
aad agreement at this Meeting! — Tberefore all I can 
say to yoü is tbis: It will be yöur wisdorä, I do tbink 
truly, and your justice, to keep tbat concernment close 
to you; to üpbold tbis Settlemerit 'now faUen-upon.' 
Wbich I baye no cause büt'to tbink you^are agreed 
to; and tbat you like it För I assure you:*I am veay 
greatly mistaken eise, *for my own part;* baVing takefi 
tbis wbicb is now tbe Settlement ämong^ Us as my cbief 
inducement to bear the bürden I bear, and to setve 
tbe Commonwealth in the place I am in! - 

And tberefore if you judge that ä11 tlöl be not 
argument enougb to persuade you to be's^ilsible of 
your danger - — ? — 'A danger* wbieh *all manner of 
considerations,* besides goodnature andingenuity Hbem- 
selves,' would move a stone to be sensible of ! — Give 
US leave to consider a little, What will become of us, 
if our spirits should go otherwise, 'and break tbis Set- 
tlement?' If our spirits be dissatisfied, what will be- 
come of things? Here is an Army five or six months 
behind in pay ; yea, an Army in Scotland near as mueb 
*behind;' an Army in Ireland ToucSa. Tösst^. ksÄ.*-^ 
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these things be considered, — I cannot doubt but they 
will be considered*, — I say^ judge iHial the stefce of 
IxeliEtud is if free-quarter come upon the. Iriiäli Peoplel 
[Free^quarter muat come^ if. thete henopay provided, and 
that soonf] You have a compaäiy of Scots in tle North 
of Ireland, 'Forty or Pifty thauaand 6f them settled 
th^rö;' vho, I hope^ are honest men. Inntfie Province 
of Galway almost all the Irish, transpfanted to the 
West.*' You have the Literest of England newly be- 
gon to be planted. The peoplethere, 4n these Englisb 
Settlements,' are fall of necessities änd complaints. 
They bear to the uttermost. And should the soldiers 
run upon frce^-qüarter there, •— t-.upon your «English- 
Planters, as they must,. — the Englisb Pla&ters müst 
quit the country through mere beggaiy : and that which 
hath been the success of so much blood and treasure, 
to get that Country into yourhands,' what> can beoome 
öf it, but that' the Englisb must needs nm awäy for 
pure beggary, and the Irish must pössess the country 
'again' för a receptaele to the Spaidsh Interdrt? r— 

And hath Scotland been long settled? [Mddleton^s^ 
Highiand Insurrection ^ luäkit» Mo'estroopery and misery^ 
is not dead thr*.ee years yet.^^] fiäve not they a like 
sense of pöyetty? I speak plainly. In ^oo(d öariiest, 
I do think the Scots Nation have been under as great 
a suffering, in poi&t of UyeUliood and.subsistende out* 
waxdly, as any People I have yet named ,to' you» I do 
thiük truly they are a very.ruined Nation; . [Tom to 
pieces with now near Twenty Years of continual Waty 
<xi%d foreign and intestine worrying unth themselves anäi 
loitk all the %üorld.'\ -^ And yetin li way (I hav6.spoken 

* "All tjielriah ; » all the Malignaat Irlsb, the tingiMderi öf ÄePoplth 
Rebellion : Galway is here called ^' Galloway i" 
'*• Febr. 105« (Whitlocke, p.öW). ' . . 
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with some Gentlemen come from thence) hopeful enough; 
— it hÄth pleased God to give thät plentiful encpurage- 
ment to the meaner sort in Scotland; I must say, if 
it please God to encourage the meaner sort — [The 
consequences ttiay be fores^en^ hut are not stated h€re!\ 

Thia meaner sort *in Scotland' live as well, and 

are Hkely to come into as thriving a condition uhder^ 
your Gk)verriment, as when they were under theiir own 
great Lords, who made them work for their living no 
better than the Peasants of France. I am loath to 
speak aBjthing which may reflect lipon that Nation: 
but the middle sort of pcoplei do grow up there into 
9ach a substance as makes their lives öomfortable, if 
not better than they were before. [Scotland is pros- 
pering; hos fair-play and ready-money ; — prosperihg 
ihough sulky^l 

If now, after all ihis, we shall not be sensible öf 
all those d^signs that are in the midst.Jof. us: of the 
united Cayaliers; of the designs which äie anims^ted 
erery day front Flaüders and Spain; while we have to 
look upon ourselved as a divided people -r- [Senience of\ 
— A man cannot certainly teil where to fin,d congistency 
anywhere in England! Certainly there is no consi^tency 
in anything, that' may be worthy öf the name of a 
body of consistency, but in this Company who are met 
here! How can any man lay his band, on bis heart,.and 
*permit himself to* talk of ttings', — [Roots of Consti- 
tutional Government, ^^Other House ^** ^^House o^ Lords^*' 
and such Irke] neither to be madö out by the light öf 
Stiripture nor of Keäson; and draT^' öme * änoil^er oflf 
from donfiidering of ihese jthii^gs, — Vhich' are verj^ 
palpable thirigsr I dare leaVe'them with you, and 
commit them to yotr bospm. They have a "«^eight, --r 
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s greater Veight. thaij; any 1 have yet suggested to 
you, from abroad or at home! If such be our case 
abroad and at home,w Tbat our Being and Well-being, 
— pur Well-being is not worth the naming compara- 
tively, — I say< if such be pur case, of our Being at 
home and abroad, That through want to bear up our 
Honour at Sea, and through want to maintain what is 
our Defenqe at Home,^ ^we,. stand exposed to such 
dangers-,* and ^ tl^rough our mistake we shall be led 
off irom the consideration of these things; and talk of 
circumstantial things, and.quaitel about circumstances; 
and shaU not with heart and, soid intend and carry-on 
these things — ! — I confes3 I can look for nothing 
^other,' I can say no other than what a foolish Book* 
expresseth, of one that having consulted everything, 
could hold to nothing-, neither Fifth-Monarchy, Presby- 
tery, nor Independency, nbthing; but at length con- 
dudes. He is for nothing bnt an ^-orderly confusion!" 
And for men that taye wonderfully lost their con- 
sciences and their wits, - — I speak of men .going about 
who cannot teil what they would; have, yet aiß willing 
to kindle coals to disturb others— I [An ^^orderly con- 
fusioriy* and general /ire-iSonsummation: what eise is pos- 
siblef] .. , 

And now having aajid this, I have discharged my 
duty to Ood and to yoü, in making this demonstra- 
üon, —. änd I profess, not as ,a rhetoripian! My busi- 
n^s was to pi:ove the verity of the Designs from 
Abroad; and the still unsa.ti8fied spirits of the Qavaliers 
at Eton^e^ — vrbo from tÜe b^ginning of our Peace to

hearts with a dae sense of it! [F<?a/] And give you 
one heart and mmd to cany on this work for whicb 
we are met together! J£ tbese tbings be so, — sbould 
yon Hifebt tomorrow, and accord in all tbings tending 
to your preservation and yoür rights iand liberties,

His Highuesi^'s last noble appeal , the words as of a strong 
great Captaio. addresi^ in' the hour x>f imminent shipwreck, 
produced no ade^uate efifect The dreaxjr Debate, supported 
chiefly by intemperateHaselrig, peppery^cott, and ftiture- 
renegade.Robinson, went on^ trailkig its slow length day after 
day^/daily widening itself, too, into n%w dreariness, new 
questionability: a kind of pai&|oreäd even at this distanoe^ 
and with yiew of ihe intemperais hot^ heads aotuaUy stuck on 
TempleBar! For the man in "green oilskin hat with night- 
cap uuder it," the Duke df Ormond najltely, who iöclges at the 
Papist Chirnrgeon's in Drury Lane^is yery bnsy all this while.

As yet, ho wer er, there Stands one strong Man betweenus 
and that issue. The strong Man gone, that issue, we may 
guess, will be inevitiäble ; bot he is not yet gone^ For ten days 
more the dreary Debate hias lasted. Yarions good Bills and 
Notices of Bills have been introdnced; attempts on the part 
of well-a£Eected Members to do some useful legislation here;* 
attempts which coul4 not be accomplished. What could be 
accompHshed was, to ppen the fountuns of constitutional 
logic, and debate this question day afiter day* One or two 
intemperate persons, not exchided at the threshold, are of 
great moment in a Popnlar Assembly.

The histoxy 
of our Second Session, and indeed of these Oliv^an Par- 
liaments generally, is not ezhilarating to the constitational 
mind! — 

Bat now on the tenth day of the Debate, with its noise 
growing ever noisier, on the dthofFebmary 1657-8, ^^about 
eleven in the moming," — while peppery Scott is just about to 
attempt yelping out some new second speech, and there «re 
cries of '^Spoken! spoken!" which Sir Arthur struggles to 
argue down, r— arrives the Black Bod. — ^* The Black Bod 
stays!" cry some, while Sir Arthur is aiguing for Scott. — * 
<<What cate I for the Black Bod?" snarls he: '«The Gen- 
tleman" (peppery Scott) ^'ought to be heard." — Black Bod, 
however, iliheardfirst; signifiesthat "Hisl^i^ess isla the 
Lords Honse*, and dösires to speak with you." Under way 
therefore! /^ShaU we take our Maoe?" By all means, if you 
consider it likelyto be useful foir yoal'i^

They answer from their hearts , No, 
it Bhall not ! '^ We will stand and fall with your Higliness , we 
will live and die with yon! ** * — It is the last duel this Oliver 
has with any Hydra fomented into life by a Talking- Appara- 
tus ; and he again conq^uers it , invincibly cSomprSäseff it , as h% 
hasjheretofore dpäe. 

One day, in the eafly days of Üafch next, hid Highness 
said to Lord Broghil: An cid friend of yours is in Town, the

Sir 
Henry, prisoner in HuU and acqnainted with the Chief Officers 
there , has been treating with them for betarayal of the place to 
hisMajesty; has even, tothat end, givenoneofthemaMa- 
jesty's Commission; for whose Spanish Invasion such a Haven 
and Fortress would havebeen eztremely convenient Beverend 
Dr. Hewit, preachingby sufferance, according to the old ritüal 
"in St. Gregoy's Church near Faules," to a select disaffected 
audience, has farther seen good to distinguish himself veiy 
much by secular zeal in this business of the Hoyalist Insurrec- 
tion and Spanish Charles-Stuart Invasion; — which has now 
come to nothing, and left poor Dr. Hewit in a most question- 
able Position. Of these two , and of others , a High Court of 
Justice shall take cognisance. 

The Insurrection having no chance in the eyes of reason- 
able Boyalists, and they in consequence refusing to lead it, 
the large body of unreasonable Royalists now in London City 
orgatheringthitherdecide, with indignation , That they will 
try it on their own score, and leäd it themselves. Hands tö 
work, then, ye unreasonable Boyalists ; pipe, All hands ! Sa* 
turday the 15th of May, tÜat is the night appöinted: To rise 
that Saturday Night; beat drums for '^Boyalist Apj;>rentice8,'' 
'<fire houses at the Tower/* slay this man, slay that, and bring 
matters to a good issue. Alas , on the very edge of the ap* 
pointed hour, as usual, we are aU seized ; the ringleaders of oj^ 
are all seized, " at the Mermäid in Cheapside," — for Thurlob 
and his Highness have long known what we were upon \ BaTk- 
stead Govemor of the Tower *'marches into the Oty with üyq 
drakes,** at the rattle of which every Boyalist Apprentice, and 
party implicated, shakes in his shoes : — and this also has gone 
to vapour, leaving only for result certain new individuals of the 
Civic class to give account of it to the High Court of Justice.

Beverend Dr. Hewit, 
whose proceedings also had become very palpable , refused to 
plead at all; refused even <'to take off his hat," says Carrion 
Heath, "tiÜ the officer was coming to do it for him; *' *<had a 
Paper of Demurrers prepared by the leamed Mr. Prynne," 
who is now agäin doing business this way; — ''conduc^ßd 
himself not very wisely," says Bulstrode. He Hkewise received 
gentence of death. The others , by narrow missing , escaped ; 
))y good luck, or the Protector's mercy, suffered nothing. 
' As to Slingsby and Hewit, the Protector was inexorable. 
Hewit has already taken a very high line : let him persevere in 
itl Slingsby was the Lord Fauconberg*6 Uncle, married to 
his Aunt Bellasis; but that could not stead him, — perhaps 
thät was but a new moiiition to be strict with him. , The Com- 
monwealth of England and its Peace are not nothingj These 
Boy allst Plots efveiy winter , deliveries of garrisons to Charles 
Stuart , and reckless ** usherings of us into blood ,*' . shall end ! 
Hewit and Slingsby suffered on Tower Hill, onjMonday^th 
June ; amid the maniföld rumour and emotion of men. Of tl^e 
City Insurrectionists six were condemned ; three of whom were 
executäd) three pardoned. And so the High Court of Justice 
dissolved itself; and at this and not atmoreexpenseofbloödl, 
the huge Insurrectiönaiy miov^ent end^d, and lay silent 
within its caves again. 

Whether in any fiiture year it would have tried another 
rising against such a Lord Protector, one does notknow,— -

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one gaesses rather in the negative. The Royalist Cause , after 
so many failures , after such a sort of enterprises /* ou the word 
of a ChristiaD^King/' had naturally sunk rery low. Some 
twelvemonth hence, with a Commonwealth not now under ._ 
Crom well, but only under the Impulse of Cromwell, a Christian 
King hastening down to the Treaty of the Pyrenees, where 
France andSpain were makingPeace,found one. of the coldest 
receptions. Cardinal Ma;^;a,rin ^'sent his coaches and'guards 
<'a day*s joumey to meet Lockfiart the Commonwealdi Am- 
''bassador;" but refnised to meet the Christian King atall; 
wonld not even meet Ormond ezcept as if by accident, '^ on the 
public road/* to say that there was no hope. The Spanish 
Minister, Don Luis de Haro , was civiller in manner j . but as to 
Spanish Charles-Stuart Inva^ipns or the like,he also decisively 
shook his head.* The Boy aUst Cause was as good as desperate 
in England ; a melancholy Reminiscence, fast fading away intq 
the realm of shadows. Not tili Furitanism sank of its own ac- 
cord, could Royalism rise again. But Furitanism, the King 
of it once away, feil loose very naturally in every fibre , — feil 
inio IQnglessness, what we call Anarchy ; crumbled down, ever 
faster, for Sixteen Months, in mad.sulcide, and universal^ 
clashing and collision; proyed, by triäl after trial,. that therei 
lay not in it either Government or so much aisSelf-gövemment 
any more ; that a Government of England by ü was henceforth ^ 
an impossibility. Amid the general wreck of thingS:, all Gov- 
6mmc«it,threatening now to be impossible, the Beminiscence 
oiF Boyäliy rose again, *'Let us take refuge ihrihePast, the 
Future is not possible! — and|Miyor-General Monk crossed 
the Tweed at Coldstream,, with results whic& are well known-

My friend, Puritan- 
ism was not the Complete Theoiy of this immense Universe;

But in these same June days of the year 1658, while Hewit 
and Slingsby lay down their heads on Tower Hill, and the 
English Hydra finds that its Master ip^tül here, there arrive 
nie news of Dnnkirk alluded-to abover Dnnkirk gloriously 
taken, Spaniards gloriously beaten: victories and successes 
abroad; which are a new Illumination to the Lord Protector in 
thefeyes of England. Splendid N^phews of the Cardinal, 
ICanzinis, Dues de Crequi, come across the Channel to con- 
gratulate ''the most invincible ofSovereigns-/' young Louis 
Fourteenth himself would have come, had not Üie attäck of 
small-pox prevented.* With whon^ the elegant Lord Paucon- 
berg and öthenr busy themsfelves: tl^eir pageantry and gilt 
coaches, much gazed-at by the idler multitit^, need not de-* 
tainushere. 

The Lord Protector, his Parliament having^been dlsmissed 
with such brevity, is üömewhat en^barrassed in his finances. 
But otherwise his a£Paird stand weÜ;^ ^dsibly in ai\ improved 
cpndition. Onbe more he häs saye4.Pnr}tai)t England; once 
more approved bimself inVincible j^brbad and ät home. He 
looks with confidence fowJEÜrds summoning a new Parliament, 
of juster disposition towards Pnritan England and him.^^ 
With a Parliament, or ifextremityof need arrive, withouta 
Parliament and in spite of Parliaments, the Puritan Gospel 
Cause, sanctioned by a Higher ihan Parliaments^ sl^all not 
aink while life remains ih this Mani.' Not tili Oliver Crom well's' 
head lie low, shall English Puritanism bend its head to any 
created thing. Erect , with its foot on the neck of Hydra Ba-. 
bylon, with its open Bible and drawn Sword, shall Puritanism

LETTER CCXXV. 

The poor Protestants of Piedmont, it appears, are again in 
a State of grievance , in a state of periL The Lord Protector, 
in the thickest press of domestic anarchies , finds time to thinh; 
of these poor people and their ease. Here is a Letter to Am- 
bassador Lockhart, who is now at Dankirk Siege, in the French 
King and Cardinal's neighbourhood: a generous pious Letter; 
dictated to Thurloe, partly perhaps of Thurloe's composition, 
but altogether of Oliver's mind and sense ; — fit enough , since 
it so chances, to conclude our Series here. 

Among the Lockhart Letters in Thurloe, which are füll of 
Dankirk in these weeks, I can.find no trace of this new Pied- 
mont bosiness: bat in Müton's Latin State-Letters, among the 
lAtera Oliverii Protectoris, there are Three, to the French 
King, to the Swiss Cantons, to the Cardinal, which all treat of 
it. The first of which , were it only as a sample of the Milton- 
Qliver Diplomacies, we will here copy ,^ and translate that al| 
may read it. An emphatic State-Letter; which Oliver Crom- 
weU meant, and John Milton thought and wrote into words; 
not unworthy to be read. It goes by the same Express as the 
{iCttier to Lockhart himself ; and is Yexy specially refeired to

3. To. ^thjft, we add, their ötrict 'J)rohibition of all 
Physicians ,and Chirurgeons of the Keformed Eeligion 
tQ inhabit. in, tl^ Valleys. And thus they attempt not 
only to starve their souls for want of spiritual food and 
nourishment, but tp destroy their bodies likewise for 
want of those outward . conyeniences and helps which 
God hath aJlowed to allmankind. 

4. And as a Supplement to the former grievances, 
those of the Reformed jßeligioti are prohibited aU man- 
ner of Commerce and Trade with their Popish neigh- 
bours; that so they may. not be äble to subsist and. 
maintain their families: and if they offend herein 
in the . least, they are immediately apprehended as 
rebels. 

• 5. Moreover, to giye the world a clear testimony 
what thqir main design in all these oppressions is, they 
have issued out Orders T^hereby to force the poor Pro- 
testants To seil their Lands and Houses to their Popish 
neighbours: whereas the Papists are prohibited upon 
pain of excommunication to seil any immovable. to the 
Protestants.

make restitution for the same. If by chance any mur- 
der be committed in the Valleys (as is too-too often 
practised) whereof the authors are not discovered, l3tö 
poor Protestants are immediately accused as gailty 
thereof, to render them odious to their neighbours, 

7. There are sent lately into the said VÄÜeys se- 
veral Troops of Horse and Companies of Poot; whibh 
hath caused the |poor People, ont of fear of a mas- 
sacre, with great expense and difficHlty to send their 
wives and little ones, with all that were feeble and sick 
amongst them, into the Valley of Perosa, nnder the 
Sang of France his Dominions. 

These are, in short, the grievances, and this is tibe 
present State and condition of those poor People even 
at this very day. Whereof you are to use your utmost 
endeavours to make his Majesty thoroughly sensible; 
and to persuade him to give speedy and effectual Or- 
ders Ho' his Ambassador who resides in the DokeTs 
Court, To act vigorously in their behalf. Our Letter,* 
which you shall present his .Majesty for this end and 
pnrpose, contains several reasons in it which we hop'e 
will move his heart to the Performance of this chari- 
table and mercifiil work. And we desire yöu to se- 
cond and animate the same with your most eamest so- 
licitations; representing unto him how much his own 
interest and honour is concemed in the makin? good 
thatAc(^aird of Henry the-Fourth, hi« royal predecessor,- 
* * «Miltoii*t,gfT«iYboVe. 
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with the Ambassadors of those very People, üq tlbe year 
1592, hj the Constable of Lesdigui^res; which A<^cörd 
' is registered in the Parliament of Dauphin^; and whereof 
you have an authentic Copj in your own Lands. 
Whereby the Kings of France oblige themselves and 
their Successors To maintain and preserve tbeir an- 
cient Privileges and concessions. — Besides that die 
gaining to himself tke hearts of that People, by so 
gracious and remarkable a protection and deliveranee, 
might be of no little use another day, in relation to 
Pignerol and Ithe [other adjacent places under his Do- 1 
minions. 

One of the most effectual remedies, Tviiich we con- 
ceive the fittest to be ap^Hed at present is, That the : 
King of France would be pleased to make an Ex- 
change with the Duke of Savoy tpr those Valleys; (re- 
signing over to him some other part of his Dominions 
in lieu thereof, ^ — us, in the reignof Henry theFonrth, 
the Marquisate of 3alnces was exchanged with the 
Duke for La Bresse.^ Which certainly conld not but 
be of great advantage to his Majesty, as well for the 
safety of fignerol, as for the opening of a Passage for 
'bis Forces into Italy, — which * Passage,' if under the 
döminion , and in the hands of so powerful a Prince, 
Joined ,with tbie natural strength of these places by 
reason.of their Situation, . must needs be rendered [im- 
pregnable. 

; By what we have abeady said^ you see bur inten- 
tionsv and therefore we leave all other particulars to 
your special care and conduct ; and rest,

Thursday nigbt tbeWriterof onr old Pamphlet was himself 
in attendance on bis Highness; and bas preserved a trait or 
two; with wbicb let us basten to conclude.

This is not a State of matters one would wish to reawaken! 
Scepticism, leamed doubt, in regard to these Squire Papers, 
I anderstand is still the prevailing sentiment; and also that 
silence , and the reflection höw small an interest , if any what- 
ever, is involved in the matter, are the only means of removing 
douDt, and of leading us to the least miraculous ezplanation, 
whatever that may be.

On the first publication of Oliver CromweWs Letters and 
Speeches, ne w contributions of Oromwell matter, of some yalne of 
novalue, and even of less than none, were, asthegeneralreader 
knows, diligently forwarded to mefrom all quarters ; and tumed 
to äccount, in the Seoond EditioD of that work , as the laws ^ 
the case seemed to allow. The proeess, which seemed then to all 
practical intents completed, and is in fact very languid and 
intermittent ever since, has nevertheless not yet entirely 
ceased ; and indeed one knows not when, if ever, it will entire^ 
cease; for at longer and longer intervals new documents and 
notices still arrive; though , except in the sinsle instance now 
be^e US, I m^ descril^ Üiese latter as of the last degree of 
insi^nificanee ; hardl^ even worth ''insertingin an Appendix," 
which was my bargain in respect of them. Whence it does, at 
last, seem reiasonable to infer that omr English Archives are 
now pretty well exhausted,in this partioular; and that nothing 
mcnre, of importanee, eonceming Oliver Cromweirs utterances 
of hmiself in this woiid will be gathered henceforth. — Here, 
however, is akind of exception, in r^gardto which, onmore 
aeoonnts than one, it has become necessary fbr me to adopt ao 
eaeeptional course; and if not to edit, in the sense of elucida- 
tangj tiie contribution sent me, at käst to print it straightwayi 

ore accident befol it or me. 
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The foUowing Letten, whicb require to be printed at once, 
with mj ezplicit testimony to their authenticity , havö cpme^ 
into my hands under singular circumstances and condfitibns^ 
I am not allowed to say that the Originals are, or were, in tha 
po98e8sion of Mr. So-and-so. as is udual in like cases; thls, 
which would satisfy the reader's strict Claims iirthe matter, I 
have had to engage expresslj not to do. " Why not?"^aÜ 
readers will ask, with astomshment, or perhaps with other' 
feelin^ still more superflaons for our present öbject. The/; 
stoty 18 somewhat of an absurd one, what may be called ä 
farce-tragedy; verv ludicrous as well as veiy lamentable; — ' 
not glorious to relate; nor altogether easy, under^the con- 
ditions prescribed! But these Thirty-five tetters are Oliver 
Cromweli's; anddemand, of meespecially, both that they be 
pioüsly preserved, and that there be no ämbiguity , no avoid- 
able mystery or other foolery , in presenting of them to the 
World. If the Letters ate not to have, in äny essential or un- 
essentialrespect, thecharacterof voluntary enigmas^ but to 
beread, with undisturbed attention, in such poor twib'ght of 
intelligibility as belongs to them, some explanation, suchas 
canbe given, seems needful. 

Let me hasten to say, then,explicitly pnce more, that these 
Letters are of indubitable authehticity : fiirther, that the Ori« 
einals , all pr nearl^ all in Autograph , which ezisted in June 
last, in the possession öf a private Gentleman whosenamel 
amontioaccounttomention, have nqw irr^coverably perish- 
ed; — änd, in brief, that the histoiy of them', ' so far as it ea& 
be related under these conditions,|8 asfoUows:

Correfi^pndent in the distance ; äetäng forth, in simple, rugged 
and trustworthy, thoügh ratherpöculiardialeet, tnathe, my 
Unknown Correspondent, — who flO^ned to have beenalittle 
astonished to find that Oliver Crom well was actually not a 
miscreant, hypocrite &c. as heretofore r^reeented, — had in 
his hands a stock of stränge oM Pafierg jrelatmg to Oliver: 
much consumed by damp , and other mjuryoftime; inparti* 
cular,' müch "eateninto by a vermin" (as my Correspondent 
phrased it), — spme moth, or boriy of moths, who had ooarded 
there iü past yeiurs. The Paperd, he said, describlng them 
rather vaguely, contfüned some tmni?B of Cromwell's own. but 
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appeared to have been mostl^ written by one Samuel Squibb, 
a subaltem in the famed Regiment of Ironsides, who belonged 
to "the Stilton Troop," andnad served with Oliver "from the 
first mount** ofthat mdomitäble Corps, as Comet, ai^d then as 
"Auditor," — of which latter office my Correspondent could 
not, nor could I when questioned, quite specificate the 
meanlng, but gruessed that it might be something like that of 
Adjutant in modern regiments. This Auditor Squire had kept 
some "Journal," or Diary of proeeedings , from "the first 
mount" or earlier, from about 1642 tili the latter end of 1645, 
as I could dimly gather : but agun it was spoken of as " Jour- 
nals," as " Old Papers, "Manuscripts," in the plural number, 
and one knew not definitely what to expect: moth-eaten, 
dusty, dreary old brown Papers; bewildered and bewildering; 
dreadfuUy difficult to decipher, as appeared, and indeed, 
almost a pain to the eye, — and töo probably to the mind« 
Poring in which, nevertheless, my Unknown Correspondent . 
professed to have discoyeredVarious things. Strange unknown 
aspectsof affairs, moving accidents, adventures, such as the 
fortune of war in the obscure Eastem Association (of Lincoln, 
Norfolk &c.), in the early obscure part of Oliver's career, 
hitherto entirely vacant and dark in. all Histories, had dis- 
closed themselves to my Unknown Correspondent, painfuUy 
sp'elling in the rear of that destructive vermin; onslaughto^ 
seizures.surprises; endless actlvity, audäcity, r'apidity on the 
part of Oliver ; strict ^eneral integrity too, nay,xhadamanthrne 
justice, and traits of miplacable severity connected therewith, 
which had rather shocked the otherwise strong but modern 
nerves of my Unknown Corresfpondent. Interspersed, as I 
could dimly gather ^ were certain Leiters ^ from Oliver and 
others (known or hitherto unknown, was not said); kept, 
presumably, by Auditor Sqiure, the Ironside Subaltem, as 
narrative documents, or out of j>rivate fondness» As proof 
what curious and to me interesting matter lay In those old 
Papers^ Joumals or Journal, as my unknown Correspondent 
inaiscnminateljr named them, he gave me the following small 
fizcerpt; illuminating compietely a point on which I had 
otherwise sought light in vain. See, in Oliver CromwelVs 
Leiters and Speeches. Letter of 5th July 1644; which gives . 
accountof Marston-Moor Battle. and contains an allusion to 
OUver's own late loss, ?'Sir, you know my own trials this way," 
— tooching aUusioD, as it AqW proTes; 4adL hitherto for all 
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readers : — Meetii^ Colonel Cromwell a^ain after some ab- 
sence, just on the edee of Marston Battle (it is Auditor Squire 
that writes), ' I thougnt he looked sad and wearied ; *for he had 
^had a sad loss; young Oliver got killed to death not long be- 
^fore, I heard: it wasnear Knaresborough, and 30 more got 
killed,** 

Interesting Fapers beyond doubt, my Unknown Corre- 
spondent thought. On one inost essential point, however, he 
professedhimselfatapainful pause: Howfar, or whether at 
all, these Papers ought to be eommunicated to the Public, or 
even to myself ? Part of my Correspondent^s old kindred had 
been Boundheads, part had been Koyalists ; of both whidi 
sorts plentiful representatives yet remained, at present all 
united in kindly oolivion ofthose old sorrows and aniroosities; 
btttcapable yet, as my Correspondent feared, of blazing up 
into one knew not what fiercie contradictions, should the ques- 
tion be renewed. That was his persuasion, that was bis 
amiable fear. I could pereeive, indeed, that mv Correspon- 
dent, evidently a simple and honourable man, feit obscurely : 
as if, in hisbwn new conviction about Oliver^s character, li^ 
possessed a dangerous secret, which ought in nowise tobte/ 
Hghtly divulged. Shpuld he once inconsiderately blab it, 
tbis heterodox almost criminal secret, like a fbe-spark among 
linder and dry flax ; ~. how much more if, by pubhshing those 
private Papers, confirmatory of the same, he deliberately 
sl^ot it forth as mere flame! ' Explosion without limit, in liie 
family and still wider circles, might ensue. -7 On the whole, 
he would consider of it; was heartily disposed to do for me, 
and for the interests of truth (with what peril soever) all in bis . 
power; — hoped, for the rest, to be in London soon, where. 
it appeared, the Papers were then lying in some repository bi 
his; would there see me, and do as good will guided by wife 
caution might direct 

To all which I could only answer with thanks for the small 
valuable hint conoeming young^Oliver's death; with a desire 
to know more aböut those old Papers; wi^h astonishment at ' 
mv. Correspondenfs apprenension aa to püblishinff themt > 
which I professed was mconceivable, and tikel^.tp fly away 
as a ^ightdream if he spoke öf it in intelligent oircles; — ancl .. 
finally with an eager wish for new light pf any authentic kinÜ 
on OEver Cromwell and bis acta or.s^yings, and an engage-

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menttbat whateter of that sort my Correspondent did please 
to favour me with, should be thanküüly tomed to use, nnder 
sach conditions as be migbt see good to prescribe. And bere, 
after a second or perbaps eren a tbird fetter and answer (for ' 
several of tbesemissives, judged at first to be witbout im- 
portance, are now lost)^ wbicb prodaced no new information 
to me, nor any cbange m mj Correspondent's resolutions, tbe 
matter bad to rest To an inteUigent Friend, partly ac- 
quainted m my Correspondent's country , I transmitted bb 
letters; witb request tbat be would visit this remarkable pos- 
sessor'of o\d Maniuscripts; ascertain for me, more preciselr/' 
wbatbewas, andwbattb6y were; and, ifpossible, persuaae 
bim tbat it would bie safe, tot bimself and tor the universe, to 
let me bave some brief pen^sal of tbem! Tbis Friend nn- 
' fortmiately did not visit thosiß my Correspondent's localities 
at tbe time intended: so, beaHng nothing more of tbe affiEtir, 
Ibad to wait patiently its ulterior developments; tbe arriviü, 
namely, of my Cörrespondent in Town, and tbe opening^ öf 
bis mysteriöus repositories tbere. Not without surmises tbat 
perbaps, after all, tbere migbt be little, or even notbing of 
ayailaole, in tbem; for me notbing, bat new dreaiy labonr^ 
ending in new disappointment and disgust; tragic experience 
being already long and frequent, of astonisbingly curions old 
Fapers on Oliver, vouchssuPed me, witb an eSbrt and irom 
favomr, by ardent patriotie correspondents, — wbicb, aftier 
painfal examination, proved onl;jr to be astönisbin^ old 
bundles of inanity, dosty desölation and extinct stupidity, 
wortby of obliviön and combostioin: surmises tenxling natur- 
ally to moderate very mucbmy eagemess, and render patience 



3o bad some montbs passed, and tbe afi^r been pretty 
wiell forgottto, wbeu, one aftemoon in June last, abeavy 
Packet c^me by Post; recognisable even on tb^ exterior as n^ 
Unknown Correspondtot's: and bereby, 'sooner tban antia- 
pation, and Uttle as I could at first discem it, bad tbe catas- 
tropbe arrived, Töi witbiii tbere lay onlr, in tbe meanwblle, 
copied accurati^ly in my Correspondents band, tbbse Five-' 
and-tbirty Letters of Oiivet CromWell wbicb tbe Public are 
now tp read : tbis, witb bere and tbei'e some di%ent tbough . 
raiiber indistinct annotätion by; my Corr^sponoent, wbere 
needful; and^ in a Note firom biinsdf, soihevaguebintof bis 
baving been in Töifn tbat very day, and even on tbe point of 
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calling onme, had not haste and the rigonr of railwa^s hin- 
d»%d ; hints too abont the old dangen trom Royalist kindred 
being now happily sormomited, — formed the Contents of my 
heayy Packet. 

The reading of these old Cromwell Letters, by far the most 
corioos that had ever come tome firom such a source^produced 
an immediate eamest, almost passionate reqnest to have sight 
ofthat old *^ Journal bv Samuel Squire," under any terms, on 
any ^uarantee I coula offer. Why should my respectable 
obliging Correspondent still hesitate? These Letters^ lassured 
him, if ne but sold the Originals as Autographs, trere worth 
hundreds of pounds ; the o\a Journal ofan IronstHe, since such 
it really seemed to be, for he had named it definitely in the 
Singular, not ^* Journals*' and '^Papers" as heretofore, — I 
prized as probably the most curious aocument in the ArchiTes 
of England, a piece not to be estimated in tens of thousands. 
It had become possible, it seemed probable and almost cer-. 
tain, that by dili^ent study of those old Papers, b^ examina- 
tion of them as with microscopes, in all vaneties of lights, the 
▼eritable figure of Cromwell s Ironsides misht be called into 
day,^ to be seen bv men once more, face to face, in the linea* 
ments of rery life f A journey in chase of this unknown Corre- 
spondent and bis hidden Papers; any journey, or effort, 
seemed easy for such a prize. 

Alas, ala», by retum of post, there arriyed a Leiter bb- 
ginninff with these words: '^ What you ask is impossible, if 
jrou offered raethe Bank of England forsecurity : the Jou^al 
IS OÄÄe^," — all was ashest My wonderfnl Unknown Cowe- 
spöndent had at last, it would iappear, havinff screwed bis 
courage to the stickin^ place, rushed up to Town by rail; ' 
proeeeded straight to-his hiddön repositories here; saH dOwn, 
with closed lips, with concenterea faculty, and copied me 
exaetly the Cromwell Letters, all words of CromwelFs own 
(these he had generous^y considered mm« by a kind of right) ; 
— which once done he, still with dosed lips, with sacrificial 
eyes, and terrible -band and mood, had-gathercd all biet old ' 
Poritan Papers great and small, Ironside ^'Journal,*' Crom- 
well« Autographs, and whaterer eise there mightbe, and 
stemly consumed them with £re. Let Royalist quarteus, in ' 
thefamilv or wider cirdes, arisenoW if they cOttld; — ^ '^much' 
eyil,*' Said he mildiy to^mie^ ^^hereby lies buried.^ The element 
of *>re0olation/' ond may well add^' **ia «\KOti%\si<M&\VBE^*vr 
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unch^geaUe by men, scareelf by tke yery^oda! -^^ And so 
aU toas ashes ; aAd a atrange speaking Apparition of the Fast, 
and of a Pafit moro prQcious tnan any other is or can be, had 
sank again into the dead depths of Night Irrecoverable; 
all the royal exchequer could not büy it baokl That, onee 
fbr all, was the fact; of which I, and mankind in general, 
might now make whatsoever we pleased. . 

With my UnknowQ Corretspondent I have not yet person- 
ally met; nor can I yet sumoienfäy explain to myself this 
strenge procedore of nis, which naturally excites curiosity, 
amid one*s other graver feelings. The Friend above alluded 
to, who has now paid that yisit^ alastoo lale^ describeahim to 
me as a GenÜeman of honourable, frank aspect and manners; 
still in his best years, and of robust manfiil qualities; — b^r no 
means, in any way, the feeble,chimeTical or distracted Entilr^, 
dug up from the S^yenteeth Century, and set to. liye in tms 
Nineteenth, whi^h some of my readers might fancy him. Well 
acquainted with that old Jaumtü *' which Went to 200 folio 
pages;** and which. he had carefolly, though not with mudb 
other Knowledge, read and again read. It is suggested to me, 
assomeabat^ementofwonder: f'Hehasliyed, he and his, £or< 
900 years, nnder the shadow of aCathedralCity: you know 
not what kind of SIeepy Hollow that is, and how Oliyer Crom-^ 
weU is related to it, m the minds of all men and nightbirds 
who inhabit there! This Gentleman had feit that, one way 
or other, you would ineyitably in the end get this M8. from 
him, and make it public; which, what could it amount,tobut 
a new iGruy-Faux.Gellar, and Infernal Machine, to explode. 
bis Cathe^al City and. all its coteries, and almost dissolye 
Nature for the time being?. Hence he resobed to buxn his . 
Fapers, and ayoid catastrophes*!* 

But what chiefly, or inaeed ezclualTsly, ooncem os here, 
is that,: Krom th)B firs«, and by.all subsequent eyi4ebee, I have 
seen this Geptleman to be a pmon of^perfect yeracity, aad 
eyt^n of scrupulpuff Qxaotitade in,details; so that not onljr oaa 
hia Copies of 4he Cromwell Liettcnra be taken as correet, or the 
conrectest he could giye, btit any.remarkor statement of bis 
concerning them i|( wo to be entirely relied'on. • Let me a4dy 
for my own aake and bis, that, with all my regrets and can- 
demnationa, I cannot but dimly construe him as .a man of 
mach real .fy<Mtb; {md even (though airadmely warticiUate^ and 
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sniik in stränge environntents) of a certam honest inteüig^ence, 
energy, generosity; which ougfat not to escape recognition, 
-winke passing sentence; — least Of all hy one who is forced 
unwillingly to relate these things, axid whom, as is clear, he 
has taken great pains, and made a strtmg effort over himself, 
to oblige even so far. — And this is what I had to say by way 
<^Intr0daction to these new Letters of Olirer Crom well, which 
are now all that remains to the world or me from that ad- 
venture. 

With regard to the Letters themselves, theymay nowbe 
read withont farther preface. As will be seen , they relate 
whoUy to the early part of Oliver's career; to that obscure 
period, hitherto vacant or nearly so in all Histories, while 
*' Colonel Cromweir* still fought and struggied in the Eastem 
Association, ander Lord G-rey of Groby, under the Eärl öf 
Manchester, or much left to his own shifts; and was not yet 
distinguished by the public from a hundred other Colonels. 
They present to us the same old Oliver whom we knew, but in 
still more distinct lineaments andphysiognomy; thefeatures 
deeply, even coarsely marked^ — or, as it were, enlarged to 
the gi^antic by unexpected neamess. It is Oliver left to 
faimselt'; stript bare of all conventional draperies; toiling, 
wrestling as for life and death, in his obscüre element; none 
looking over him but Heaven only. He ^* can stand no non- 
senses ; " he is terribly in eamest ; will have his work done, — 
will have God*s Justice done too, and the Everlasting Laws 
observed, which shall help, not hinder, all manner of work ! 
The Almighty God^s commandments , these, of which this 
work is one, are ^eat and awiul to him; all eise is rather 
small, andnotawtul. Hehaspity, — pity as of a woman, of 
a mother, we have known in Oliver; and rase also as of a wild 
Hon, where need is. He rushes direct tp his point: "If re- 
sistance is made, pistol him ; ** ** Wear them (these uniforms), 
or go home ; " ^' Hang him out of hand ; he wantonly killed the 
poor widow's boy: God and man will be Well plcased to See 
Am punishedt'* The attentive reader will catch not only 
corious minute featares of the old Civil War, in these mde 
Letters; but moreclearly than elsewhere significant glimpses 
«f'01iver*s character and ways: and if any readers nenres, 
Ufe my Correspondent's, be too mödeim^ — all effeminated in 
thuruniversal, verydreary, vdry p<^ntou8 babble öf '<ikW 
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lishing Capital Puxushments'* &G. &c., and of sending Judas 
Iseaiiot, Courvoisier, P^i^lin, Tawell:, and Naiure's own 
. Scpundrels, teachable hj no hellebore, ''to the schoolmaster/* 
instead of to the hapgman, or to the cesspooli or somewhere 
swiftly ont of the way (said *' schoolmaster*' not having yet 
overtaken all his other hopefiiUer work» by any manner of 
means!) — ijerhaps the sight of a great natural Human Soul 
once more, in whom the stamp of Divinity is not quite abo- 
lished by Ages of Cant, and hoUow Wig:gery of every kind, 
ending now in an age of *' Abolition Frinciples," may do such 
readersomegood! lunderstand, oneofmjrOorrespondent's 
more minute reasons for burning the Ironside Journal was, 
that is showed Cromwell uncommonly impatientof scoundrels, 
from time to time ; and might have shocked some people 1 — 

I print these Xietters aecording to their date, so far as the 
dateiseiven; or as the unwritten date can be ascertained or 
inferredj — which of course is not always possible; more espe- 
cially smce the accompanying ** Journal" was destroyed. 
With some hesitation, 1 deeide to print with modern speiling 
and punctuation, there being no evidence that the partially 
iil-spelt Copies fumished me are exact to 01iver*s ili-spelling; 
which at all events is insignifiQant, the sense having nowhere 
been at all doubtfuL Commentary, except what Auditor 
Squire and his Transcriber have afforded, I cannot undertake 
to give; nor perhaps will much be needed. Supplementary 
words added by myself are marked by single eommas, as was 
the former wont; annotations, if inserted in the body of the 
Letter, are in Italics within brackets. — And now to business, 
with all brevity. 

Nos. L—VI. 

The first Six Letters are of dates prior to the actual break- 
in^ out of the Civil War,^but while its rapid approach was too 
evident; and bring to view, in stränge lugubnous. chiaroscuro^ 
Committees of "Association for mutualDefence" (or however 
they phrased it), and zealous Individuais, Samuel- Squibb 
among others, tremulously sittiag in various localities, — tre- 
mulpus under the shadow of High Treason on the one band, 
and of Lrish Massacre on the other; — to whom of course tho 
honourable Membei^s Communications, insuchaseason, were 
of breaihless interest The King has quitted his Farliament^ 
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and is moving northward^ towards York as it proved , in a more 
and more menacing attitude. 

I. The address , if there ever was any except a verbal one by 
the Bearer, is entirely ^one, and the date also; but may be 
supplied by probable conjecture:

It is not vitally connected with Oliver Cromwell's Lettert 
and Speeches; yet neither is it quite withont relation to the 
man. Here are the Names of some üve or six hundred men, 
whom Oliver Cromwell sat in view of , and worked along with. 
through e^rtain years of time in this world; their Names and 
LociditieB, ifwehave nothing more.

Here are their Names, at whateyer 
worth the reader may put upon them : ** adjoined" to the Name 
of Oliver in this place, bat capable of being disjoined again; 
and perhap»'.worth printing, there being a comer of room 
forthem. 

What is a more qaestionable point , this List I am aware is 
not quite free from errors; one or two of which it has even 
fallen in my own way not only to snrmise , bat to proseente ta 
their source, and correct« iHumerous 1 do not suppose themi 
to be, nor important : but I cannot certify that there are none ; 
nor help farther in removing what there may be. The List 
itself, once printed, offers to all Stadions persons the oppor- 
tonity to help; which certainly it would be a beneficence 
of its sort if some strict antiqaary, or series of antiquaries, 
would effectually do. The oonstituent elements of the " most 
remarkable Parliament that ever sat," — which indeed is de- 
finable as the Father of Parliaments, which fmst rendered Par- 
liaments supreme, and has since set the whole world upon 
chase of Paniaments, a notable specnlation very lively in most 
parts of Europe at this dav, — deserve at least to have their 
names accarately ff iven.

Earlier and earliest Committees are in Hu8>- 
banas First Collection** and elsewhere; but tbese, as transient 
and now abrogated combinations, do not concem us here. 

The Committee of Ap]:il ißj^med for managing the Seques* 
tration of Delinqüents* Estates; those of May and August for 
raising money oy other methods,, chiefly by Weekly Assesf' 
ments; and each has its specific Act and Instructions; butas 
the essential business ofaU tbese Qoaunittees was to carry on 
the War by fiimishing the sinews of war, and as. with trining 
▼ariations, the same personssat on«kU,it may well be imaginea 
their functions , even to t^ members themselves, became grft- 
dually much blended; and for us they.have become inextric- 
sbly blended , or not worth^ ihß .hu^^elaboor of attempting tfi 
extricate and distinguish. Compiittees, all, essentially of 
Finance and general Administrati.on ; appointed, we jaxB,y say» 
to care generally that the Parliamentary Cause suffer no dam- 
age by &ck of money or otherwise, — against whom, and thei^ 
despotic procedure , rise loud complaints and denunciations in 
the old Pamphletsofa royalist or neutral stamp. An assiduous 
hand, searching on my behalf through every corner of these 
Lists and Suppiementary Lists, as they lie in bewildering dis- 
order, scattered over the vast surface of Husband, — has pain-

Under date lOth August 1643 (with Supplementarj or sab- 
sequent Acts, in some case8)is a particular settling and assort- 
ing of the Association Committees as a distinct body: with in- 
structionsanddirections; directing, foronething, nowthey 
are to choose the Central Commitiee which sits at Cambridge ; 
— indicatinß to us who they now are , and most probably who

Our "Esq.," **Gent.," and 
occasional Omission of all Title, are correctly what w« find ia 
the old Book. \ .

Therb is at Ely a Cbaritable Foundation now-above four 
oenturies old ; wbich in Oliver's time was named tbe Ely Feoffee^ 
Fund, and is now known as Parsons* Charity; tbe old Records 
of wbicb, tbougb somewbat mutilated duringtbose years, offer 
one or two faint but indubitable vestiges of Oliver, not to be ne- 
glected on tbe present occasion. 

Tbis Charity of ancient wortby Tbomas Parsons, it appears, 
bad, sbortly before Oliver's arrival in EJy, ^een somewbat re- 
modelled by a new Royal Charter: To be benceforth more spe-

Twice or thrice elsewhere the name of Cromwell is men- 
tioned, but not as indicating activityon bis part, indicating 
merely Feoffeeship and passivity;***--^xcept in the foUowing 
instance , where there is still.extant a small Letter of bis. " Mr. 
Hand,'* as we have seen, is one of the'^iCollectors'*, himself like- 
wise a F.eofTee or Govemor, the Govemors (\t would appear) 
taking that Office in tum.

1. The first, whicn relates to a once very public Affair, is his 
Letter (his and Lowry's) to the Cambridge Authorities , in May 
1641; Letter accompanying the celebrated ** Protestatiöh and 
Preamble" just sent forth by the House of Commons, with 
eamest invitation to all constituencies to adopt the same.

This is on Monday, 8d May 1641 , while the Apprentices are 
hello wing in Falaceyard : Cromwell is one of those that take the 
Protestation this same Monday, present in the House while the 
redacting of it goes on. Long hsts of Members take it, — not 
John Lowry, who I conclude must have been absent. On Wed- 
nesday, 5th May, there is this Order: 

" Orderedj That the Frotestation made by the Members of 
"this House, with the Preamble, shall be together printed;" 
Clei^k to attest the copies ; all Members to send them down to 
the respective Sherins, Justices, to the respective Cities, 
Boroughs , and "intimate with what willin^ess the Members 
"made this Frotestation; and that as they justify the taking of 
"it in themselves, so they cannot but approve it in themuiat 
"shall likewise take it." 

Strict Order j at the same time, That all Members "nowin 
Town and not sick shall appear here Tomorrow at Eight of 
Clock,*' and take this Frotestation: non-appearance to be "ac- 
counted a contempt of this House," and expose one to be ex- 
pelled, or worse; — in spite of which John Lowry still does not 
sign, not tili Friday momin^, after even "Fhilip Warwick" and 
"Endymion Forter" have signed; whence I infer he was out of 
Town or unwelL ** — This Letter, which seems to be of Crom- 
well*s writins^, still Stands on the Corporation Books of Cam- 
bridge; read in Common Council there on the llth of May; at 
which time, said Letter being read, the Town Authorities did 
one and all zealousiy accept the same, and signed the Frotesta- 
tion on the spot. fne Letter is not dated ; but as Lowry signed 
on Friday, and the Corporation meeting is on Tuesday tne llth, 
we may safely guess the Letter to have arrived on Monday, and 
to have been written on Saturday.

GAINSBOBOUGH FIGHT. 
[Vol. I. p. 155.] 

Hebe are other details conceruing Gainsborough Fight; 
Two Letters upon it that have successively tumed up. 

1. The first is a Letter two days earlier in date; evidently 
not written byCromwelt, though signed by him and two chief 
Lineoinshire Committee-men, as he passes through theirCity on 
his way to Huntingdon. Sir Edward Ayscough, or "Ayscoghe" 
as he here signs himself , — probably a kinsman of Sir George 
the Saiior's, possibiy the father of the "Captain Ayscoghe" men- 
tioned here, — he and John Broxholme, Esq. , both of the Lin- 
eoinshire Committee,** are clearly the writers of the present 
Letter. 

^^For ihe Honourable William Lenthall, Esquirct Speaker of the Commofu. 
Hoiise of Parliament: These, 
"Lincoln, 29th July 1643; (Six o'clock at night). 

"Noble Sir, — We, having solicited a conjunction of Forces 
"towards the raising of the Siege of Gainsborough, did appotnt 
"a general rendezvous at North Scarle to be upon Thursday the 
"27th of July. To the which place, Sü: John Meldmm with 
"about Three-hundred Horse and Dragoons, and ColonelCrom- 
" well with about Sii^ or SeYen Troops of Hprse and about One- 
" hundred Dragoons , came. With these they marched towards 
"Gainsborough; and nieeting with a good party oftheEnemy 
" about a inile from the Town, beat them back, — ^^but not witn 
"any commendations to our Dragoons. We advanced still to- 
"wards the Enemy, all alon^ under the Cony- Warren, which is 
"upon a high Hill above Gainsborough. The Lincoln Troops

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" Some of the Lincoln Troops began to advance up the Hill; 
'* which were opposed by a force of the Enemy : but our men re- 
'* pelled them, until all our whple body was got up tiie Hill. The 
"Enemy kept bis ground; which he chose for his best advan- 
"tage, with a|BodY of Horse ofaboutThree Regiments of Horse, 
*' and a reserve behind them consisting of General Cavendish his 
*^ Begiment , which was a very füll regiment. We presently put 
" our Horse in order; which we could hardlv do bv reason of the 
^'cony-holes and the dif&cult ascent un tne HiÜ; the Enemy 
"being within musket-shot of us, and aavancing towards us be- 
"fore we could get ourselves into any good oraer. But with 
"those Troops we could get up, we charged the greater Body of

"rear ofthat Begiment. 'V\1ien they saw the body stand un- 
"broken, *they * endeavoured, with much ado, to get into a body 
"those three or four Troops which were divided. Which when 
"they had doüe, — perceiving the Enemy to Charge two or three 
"öf the Lincoln scattered Troops, and to make them retire by 
"reason of their being many more than they in number; and. the 
"rest being elsewhere en^aeed and following the chase, — 
" Colonel Cromwell with hä Uiree Troops followed them in the 
"rear; brake this Ee^;iment; and forced their General, with 
"divers of their men , mto a quagmire in the bottom of the Hill. 
"Where one of Colonel Cromwell his men cut General Caven- 
" dish on the head ; by reason whereof he feil off his horse ; and 
"the Colonel's Captam-Lieutenant thrust him into the side,

"Foot, desired to have some out of the Town; which my Lord 
"Willoughby granted, and sent us about Six-hundred Foot: 
" with these we advanced towards the Enemy. When we came 
"thither to the top of the hHl-, we*beat divers Troops of the 
"Enemy's Horse back: but at the bbttöhi We saw aKegiment 
"of Foot; after that another (my Lord N^Wcftstle's own Eegi- 
"ment, consisting of nineteen colours) a^peating also, and many 
" Horse ; — which indeed was bis Army. See^ng -these therrso 
" unexpectedly, we advised what to do. 

"Colonel Öromwell was sent to command theToot to retfi^s, ^ 
" and to draw-off the Horse. By the time he came tö them , the ** 
"Enemy was marching up the hill. The Foot did retire dis- , 
" orderly into the Town , which was not much above a qnart<6i*of 
" a mile' from them ; upon whom the Enemy's Horse did some 
" small execution. The Horse also did retire in some disordet, 
" about half a mile, — until they came to the end of a field where 
"a passage was ; where, by the endeavour of Colonel Cromwell, 
" * of ' Maior Whalley and Captain Ayscoghe , a body was drawn 
"up. with these we faced the Enemy; stayed their pursuit; 
"and opposed them with about four Troops of Colone* Crom- 
" well's and four Lincoln Troops; the Enemy*8 body in tbe mean 
" time increasing very much rrom the Army. But such was the 
"goodness of God, giving courage and valour to our men and 
" officers , that whilst Major Whalley and Captain Ayscoghe, 
"sometimes the one with four Troops faced the Enemy, some 
"times the other, to the exceeding glory of God beitspoken, 
"and the great honour ofthose two Gentlemen, they with this 
"handful forced the Enemy so , and dared them to their teeth in

**and all those parts; and waymade for this Army instantly to

" speeding present Succours hither, we humbly take our leayes

2. The Second Letter, the Original of which still exists, is of 
much greater interest; being from CromwelFs own hand, and 
evidently thrown-off in a quite familiär and even hasty fashion. 
Written, as would appear, on the march from Lincoln to Hunt- 
irigdon; no mention precisely where; but probably at the 
Atmy's quarters on the evening of their first day's march home- 
Wards. In the Original the surname of the " Sir John ** to whom 
the Letter addresses itself has been, probably by some royalist 
descendant (of mixed emotions), so industriously crossed out 
with many strokes of the 'pen, that not only is it entirely ille- 
gible , but the polite possessor of the Autograph cannot under- 
take to guess lor me how many letters may have been in the 
Word. On othergrounds I pretty confidently undertake, never- 
theless, toread Wray: Sir John WrayofGlentworth, member 
for Lincolnshire , and on the Committee ofthat County; at pre- 
sent, I suppose, attending bis duty in London. Glentworth 
House is almost within sight and sound of these transactions^ 
the well-affected Knight of the Shire, for many reasons, may 
fitly hear a word of them, while we rest from oiur march. Sir 
John*sMother,IfindbytheDrya8du8trecords** was aMontague 
of Boughton; so that "your noble Kinsman" near the ena of 
this Letter will mean my Lord of Manchester, "Sergeant-Major 
of the Association," a man well qualified to give Information.

The particolar respects I have received at your hands do 
mach oblige me, but the great ^ffection you bear to the Public . 
much more: for that cause I am bold to acquaint you with 
spme late Passages wherein it hath pleased God to favour os; 
•rr which, I am assured, will be welcome to you. 

After Burleigh House was taken, we went towards GainB-' 
borough to a general rendezvous , where met us Lincolnshire 
Troops; so that we wereNineteen orTwenty Troops, when we 
were together, ofHorse andFoot, and about Three or Four 
Troops of Dragooners. We marched with this force to Gainsbo- 
rough. Upon Friday moming, belüg the 28th of July, we met 
with a forlorn-hope of theEnemy,and with ourmen brake it in. 
We marched on to * the Town's end. The Enemy being upon 
the top of a very steep Hill over our heads, some of ourmen 
attempted to march up that Hill; tte Enemy opposed; our 
men drove them up , and forced their passage. By the time** 
we came up, we saw the Enemy well set in two bodies: the 
foremost a large fair body , the other a reserve consisting of 
six or seven brave Troops. Before we could get our force into 
Order, the great body of the Enemy advanced; ihey were 
within musket-shot of us when we came to thepitch of the Hill : 
we advanced likewise towards them ; and both charged , each 
upon the other: Thus advancing, we came to pistol and 
sword's point, both in that close order that it was disputed 
very strongly who should break the other. But our men press- 
ing a little heavily upon them, they began to give back ; which 
our men perceiving, instantly forced them, — ■ brake that whole 
body; some of them fiying on this side, some on the other side, 
of the reserve. Our men, pursuing them in great disorder, had 
the execution about four, or some say six miles. With much 
^ ado this done, and all their force being gone, not one man 
standing,but all beaten out pf thefield, — we drew up our body 
together , and kept the field , — the half of our men being weU 
"wom in the chaseof the Enemy; ■

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Upon this we endeavoured the Business wecamefor; whkh 
wat the relief of the Town with Ammunition. We seut-in 
some Powder, which was the great want o£ that Town. Which 
done , Word was brought us that the Eneaiy had about Six 
/Troops of Horse, and Three-hundred Foot, a littie onthe 
other side ofthe Town. Upon this we drew some musketeers 
out of the Town, and with our body of horse marched towards 
them. We saw two Troops towards the Mill; which my men 
drove down into a littie village at the bottom of the Hill: 
when we [we. emphaticj came with our horse to the top ofthat 
Hill, we saw in the bottom awhole regiment of Foot, siter that 
^nother and another, — and, as some counted, about Fiffy 
Colours of Fpot. W^i^h indeed was my Lord Newcastle's 
Army ; — witfai which he now besieges Gainsborough. 

My Lord Wilioughby eommanded me to bring off the Foot 
iuid Horse: which I endeavoured; but the Foot (the Enemy 
pressing on with tibe Army) retreated in some disorder into the 
Town, being ofthat Garrison. Our Horse also, b^ing wearied, 
and unexpectedly pressed by this new force, so gteat, — gaTie 
off, not being able to brave the' Charge. But , with some dlffi- 
culty, we got our Horse into a body, and with them faced the 
Enemy; and retreated in such order that though the Enemy 
followed hard, they were not able tö disorder usy butwegqt 
them off safe , to Lincok^ , ^om this-fresh fcorce , and Ipst not 
one man. The honpur of ib» retreiart , ^qual to any öf läte 
times, is due to Major Whalley and Cäptain Ayscough, next 
under God. 

This Relation I öffer yöüipr thp. hönour of God (to wliom 
be all the praise) ; as alsp to let you know you have some Ser- 
vituts faithful to you, to incite to action. :I beseech you let this 
good success quicken your continuing to this Engagemeüt! 
It's great evidence of God's favour. Let not your business be 
starved. I know, if all be of your mind, we shaU have an 
honourable fetum. It's yöur own business: — a reasonable 
BÜrength now raised Bp^edily,'may do that which much more 
will not do; after sonie time. Undoubtedly , if they sticc^edL

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^A»* for the time, you will hear it £rom your noble Eänsman 
and Colonel Palgrave : if webe not able in ten days to relieve 
Gainsborough, a noble Lord will be lost, many good Foot, 
and a considerable Pass over Trent in these parts. — The 
Lord prosper your endeavonrs and ours. I beseech you 
present my]humble service to the high honourable Lsidy. 
Sir, I am Your f aithful servant,

P.S. — I stayed, *from the chase after our first encounter/ 
two of my own Troops, and my Major stayed his; in all three. 
There were in front of the Enemy's reserve, three orfourof 
the Lincoln Troops yet ünbroken : the Enemy charged those 
Troops; utterly broke and chäsed them; so that noneofthe 
Troops on our part stood , but iny three. Whilst the Enemy 
was following our flying Troops, I charged him on the rear 
with my three Troops ; drove him down the Hill, brake him all 
to[pieces; forced Lieutenant-General Cavendish into a Bog, 
who fought in this reserve: one Officer cut him on the head; 
snd, as he lay, my Captain-Lieutenant Berry thrust him into 
the Short ribs, of whiiäi he died, about two hours after, in 
Gainsborough. § 

By this Postscript is at last settled the question , Who kiüed 
Charles Cavendish? It was "my Captain-Lieutenant Barry;" 
he and no other, if any one still wish to know. Eichard Baxtex^s 
friend once ; and otherwise a known man .

I met at my rendezvous at 'V^atlington, on Wednesday

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last; where I stayed somewhat long for the coming-np of the 
Body of HoTse, which yonr Hononr was pleased to give me the 
command of. After the coming whereof , I marched with all 
expedition to Wheatley-Bridge ; having sent before to Major- 
Ckneral Browne, for what intelligence he could afford me of 
the State of affairs in Oxford (I being not so well acquainted in 
those parts), — of the condition, and number, of the Enemy in 
Oxford. Who himself informed me by letters, That Prince 
Maurice his forces were not in Oxford, as I supposed; .^d 
that, — as he was iniormed by four very honest and faithfal 
Oentlemen that came out of Oxford tohim a little before the 
receipt of my letter , — there were Twelve pieces of Ordnance 
with their carriages and wagons, readyfortheirmarch; and 
in another place Fire more pieces with their carriages , ready 
to advance with their Convoy. 

After I received this satisfaction from Major- General 
Browne, I advanced this moming, — being Thursday, the 
twenty-fourth of April, — near to Oxford. There I lay before 
the Enemy; who perceiving it at Oxford^ and being in readi- 
ness to advance, sent out a party of Horse against me : part of 
the Queen's Begiinent^ part of the Earl of Northampton*s Be- 
giment, and part of the Lord Wilmot*s Begiment ; — wh9 made 
an infall upon me. 

Wherieupoh, I drew forth your Honp^'s Beginaent, — 
latelj mine own, — agäinst the Enemy (who had drawnl;hem- 
selves ii^tp several Squadronsr, to be ready for action) ; — and 
comma^ded.your Honoui's own Troop therein, to Charge a 
Squ|tdr|Mi of the Enemy. Who performed it so gaUiäntly Üiat, 
ji^ara Short firing, they entered the whole Squadron, and put 
them 1^ a confusion. And the rest öf my Horse presenüy 
entering äfter them, they made a total rout of the Enemy; and 
had the chäse of them three or four miles ; —. and killed Two- 
hundred; to!^ a» many prisoners, and about Four- hundred 
horses. 'Also* the Queen!8,colour8, richly embroidered , with 
fhe Crown in the midst, and eighteen flower-de-luces wrought 
all about in gold, with a golden eross on the top. — M&'o:^ 
escaped to Oxford, and divers wece dxo^ni«^^. 
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Part of them likewise betook themselves to a strong House 
inBletchington; where Colonel Windebank kdpt a Garrison, 
with near Two-hundred horse and foot theteio. Which, aftfer 
fiurrounding it, I summoned: — but they seemed very diiaAory 
in their answer. At last, they «ent out Artiöles to me of Sur-

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cannons to secure bis, and Iftid bis Musketeers strongly in the 
bedges. Webeat-off bis cannon, feil down upon bkMusketeen^ 
beat them off £rom tbeir str^gthi and, wbere our Horse could • 
scarcely pass two abreast, I ciommanded Major Betbel to 
cbarge tbem with two Troops of about one-bandre(f-and* 
twentj Horse. Wbicb be performed witb tbe greatest gal* 
lantry imaginable; — beat back two bodies of tbe Enemy's 
Horse, being Goring's own Brigade; brake them at sword's- 
point. Tbe'Enemy cbarged bim witb near 400 fresh Horse; 
set tbem all going, — until, oppressed witb multitudes, he 
brake through them, with the loss not of above three or foar 
men. Major Desborow seconded htm, with some other ofthose 
Troops, wbicb were about three. Bethel faced about; and 
they both routed, at 8word*8-point,a greatbodyof theEnemy's 
Horse. Wbicb gave such an u^expected terror to the Euemy's 
Army , that it set them all a^running^ Our Foot , in the mean 
time, Coming on bravely, andbeatingtheEnemyfromthebr 
strength, we presently had the chase to Langport and Bridge- 
water. We took and killed about 2000, — brake all bis Foot. 
We havß taken very manyHorses, and considerablePrisoners. 
Wbat are slain we know not. We have the Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral of tbe Ordnance ; ColonelPreston, ColonelHeveningham, 
Colonel Slingsby, we know ofjbesides very many other Officers 
of quality. AU Major-General Massey's party was with bim, 
seven or eight milea from us, — and about twelve-hundred of 
our Foot, and three l^egiments of our Horse. So that we had 
but Seven ßegiments with us. 

Thus you s^e wbat the Lord hath wrought for US. Canany 
creature ascribe any thing to itself ? Now can we give the gloiy 
to God, and desire all may do so, for it is all due unto Himt — 
Thus you have Long-Sutton mercy added to Naseby mercy. 
And to see this, is it not to see the face of God! You have 
beard of Naseby : it was a happy victory. As in this, so in that 
God was pleased to use His servants ; and if men will be mali- 
cioiiis, and swell witb envy , we know Wbo hath said, If they 
will not see, yet they sball see , and be asbamed for theii* envy % 
atESspeople. -7 Icansay thk of Naseby, Tbatwhenisaif 
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the Enemy draw up and march in gallant order towards lu, 
and we a Company of poor ignorant men, ta seek how to order 
our battle, — the General havingcommanded me to order all 
the Horse, — I could not, riding alone about mj business , bat. 
smile out to God in praises , in assurance of victorj, because 
God would, bj things that are not, bring to naught things that 
are. Of which I had great assurance ; and God did it. that 
men would therefore praise the Lord, and declare the wonders 
that He doth for the children of men! 

I' cannot write more particulars now. I am going to the 
rendez vous of all our Horse, three miles from Bridgewater ; we 
march that way. — It is a seasonable mercy. I cannot better 
teil yott than write , That God will go on! — We have taken 
two giins, three caitiages of ammunition. In the chase, the 
Enemy quitted Langport; when they ran out of one end of the 
Town, we entered the qther^ They fired that at which we 
should chase; which hindered our pursuit: but we overtook 
many of them. I believe we got near Fifteen-hundred Horse. 

Sir, I beg your 'i)rayers. Believe, and you shall be 
estabUshed.

They also showed me their In» 
structipns, anda Paper containing the matter of their Treaty 
with [Lanark and Monro; as also an Expostulation upon 
Lanark*s breach with them, — In f ailling upon Argyle and hia 
nien, contrary to agreement, wherein the Marquis hardly 
escaped], they having hold of him, but Seven-hundred of bis 
men were küled and taken.ft These Papers I also send h^re 
enclosed to your Lordships. 

So soon 1^8 those Gentlemen eame to me, I ealled aCoimcil 
of War; the result whereof was the Letter directed to the 
Lord Chancellor;^* a;Copy*|wfaereof your Lordships have 
here enclosed. Which I deÜvered to Sir Andrew Ker and 
Major Strahan; with which ihey zetomed npon the ISdi, 
being the next day> 

Upoii p;rivate discourse with tbesb Clentlemen, I do find [ 
the condition of their Affairs and.Uieir Army to be thos: The ' 
Earl of Lapark,; the Earl of Crawford and Lindsay, Mönxo» : 
and their Apny,,hearing of our advanoe, and understanding 
the condition and endeavours of their Adversaries, — marched 
with all Speed to get possession öf Stirling-Bridge; that so .

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they might have three parts in fbor of Scotland at iheir baeks, 
to raise men, and to enable themselres to carry on their 
desigDB. They wereabout 6,000 Foot, and 2,500 Horse. The 
Earl of Leven, who is chosen Cleneral; the Marquis of Argyle, 
with the Honest Lords andG«ntlemen, DaridLesley being the 
Lieutenant-G^eneral: ^^these," haying about 7,000 Foot, bat 
▼ery weak InHorse, — lie about six miles this side the Enemy. 
I hear that their Infantry consists öf men who come to them 
out of conscience; and «re generally of the Godly Pöople of 
that Nation, whieh they expi^ess by their piety and devotion 
in their quarters; and indecid I hear they are a very goldly 
and honest body of men. 

I think it is not unknown toyonrXiordships what directions 
I have received from you for the prosecution of onr late 
Yictory. Whereof I shall be bold to remember a clause of ' 
your Letter; which was, ^* That I should prosecute the re>- 
^'maining Parfy in the Northy and not leave any of them, 
" wheresoever they go, to be frbeginnihg of a new Army ; nor 
««cease to pursue theVietory tili I fihish and hXiy complete it- 
<'with the rendition of those Towns of Berwick and Garlisle^ 
*' which most unjustly, and against all obligations, and the 
''Treaties then in force, they surprised and garrisoned 
"against US." 

In Order whereunto, I marched to the Borders of Scotland: 
where I fomid the whol^ Country so häraased and impover- 
ished by Monro and the Fortses with him, that the Country^ 
was no way able to bear us ön tb^ JBnglish side; but we must 
necessarily have ruined both your Army and the Subjects of 
this Kingdon^ who wpuld not have had bread for a day if we 
had continued amopg .them. ^In prpseculion of your OrderSi 
aad in answer to the necessities of your fxiends in,Scotland| 
UDid their desires; änd considering Üie necessity of marching 
intp Scptland, to prevent the.Gpvemor pf Berwick from put-^ 
ting of provisions into hiiei GarriBons on the Scots sjde, wh^reor 
he is at present in some want,as we are informed, — I marched 
agood part of the Army overTWeed yesterday about noon, 
fhe residue being to come after as ionreoleati} %si^^^\&3ki« 
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Thus have I given your Loidships an account of our pre- 
aent coudition and engagement. ^nd having done so, I matt 
discharge my duty in remembering to your Lordships the De- 
sii^ formerly expressed in my Letters to Sir William Armyn 
and Sir John Evelyn, forsupplies; and in particular forthat 
of Shipping to be upon these Coasts, who may fumish us with 
Ammunition or other necessaries wheresoever Grod shall lead 
üb; there being extreme diffijculty to supply qs by|land, with-r 
out great and strong eonvoys, which will weary.out and de- 
stroy our Horse, and cannot well come to us if the Tweed be 
up, without going yery.farabout. 

Having laid these things before you, I rest,

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when you resolve. The thing I have to offer hath been thought 
npcm bj US, as you will percelye bj the reasons wherewith we 
enforce it ; and we do willingly tender it to you; desiring God, 
not you, may give us the answer. 

That a Divine Presence hath gone along with us in the 
late great transactions in this Nation^ I beUeve mostgood mea 
are sensible of, and thankful to Otod for; and are persuaded 
that He hath a farther end; and that as by this dispensation 
He hath manifested His seveilty and justice, so there will be 
a time wherein He will manife^ grace and mercy, in which He 
80 much delights. To us who are employed as Instruments in 
this work the contentment that appearsis, That we are doing 
our Master 's work; that we have His presence and blessing 
with US ; — and that we live in hope to see Hirn cause wai*s to 
cease, and bringing in that Euingdom of Gloiy and Peace 
which He hath promised. This being so , as the hope thereof 
oocasions our comfort , so the seeing some wi^ made already 
cannot but 'raise' hope that goodness and meroy intends to 
Visit this poor Island. Therefore in what we may as poor 
Instruments, ^ we' cannot but be endeavouring to answer the 
mind of God as any opportunity offers itself. 

First let me teil you, in divers places where we come, we 
find the people veiy greedy after the Word, and flocking to 
Christian meetings; much of that prejudice that lies upon 
poor people in England being a stranger to their minds. And 
truly we have hoped much of it is done in simplicity ; and I 
mind you the rather of this because it is a sweet symptom , if 
not an eamest, of the good we expect 

In the next place, our condition was such at our arrival 
here, ■— by reason of the War, and prevalency of the Enemy, 
— that there was a dissolution of the whole frame of Govem- 
ment; there being no visible authority residing in persons 
entrufited to act according to the forms of law, except in two 
eorporations [Dublin and Derry cU our arrival] , in this whole 
Land. . And although it hath pleased God to give us much 
territory) yet how to fall suddenly into that way again, I see 
not; nor is it ifor the present practicable. Wherefore I am

consträined, of my own authority, to issne out Commissions to 
|)er8on8 to hear and determine the present controversies thal 
do arise, as they may. 

Sir, it seems to me we have a great opportunity to set ap| 
imtil theParliament shall otherwise detennine, a way of doing 
justice amongst these poor people, which , for the uprightness 
and cheapness of it, tnay ezceecBngly gain upon them, — who 
have been acenstomed to as much injustice, tyranny and op- 
pression from their landlords, 4^e great men, and those that 
should have ddiie them right , as (I believe) any people in that 
which we call Christendom. And indeed ^they' are ao- 
connted the bribing'Bt [so to speak!] people that are; they 
haying been inüred thereto. Sir, if justice were freely and 
impartially administered herCi the foregoing darkness and 
eorruption would make it look so much the more glorious and 
beautiful; and draw more hearts after it! — I am loath to 
write what the consequences might be, or what may be said 
upon this subject; — and therefore I shall let you know my 
desire in a word. 

There uses to be a Chief-Justice in the Pi'oyince of 
Munster, who having some others with him in assistance uses 
to hear and determine Causes depending there; you are de- 
sired by me to accept of that employment. I do believe that 
nothing will suit your mind better than having a standing 
Salary for the same; that so you may not be troubled with 
common allowances, which have been to others (I doubt) bat 
a colour to thehr covetous practices. I dare assure you 'of ' 
i^l ,000 a-year, half-yearly, to be paid by even parts , as your 
allowance; — and although this be more than hath usually 
been allowed, yet shall we have wherewith readily to make 
Performance, if you accept. 

I know not how far this desire of mine will be interpreted 
by you as a call : but sure I am I have not done anything with 
a cleärer breast, nor wherein I do more approve my heart to 
the Lord and His people in sincerity isind uprightness; — the 
LorSd direct you what to do. I desire a few things of you: let 
my Letter be as ütäe seen as you may^ ->- you know wfaat 
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constmctions are usually put upon some men*s actings; and 
(were it fit to be committed to paper) would 'be* if I sbould 
saj Tbat tbis business, bj tbe blessing of God, might be so 
managed as might abate much superfluity. I desire you not 
to discourse of the allowance but to some choice friends. Next 
I could desire , if you have any acquaintance with Mr. Graves 
the Lawyer, you would move him to the accejptance of a placie 
here, which should be honourable, and not to bis outward dis- 
advantage. And any öther godly and able man you know of. 
Let me have your mind so soon as conveniently you may ; and 
whether you have tried any as is desired, and whom, and what 
retum they make.

The readiness of the Honest People to 'appear hath been a 
great encooragementto us, and of no less discouragement to 
the Enemy; who, had he prevailed, would, without doubt, 
baVe made ns the most miserable and harassed Nation in the 
wörld. And therefote we bold onrselves obliged to retom you 
ifir heaxty thanks for your zeal and forwardness in so readfly

In the mean tii|ie.they.niay continue at 
their homes, blessing God for His mercy, and enjoying the 
fruit and comfort of this happy deliveraiice , and the other 
benefitsofPeace. 

And I do heretby let you know that Letters are directed to 
the Justices of Peace of sevend Counties,** That Watches be 
kept, such as the Law hath appointed for taking a strict ac- 
count of all strangers , especially near the Coast. Which will 
not only be a means to suppress all loose and idle persons , but 
may probably cause some of those thjat come from abroad 'in 
Order' to kindle fires here, to be appirehended and seized, — 
especially if care be taken to secnre all tjiem that cannot give 
a good account; and may also break all dangerous meetings 
and assemblings together. And indeed if what by Law ougiht 
to be done.were done with diligence in this respect, the con> 
tinuance of such dangerous Designs as these wouldbe frustrated 
in the birth , or kept from gro wing to matiirity .
